Downward Spiral 

Aesthetically, we have gone insane and dull

“The world is ugly, 

And the people are sad.” 

- Wallace Stevens, “Gubbinal” 

In the period following World War II, both 
nationally and internationally, many aspects of 
life and belief changed radically from what they 
had been before the war. Neither complete- 
ly intentionally nor particularly consciously, 
American artists - including novelists, play- 
wrights, dancers, photographers, musicians, 
poets, and visual artists, as well as filmmakers 

- responded to this brave new world by work- 
ing with a sense of purpose coupled with a 
deep moral outrage. Their approaches were 
symptomatic and reflective of American soci- 
ety as changed by the war. All were affected 
by a general knowledge of wartime atrocities, 
the two atomic bombs, and technological 
innovations; just as important were significant 
changes in lifestyle brought on by women’s 
new roles, mobility, shifting demographic pat- 
terns, suburbs, the baby boom, etc. 

Artists felt it was important to get through 
the mannered layers of society, revealing 
basic and often ugly truths about our world. 
They also deconstructed facades, challenging 
accepted aesthetic standards by addressing 
traditionally ignored, and often socially and 
culturally taboo, topics and areas. Many artists 
embraced chaos by ditching all established 
rules. Depending on the art form, there was 
either a movement away from the representa- 
tional toward deeper emotional meanings or a 
more detailed submersion into the represen- 
tational, illustrating the darkest areas of our 
society and of its people. 

To focus just on film: As diverse as 
Hollywood’s output was at the time, a shared, 
consistent, understated world-view emerged 

- one that was grim, grounded, and notice- 
ably darker than in the half-century before. 
This dark tone was in contrast to the Horatio 
Alger/United States-as-great-frontier optimism 
that had been a viable cultural approach for 
the previous half-century. Certainly, during 
those 50 years, there was a range of thematic 


approaches, including more somber and criti- 
cal ones, but the dominant and influential 
tone was light and positive. 

In the late Forties and Fifties, films began 
to address social problems that they had long 
been banned from covering: racism, drug 
addiction, prostitution, labor issues, religious 
biases, and so on. Consequently, due to the 
loss of lighter releases and this new, aggres- 
sive social consciousness, the majority of 
American films released took a decided turn 
toward more mimetic themes and grittier 
settings. Rose-colored glasses were replaced 
by practically black shades. Many filmmakers 
were working through some guilt, accompa- 
nied by serious concerns about this country’s 
role as a world power. 

Exactly how many and what kinds of films 
Hollywood released changed dramatically in 
the postwar years. This was true for many rea- 
sons, but probably the most important catalyst 
was television. Vast sweeps of film genres were 
lost to television in the decade and a half after 
the war. Television programming basically took 
over from film in such genres as B-Westems 
and B-movies in general, family films, seri- 
als, comedies, and character-driven series such 
as Blondie, Henry Aldrich, Charlie Chan, and 
Hopalong Cassidy, as well as with thematic series 
such as Suspense and Inner Sanctum Mysteries. 

Occurring concurrently, these industry 
changes really emphasized the philosophical 
shift in cinematic focus. Filmmakers became 
more critical in their portraits and portrayals, 
some showing considerable courage in their 
choice of topics. Reacting to the world, most 
were very concerned about - and some even 
anguished over - contemporary injustices; 
they began addressing many issues previously 
ignored. Even in films that weren’t directly 
addressing serious issues, there was still a 
darker tone; yes, “After all ... tomorrow is 
another day,” but now that statement was 
more likely to be threatening than hopeful. 

This critical and socially conscious 
approach was a needed response to the times. 


Accompanying it was essentially an ongo- 
ing dialogue with previous, American-rooted 
aesthetics - a shared sense that any picture 
of a clean and healthy world bathed in sun- 
light was a psychedelic, Norman Rockwell, 
Pollyanna-type illusion: This was not the best 
of all possible worlds. By the late Sixties and 
early Seventies, the primary underlying tone 
in most Hollywood productions was socially 
critical and subversive. 

This aesthetic was a legitimate cultural 
response to that first half-century of U.S.- 
centric jingoism and its narrowly focused 
perspective on class, jobs, labor, religion, sex 
roles, race, and individual potential - as well 
as a way to deal with the country’s new posi- 
tion as a major and dominant world power. 

Now, six decades after the end of World 
War II, these styles and tones have become 
so commonplace that they are as hackneyed 
and predictable as were the social rules and 
world order in B-movies. Attitudes that once 
were enlightened, courageous, and progres- 
sive have degenerated into the mind-numb- 
ingly routine. Realism is a genre with strict 
rules. Social realism is an established style, 
with as many stereotypical affectations as the 
hard-boiled detective genre. 

There is a prejudice driving this dark 
world-view, in which tragedy is art, reality 
is evocative, comedy is entertainment, and 
optimism is unreal. Unhappy/troubling end- 
ings are simply the most honest entrance 
into the cruelty of the lives we lead; happy 
endings are fantastic, unreal, in denial, and 
“Hollywood.” Such “Hollywood endings” 
usually disqualify a film from any kind of 
serious consideration. The prejudice privi- 
leges the past and regrets and resents the 
present. (This is a culturewide phenomenon, 
but film is the focus of this particular col- 
umn.) Now, despair is the shared and lazy, 
accepted, meaningful language. 

Films that love and embrace people, even 
when they are well aware of the unevenness 
and pitfalls of life, and end on any kind of 
positive note are rarely taken seriously. Both 
critically and when awards are given, they 
usually get short shrift. Most contemporary 
films considered great either overtly or inher- 
ently track toward the tragic. 

American filmmaking still believes that 
bravely announcing “the world is ugly, and 
the people are sad” is the most important 
theme in American cinema. What was once 
daring is now boring. 


Instead of being progressive or visionary, the 
dominant tone of contemporary filmmakers is 
cloyingly anachronistic. More often than not, 
this is quite overt. Science-fiction films are 
usually about the horrors of the future. Most 
of Steven Spielberg’s films are about finding 
the lost father and reuniting, thus re-creating 
the family. George Lucas quite literally wants 
to make Thirties and Forties serials. Other 
times, it is seen in the acceptance of the world 
as a now-miserable place, one that used to be 
so much better. Robert Altman dislikes most 
of his characters and is usually disinterested in 
the rest. Martin Scorsese celebrates the kinds 
of dangerous social psychopaths who would 
destroy the very kind of world the director 
craves. In his films they are seductive rather 
than threatening; vicious, inhuman brutality 
is rendered as a mild generic attribute. 

The sophomoric social criticisms found in 
films like American Beauty and Mystic River 
are painfully obvious. It is especially sad that 
critics often celebrate them as though some- 
thing new is being said. 

Audiences don’t disagree. Aesthetically, we 
have gone insane and dull. The most tired, 
melodramatic crap is now revered; most of 
these are not even tragedies in the classic 
sense, as there is no possibility or ascent 
- just a descent and then a deeper descent. 

We live in a time in which few believe the 
world is better than it was; instead, most 
assume that everything is growing worse. The 
right, the left, the middle all share the notion 
that we’re heading straight to hell - although 
each believe so for different and often com- 
pletely opposite reasons. 

Dark is easy; despair is lazy. They require no 
courage or imagination; one takes no chances 
but instead is reconciled to the inevitability of 
failure and loss. Rarely is one disappointed. 
None of these attitudes requires aesthetic 
bravery: The dullest is celebrated and the 
most obvious saluted, while the dumbest is 
reinforced. This is an age of lightweight pro- 
fundity, providing easy access to fat-free moral 
outrage and self-service despair. It is a time of 
carefully structured ennui and a way-too-easy 
existentialism that is less a philosophy than 
a world-view validating personal disinterest, 
too-convenient alienation, and philosophical 
vapidness. The most “conscious,” “relevant,” 
and “serious” of today’s films are without 
courage, vision, genuine moral outrage, or 
humanist hope. Instead, they are artificial 
constructs of generic archetypes, rendered 
without belief, thought, or passion. ■

Herzog's Veracity? 

Dear Editor, 

I followed the Chronicle’s four-star recommen- 
dation for Werner Herzog’s film Rescue Dawn 
[Film Listings, July 27] and saw the movie this 
weekend. I left the theatre in awe of the “true 
story” of Dieter Dengler’s capture and imprison- 
ment as a prisoner of war in Laos. His eventual 
escape is a jaw-dropping tale of man against 
nature that recalls other Herzog films. 

I was so entranced that as soon as I arrived 
home, I Googled “Dieter Dengler.” That’s when 
I found RescueDawntheTruth.com. Apparently, 
Herzog mightily offended the real-life family of 
one of Dengler’s fellow American POWs in the 
camp. His name was Eugene DeBruin and in 
the movie was portrayed as obstinate, cowardly, 
selfish, and a little out of his mind. According 
to interviews with Dengler and Pisidhi Indradat 
(another POW imprisoned with them), noth- 
ing was further from the truth. Their accounts 
portray DeBruin as a selfless, intelligent peace- 
maker who sacrificed his decent chance at a 
successful escape to help a fellow prisoner who 
was sick with malaria as the others took off.

Defending Environmentalists

As a representative of an environmental 
group criticized recently by Chrystia Wynnyk

against proposed coal plants and our "juvenile," 
“ridiculous,” “anti-everything” stance as part of 
a campaign against new nuclear plants at the 
recent opening of me Simpsons ["Naked City,” 
News, Aug, 3], Her position that our campaign 
"resulted in the Austin area getting a dirty old 
coal plant” is, well, ridiculous and juvenile. In 
fact, the campaign - which consisted not only of 
environmentalists and activists but Dallas busi- 
ness leaders; more than 30 cities, school dis- 
tricts, and counties; a variety of local politicians; 
and others - led to the scaling back of plans 
to build a whole lot more coal plants. And now 
Central Texas leaders, including those from the 
aforementioned Texas Cities Clean Air Coalition, 
and the local opponents to the Oak Grove coal 
plant have separately filed motions and lawsuits 
to overturn that decision. It's not over. 

Now the 2005 Energy Bill provides literally bil- 
lions of dollars for new nuclear plants, and seven 
have been proposed in Texas. Our photogenic, high- 
ly effective, street-theatre antics not only resulted in 


coverage but began to bring attention to an issue 
that is not on people’s radar screen. The Lone Star 
chapter and others are opposed to both new coal 
plants and nuclear plants because they prevent 
a future energy plan that we do support: energy 
efficiency and renewables. The more we invest in 
old-style technologies the less likely an alternative 
energy-development strategy without the pollution 
occurs. This energy platform is available on Sierra 
Club's website. Recently, the U.S. House passed 
legislation that would require that 15% of energy 
come from renewable sources. We and others 
also just helped pass a law doubling the energy- 
efficiency requirements for investor-owned utilities 
here in Texas. This doesn't happen without efforts 
by a lot of people and organizations. 

Meanwhile, I will don a C, Montgomery Burns 
mask one day or lobby a member of state or fed- 
eral Congress the next (but without the mask), if 
Ms, Wynnyk doesn't want to play "Solar Girl" at 
our next renewable-energy event, l would invite 
her to join Sierra Club or some other group, add 
her perspective, and help us buid people and 
political power. The way to build power is not 
to decide you don't have it and can't act but to 
build it one event at a time.

City Council meets Thursday, Aug. 9, with better reve- 
nue news, social services on the budget presentation 
agenda, and renewed questions about the plans for and 
cost of Water Treatment Plant No. 4. See “Beside the 
Point,” at right. 

Although the Lege is out of session, the arguments con- 
tinue over the embattled tenure of House Speaker Tom 
Craddick, as Attorney General Greg Abbott solicits 
advice from members about House rules. Meanwhile, 
community colleges are scrambling for funds vetoed by 
the governor.

Last week, both houses of Congress passed increased 
appropriations for the state Children’s Health 
Insurance Program, and the conference committee will 
attempt to craft a bill that will avoid a threatened presi- 
dential veto. President Bush has blasted the expansion 
of “government-run” health care, but the prospect of 
leaving millions of children without care dominates the 
debate, at least for now. 

NAKED CITY 


Austin Police Department Chief Art Acevedo formally 
announced on Aug. 2 his picks to ascend to the depart- 
ment’s fifth floor to become part of the top cop’s execu- 
tive team. Acevedo tapped Assistant Chief David Carter, 
a 24-year veteran cop (appointed assistant chief by for- 
mer Chief Stan Knee in 2006), to become his new chief 
of staff, a job previously held by retired Assistant Chief 
Rick Coy. Acevedo has also retained Assistant Chief Leo 
Enriquez for the fifth-floor squad; then-acting Chief Cathy 
Ellison first tapped Enriquez for administrative duty earli- 
er this year. Also promoted to Acevedo’s executive team 
are Northwest Area Command Cmdr. Sam Holt, a 28-year 
vet who also serves as chair of the city’s African 
American Quality of Life Commission (and who earned 
some community support in his quest to take over the 
chief’s post after Knee left; Holt applied for the job but 


was not named as a finalist, likely in part because he 
hadn’t yet served as an assistant chief, a requirement for 
the job); Cmdr. Al Eells, a 24-year APD officer who heads 
up the department’s Special Response Team and served 
as both a detective and lieutenant in the homicide unit; 
and Cmdr. Patti Robinson, a 20-year officer (who enjoys 
strong support among the rank-and-file and especially 
among the department’s female officers) who most 
recently served as head of the Central East Area 
Command. Cmdr. Julie O’Brien, who was tapped as an 
acting assistant chief by Ellison, was not tapped for per- 
manent placement upstairs and will be reassigned as a 
commander elsewhere - of course, at least three possi- 
ble posts are now available. - Jordan Smith 

Twenty-seven-year-old Paul Ross Evans, facing a hand- 
ful of federal charges in connection with the April 25 
attempted bombing of the Austin Women’s Health 
Center, has accepted a plea deal that could land him in 
federal prison for up to 40 years. Evans allegedly pur- 
chased bomb-making materials - including soft-sided 
coolers, piping, and at least 2 pounds of nails - in 
Lufkin the day before leaving the bomb at the South 
Austin clinic. The bomb was spotted by a clinic employ- 
ee and was defused by police without incident. So far, 
Evans has not confessed any motivation for the crime.

Developers can now apply for the city’s first affordable- 
housing bonds, which will be aimed at some of Austin’s 
lowest-income residents. The first cycle of competitive 
grants - a rather modest $2.2 million - will be distribut- 
ed on a competitive basis and aimed at housing for 
individuals and families who make less than 30% medi- 
an income. In Austin, that means individuals making 
less than $24,900 and a family of four earning less 
than $35,550. The bonds can be used to acquire prop- 
erty or housing for rehabilitation, as well as the con- 
struction of new housing.

Money, Money 
Everywhere 

But not a cent to spend

Among Toby Futrell’s departure and replace- 
ment and discontented rumbles about her 
preparation of the budget and whether coun- 
cil deserves an independent analyst to slog 
through the damn thing, there’s one additional 
bit of palace intrigue that may go unnoticed: 
the actual budget itself. 

Today (Thursday, Aug. 9), City Council 
begins to wade through the 2007-2008 bud- 
get in earnest, with detailed presentations on 
several safety-net agencies devoted to improv- 
ing Austinites’ quality of life: the Parks and 
Recreation Department, libraries, Health and 
Human Services Commission, Neighborhood 
Housing and Community Development, and 
Solid Waste Services. While not generating the 
column inches public-safety spending does 

- and sitting at 65% of the budget, rightfully 
should - nor the meta-discussion that Futrell’s 
budget preparation has generated this year, such 
social-services categories still engender some of 
the stickiest funding snafus, particularly for 
H&HS providers. “My first reaction, looking at 
the budget, is it doesn’t look like we’ll be able 
to do any more for Health and Human Service 
contracts above a 3.5 percent bump,” says 
Council Member Sheryl Cole. Name-checking 
Family Eldercare and Communities in Schools, 
Cole says: “We had lots of those groups com- 
ing to us looking for additional funding. That’s 
my biggest concern - that we’re not gonna be 
able to do more. Many of those agencies have 
expanding needs.” Chimes in Mike Martinez, 
“Health and Human Services is always one of 
those areas you can’t invest enough in.” Adding 
American YouthWorks to Cole’s suggestions, he 
says: “These are programs we invest in mini- 
mally, but [they] have a huge impact. When 
you can invest 41 cents and get 99 in return 

- by having students graduate high school and 
join the workforce - it’s definitely worth it.” 

Growing Pains 

With that in mind, Martinez and Cole may 
be buoyed by a recent announcement from 
budget officer Greg Canally: With the late 
addition of Travis and Williamson counties, the 
city’s property values swelled 13.2% over last 
year, instead of 10.5% as originally anticipated. 
The late cash infusion means the city’s scaling 
back the rollback property tax rate (the highest 
allowable without an election) by nearly a cent, 
from 41.20 cents to 40.34 cents. Despite the 
cut, the valuation increase means $846,000 
extra in unanticipated tax revenue - money 
which could certainly be used to shore up 
sagging social spending. It also might give rest 
to the belabored assumption that we’re still 
“building back” from the postmillennial down- 
turn. With property values soaring, growth

tenfold that of the Nineties dot-com boom, and nearly 200 new 
city jobs penciled in the budget, it’s resoundingly clear that if 
we’re not where we once mythically were pre-September 11, 
we’re damn close. Building a “sustainable community” or not, 
save the White House’s current occupant, it’s hard to find a 
crew that’s gotten so much mileage out of 9/11. 

“What we’re talking about, 99 percent of cities would kill to 
be in the position we’re in,” says Brewster McCracken, backing 
off rhetoric at the budget unveiling, echoing Futrell’s brow-fur- 
rowed fret over growth. “[The demands of growth] don’t reflect 
a fiscal meltdown - obviously you’d rather have growing than 
contracting revenues.” As for those demands, McCracken says, 
“The fact we’re almost maxed-out administratively reflects this 
is not some spending spree on novel new items.” He notes the 
majority of new positions are police hires demanded by Austin’s 
two officers per 1,000 residents rule. “If your population is 
growing as fast as ours, you have to add new police officers. 
We’re adding back this year,” McCracken says, citing the omni- 
present investment in “internal controls.” 

Internal Affairs 

The buzzword du jour this budget year - internal controls 
- ostensibly comprises an auditlike function at the department 
level, monitoring spending and efficiency; in their defense, 
council and staff alike have trotted out the Convention Center’s 
financial shenanigans as a cautionary tale. All told, there is some 
$2.6 million budgeted for internal controls. “[Internal Control 
funds are] in almost every department,” Martinez says. “But 
what does that mean? The way it was portrayed was, ‘We need 
some internal controllers to have more oversight over day-to-day 
operations - so things like water utility guys buying signs from 
their family members don’t happen.’ That’s a valid point. But 
philosophically, for me at least, I don’t see an advantage in hir- 
ing more internal controllers and putting them under a reporting

structure where they’re reporting on the people that are their 
bosses. How are you gonna report discrepancies when you’re 
having to report your boss?” he asks. “The way we avoid that is 
by having them report through a different management structure 

- possibly reporting to the auditor or reporting to council.” 
From there, it follows that with greater autonomy, fewer con- 
trollers could do more with less. 

If anything, taxing at the rollback rate, the money is there 

- but now it’s up to council to perform their due diligence and 
make sure it goes where it needs to. Starting in earnest today 
(Thursday), we’ll see if they rise to the occasion. 

Even Further Beside the Point: Sure, all this breakneck budget 
excitement is more than anyone could ask for - right? right? - 
but city governance waits for no man. (You wait for it.) Chronic’s 
“City Council Notebook” has the whole rundown online

(austinchronicle.com/chronic), but here’s a sampling of non-bud- 
get-related measures: With Water Treatment Plant No. 4’s ever- 
widening money pit, there’s a resolution exploring the possibility 
of a joint water plant with Round Rock, Leander, and Cedar 
Park. “That’s actually the least likely outcome,” says McCracken, 
formerly a WTP4 agnostic, now troubled by the plant’s cost 
and environmental impact. “A potentially more useful analysis 
is asking, ‘What if we went at a smaller site?”’ While ultimately 
planned for 300 million gallons a day, WTP4’s tiered construc- 
tion plan only calls for 50 million gallons a day immediately; it’s 
not planned to reach 300 mgd for dozens of years. Bearing that 
in mind, McCracken has asked Assistant City Manager Rudy 
Garza for alternate sites that could support a smaller 150- or 200- 
mgd plant - potentially bypassing the expensive enviro-protec- 
tions demanded of its current, controversial Bull Creek location. 
Stay tuned. . . Also noteworthy - and one thinks eminently more 
doable - is a resolution looking at procuring separate changing 
facilities in each station for female firefighters. Lastly, new guide- 
lines governing BYOB establishments, including permitting and 
security requirements - drafted to untie council’s hands in regu- 
lating Chester’s Club, where the struggle resulting in the deadly 
police shooting of Kevin Alexander Brown initiated - are coming 
to the dais for discussion. ■

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Fifteen of the 20 high-needs Austin schools that received money from the 
state for teacher bonuses will lose that designation in the coming school 
year. The money came from the Texas Educator Excellence Grant program, a 
statewide $100 million bonus plan that is the largest in the nation. Across 
the state, around half of the 1,150 schools that received the grants last 
year will lose them, largely because of weak scores on the Texas 
Assessment of Knowledge and Skills test. Around 20 Austin schools are 
poised to receive the grants this year, but the vast majority of them are new 
to the program. The turnover calls into question whether or not the grants 
will help struggling schools keep talented teachers. Julie Lyons, Austin 
Independent School District’s director of state and federal accountability, 
says that’s not what the grants were designed to do. “The intent is to reward 
high-performing teachers and collaboration,” Lyons says. “But we’ve got a 
critical shortage of experienced teachers in high-needs schools. Recruiting 
and retaining those teachers is very important.” AISD is developing its own 
teacher-bonus program that will reward teachers for staying at struggling 
schools. - Michael May 

It’s been a whole 20 years since NOKOA: The Observer first hit the news 
stands, and despite the odds, Akwasi Evans is still publishing “Austin’s 
Leading Progressive Weekly Newspaper.” On Aug. 4, 1987, Evans started his 
community newspaper with a goal of reaching out to Austin’s various minori- 
ty communities with a special focus on - but not limited to - African- 
Americans in East Austin. The Aug. 9 issue this year marked two decades of 
trying to fulfill that mission, with varying degrees of success. Asked if he had 
accomplished his goals with NOKOA, Evans said: “Yes and no. Yes, we 
accomplished our goal of serving a multicultural, diverse community, and no, 
we haven’t done nearly as well as we had envisioned. We didn’t have the 
financial capital to begin with to cover all the areas that need covering, and 
we have not been able to attract the revenue necessary to bring in the peo- 
ple to do that.” But on the positive side, “We were instrumental in saving 
some people’s jobs, in saving the life of death row inmate Clarence Brandley, 
and we were instrumental in giving access to the disabled community and 
giving a voice to the gay and lesbian community.” Evans acknowledged that 
mission could get tougher as people increasingly turn to sources like the 
Internet for news and as East Austin’s African-American population dwindles 
due to gentrification. “We’re making changes as we speak, in order to be a 
paper that people look for and long for. We’re carving a niche that people 
cannot afford to overlook. You can get in NOKOA what you can’t get any- 
where else: an Afrocentric perspective on human events that affect them 
and Austin.” Asked if he thought he’d last 20 years, Evans unflinchingly said, 
“Absolutely. I thought we’d last quite a while longer.” - Lee Nichols 

“Throw out the record books, because global warming is raising tempera- 
tures and wreaking havoc with our weather in Texas and across the country,” 
said Environment Texas field associate J.J. Karabias. He’s referring to a 
report released a couple of weeks ago by ET showing that Austin ranked 
fourth in the nation for cities with excessive heat days last summer. 
During 2006, Austin experienced 147 days where the temperature hit at 
least 90 degrees, 38 days more than the historical average, according to the 
report. Lisa Doggett of Austin Physicians for Social Responsibility added: 
“Climate change affects our health in many ways and may be the biggest 
public-health challenge facing us today. According to the World Health 
Organization, climate change caused an estimated 150,000 deaths in the 
year 2000.” To avoid climate change’s worst effects, ET calls for the U.S. to 
cut emissions by at least 15 to 20% by 2020 and by another 80% by 2050, 
in part through making power plants, businesses, homes, and cars more 
efficient, as well as by generating more electricity from clean, renewable 
sources, such as wind and solar power. - Daniel Mottola 

BEYOND CITY LIMITS 


Republican infighting over the fate of House Speaker Tom Craddick has 

become a matter of legal record. After Reps. Jim Keffer, R-Eastland, and 
Byron Cook, R-Corsicana, requested a formal opinion from Attorney General 
Greg Abbott on the limits of Craddick’s powers, Abbott had asked other rep- 
resentatives to submit advisory briefs. Fifteen Craddick-supporting 
Republicans, headed up by Leo Berman, R-Tyler, signed a letter claiming the 
selection and removal of the speaker was a House issue and that Abbott 
had no authority over it. However, a second letter signed by six senior anti- 
Craddick GOPers - including Pat Haggerty, R-EI Paso, and Charlie Geren, R- 
River Oaks - took an opposing view. In the 29-page legal brief, they argued 
that not only was Craddick’s refusal to hear a motion to vacate his seat 
against House rules, it was actually unconstitutional. Several other repre- 
sentatives followed the example of Warren Chisum, R-Pampa, by sending 
their own letters to Abbott. Jodie Laubenberg, R-Rockwall; Dan Flynn, R- 
Canton; and Bill Callegari, R-Houston, all called Keffer’s and Cook’s actions 
politically motivated. However, Jim Pitts, R-Waxahachie, who mounted an 
unsuccessful challenge against Craddick at the start of the last session, 
said the speaker’s actions defied the rules of the House and the will of 
the people. - Richard Whittaker 

The State Board of Education, which manages the $26 billion Texas 
Permanent School Fund, is starting to shift 28% of those funds into so- 
called alternative investments, such as hedge funds and buyout firms. The 
school fund issued a request for proposals from hedge-fund managers last 
month and could end up investing $7.3 billion in hedge funds alone. The 


school fund is falling behind the returns of other public investment funds, 
largely because of a conservative approach to investing. The new shift to 
alternative investments aims for high returns, but considering the current 
worries about the future of the stock market, the timing could prove to be 
terrible. The fund’s managers are aware of the volatility of the market and 
plan to shift the assets slowly, over the next three to five years. - M.M. 

TXU, the Dallas-based utility that became the villain in Texas’ war against 19 
proposed coal-burning power plants - whose recent buyout by a private equity 
firm has brought out shades of green, with plans for eight of 11 planned coal 
plants canceled and more attention to energy efficiency and renewable ener- 
gy promised - has taken on a Dr. Jekyll and Mr. Hyde persona. Though TXU 
maintains its plans to build the massive Oak Grove coal-burning power plant 
(expected to exacerbate regional smog, mercury, and greenhouse-gas pollu- 
tion), Luminant, a TXU subsidiary, (along with Shell WindEnergy) announced 
plans last week to construct an equally massive West Texas wind farm, 
expected to produce up to 3,000 megawatts of electricity and have the revo- 
lutionary capability of storing excess energy using compressed air. TXU is 
already the largest purchaser of wind power in Texas, and, if completed, its 
project will be the first application of compressed-air-energy storage in Texas. 
The technology uses surplus nighttime power to force air into underground 
rock formations, later used to spin an electricity-generating turbine. 
Compressed-air storage has only been implemented domestically in Iowa and 
Alabama. TXU says the wind farm and energy storage system could be online 
in three to five years. - D.M. 

The U.S. House of Representatives passed a farm-aid bill July 27 that will 
give around $42 billion in subsidies to U.S. farmers, as well as an increase 
of $4 billion for food stamps and other nutrition programs. The bill divid- 
ed the Democratic-control led House. The more liberal members of the party 
wanted to limit the amount of subsidies given to wealthy farmers - especially 
considering the ethanol-fueled, record-high prices for corn and soybeans - 
and have more given to environmental and nutrition programs. The bill does 
stop subsidies from flowing to farmers who make more than $1 million a 
year, down from a limit of $2.5 million. On the other side of the aisle, 
Republicans objected to a measure that raised taxes on some multinational 
companies with U.S. subsidiaries. Only 19 Republicans ended up voting for 
the bill, which passed on a vote of 231-191. The bill now goes to the Senate, 
which expects to begin debate on it in September. - M.M. 

With two of Texas’ most famous lawyers potentially facing congressional 
charges arising from their roles in the U.S. attorney firing scandals, could 
they still practice Lone Star State law? Both former Supreme Court nominee 
Harriet Miers and U.S. Attorney General Alberto Gonzales still hold their 
law licenses from the State Bar of Texas. If they were found guilty by 
Congress, the bar is unsure whether it would have grounds to suspend their 
licenses, since there is no legal precedent. It has a reciprocity rule that says 
if a lawyer commits certain kinds of offenses in another jurisdiction, his or 
her license gets suspended. According to spokespeople for the bar, however, 
it’s unclear whether Congress would classify as a jurisdiction. If it does, the 
bar would still have to wait until someone made an official complaint. The 
bar’s Board of Disciplinary Appeals then would have to see whether any 
offense committed was what they call an intentional offense. Potentially, per- 
jury before Congress and contempt of Congress could count as breaches of 
its Disciplinary Rules of Professional Conduct. But, like with so much of the 
firing scandal, the question of whether a convicted U.S. attorney general 
could still be a Texas lawyer remains a legal enigma. - R.W. 

David Wallace Croft went to Dallas federal court this week to try to end the 
state’s “minute of silence” law, arguing that it intentionally promotes 
prayer in school and is therefore unconstitutional. For years, Croft, an athe- 
ist, has been fighting the Carrollton-Farmers Branch school district, where 
his three children attend school. He complained about the Cub Scouts 
recruiting on campus because they exclude atheists, about a meeting of a 
Bible club after school, and about the singing of “Silent Night” during a holi- 
day program. He has gotten the school to change some practices, but he 
faces an uphill battle in court. The Texas law, in effect since 2003, allows a 
moment of silence for students to “reflect, pray, meditate, or engage in any 
other silent activity.” On his blog, Croft has transcriptions of the debate in 
the Lege, which he says prove the law’s intent is to create prayer in 
schools. The U.S. Supreme Court struck down a moment-of-silence law in 
Alabama in 1985 because of such evidence but refused to hear a similar 
case in 2001. - M.M. 

The adage that politics make for strange bedfellows is certainly coming true 
for former District 31 congressional candidate Mary Beth Harrell lately. 
During last year’s race for the Central Texas district (which includes all of 
Williamson County), the Democrat quite rightly screamed bloody murder when 
Killeen PBS affiliate KNCT refused to air a documentary that focused specifi- 
cally on her challenge to Rep. John Carter (a decision later reversed). Now, 
she is on KNCT every week with her own public-affairs program, Insight With 
Mary Beth Harrell. The program airs Thursdays at 7:30pm. Harrell has also 
been on the radio recently, doing a three-day stint filling in for far-right radio 
host Lynn Woolley on Temple’s KTEM (1400AM). Now that’s definitely an odd 
matchup: Harrell’s opposition to the Bush administration’s Iraq policy was a 
centerpiece of her campaign, while Woolley steadfastly supports the war. 
Harrell and the arch-conservative have apparently bonded over the issue of 
animal welfare, however. If you’re too far south to get KNCT, each week’s epi- 
sode gets archived at lnsightTexas.com.

French capitalism meets 
community bicycling

Like many another American traveler in 
Europe, I found fresh cross-cultural inspiration 
this summer visiting older, denser, more tran- 
sit-rich and cosmopolitan cities. Viewed 
through the “Developing Stories” prism, every 
city and neighborhood offered a thought-pro- 
voking contrast with Austin. In England and 
France, public transportation of every mode 
was packed, cars were tiny and apartments 
barely larger, and action on global warming 
was widely discussed. Want to reduce down- 
town traffic? In London, that public policy has 
sharp teeth: Driving a car into the central city 
zone (expanded this year) incurs a “conges- 
tion charge” of 8 pounds (about $16) per 
day - a tool to reduce congestion, cut carbon x 
dioxide and polluting emissions, and fund | 
investment in public transport. S 

One Austin-worthy discovery was the 
Cyclocity program in Lyon, France - now 
expanded to Paris and under consideration in 
numerous European and Australian cities. All 
over Lyon are handsome stands of sturdy red- 
and-silver bicycles - and people whizzing by 
on those very same bikes. What was the 
story? My French friends explained that the 
Lyon bicycle program began two years ago, 
with thousands of bicycles-for-hire installed at 
hundreds of rental locations - and that people 
literally jumped on the bikes in droves from 
the moment the program started. Since rental 
kiosks are handy everywhere, people simply 
swipe a bank or membership card, hop on a 
bike, and ride off, then leave it at another 
stand near their destination. If the trip is less 
than 30 minutes - and 90 to 95% of them 
are - the bike rental is free. After just two 
years, the program now logs about 20,000 
bike rentals a day. People like the ease and 
convenience; they don’t have to buy, maintain, 
lug, and store a bike (especially in those 
small urban apartments). In a city already so 
rich with transit options and pedestrian 
streets, the rapid popularity of the Lyon bicy- 
cle program was fascinating. 

“It has completely transformed the land- 
scape of Lyon - everywhere you see people on 
the bikes,” Jean-Louis Touraine, the city’s dep- 
uty mayor, told The Washington Post. He added 
that the program was meant “not just to modi- 
fy the equilibrium between the modes of trans- 
portation and reduce air pollution but also to 
modify the image of the city and to have a city 
where humans occupy a larger space.” 

Why Not Austin? 

Could such a program work in Austin? 

Now that construction has started on the 

Lance Armstrong Bikeway - a continuous 
bike path across Downtown, from Lake 
Austin Boulevard on the west side to the 
Montopolis Bridge at U.S. 183 on the 


Eastside - why not plan for bike-rental 
kiosks along the route? Perhaps they could 
be incorporated into the city’s station-area 
planning for transit-oriented development, 

offering a way for Capital Metro rail commut- 
ers to get to work from the rail stations. 
(Asked about the idea, Todd Hemingson with 
Capital Metro expressed interest in exploring 
both car-share and bike-share options at sta- 
tions for suburban rail commuters.) Austin 
may currently lack the density to make such 
a program work, but that may not be a prob- 
lem for long. And we like bikes: Austin 
recently was named a Silver Level Bicycle 
Friendly Community by the League of 
American Bicyclists. 

A spin around the Internet revealed that 
Lyon’s program, launched in May 2005, and a 
spin-off Paris program, launched July 15, are 
provided by a private company, Cyclocity, a 
division of global corporation JCDecaux. 
“Cyclocity is a cost-effective, sustainable 
transport option that helps minimise the 
impact of traffic and congestion in towns and 
cities. ... [It’s] complementary to public trans- 
port,” the company’s English website explains. 
Europe’s largest outdoor advertising provider, 
JCDecaux, sells print and digital advertising 
space on street furniture, billboards, trans- 
port, solar-powered bus shelters - and now 
bike-rental kiosks. The company was founded 
to fund public-sector services via advertising 
revenue; it works with city governments 
throughout Europe and globally, including in 
New York and Chicago. 

While Cyclocity promotes sustainable trans- 
portation, it’s the program’s economic sustain- 
ability that makes it a whole other bike-share 
program. Other community bicycle programs 
here and abroad (like the existing Austin 
Yellow Bike Project and a similar program in 
Portland, Ore.) were modeled on the idealistic 
Amsterdam white bikes of the 1960s, in 
which bikes were left randomly around the city 


for free use - eventually to be lost to theft, 
vandalism, or disrepair. 

Cyclocity is different in three key ways: 

First, it trumps grassroots idealism with capi- 
talism, as a for-profit public-private partner- 
ship between a city and a deep-pocketed cor- 
poration. Second, it innovatively combines 
the simplest of transportation technologies - 
the bicycle - with advanced microchip tech- 
nologies that track the bikes, the users, and 
payments. Third, each city’s program starts 
with the critical mass needed to attract 
users - thousands of bikes and hundreds of 
rental stations. 

In its 10-year deal with the city of Paris, 
JCDecaux is paying all of the program’s start- 
up costs of about $115 million, according to 
a John Ward Anderson story in The 
Washington Post. All bike-rental revenues go 
to the city, and the company will pay Paris a 
fee of about $4.3 million a year. JCDecaux 
paid for all the bikes (about $1,300 each), as 
well as the automated pickup/drop-off sta- 
tions. As the Post noted, “Each station has 
15 to 40 high-tech racks connected to a cen- 
tralized computer that can monitor each 
bike’s condition and location. Customers can 
buy a prepaid card or use a credit card at a 
computerized console to release a bike.” 

“In exchange,” the article continued, 
“Paris is giving the company exclusive con- 
trol over 1,628 city-owned billboards, includ- 
ing the revenue from them, for the same 
period.” Additionally, about half the billboard 
space will be returned to the city without 
charge for community-service advertising. In 
Lyon, the company gained advertising rights 
for 13 years on city bus shelters, and 
small-scale digital billboards accompany 
bike-rental stands. (One flashed ads all 
night on the street below my bedroom win- 
dow - un petit annoying.) 

JCDecaux and Lyon cite the following num- 
bers for that city: 


Initially, 2,000 bicycles and 175 pickup/drop-off 
ranks were installed (it’s now up to 3,000 bikes 
and will grow to nearly 4,000); the rental sta- 
tions are about 300 meters apart. 

Up to 16,000 rentals are logged per day, with 
each bicycle used by up to 15 people. 

In the first three months alone, 15,000 mem- 
bers paid a small fee to join the program. 

Average journey time is 17 minutes and 1.7 
miles in distance. 

In Paris, the company estimates that each 
bicycle will be used 12 times a day, for a total 
of about 250,000 trips a day, or 91 million 
trips a year. They can be rented 24/7 and are 
used most heavily during commute times. By 
the end of this year, according to the Post, the 
Paris program should have “20,600 bikes at 
1,450 stations - or about one station every 
250 yards across the entire city.” A recent 
Paris study had compared trip times for travel 
by car, bike, taxi, and walking - “and the bikes 
were always the fastest.” Perhaps Austin 
needs to achieve Parisian-quality congestion 
before bicycle commuting can catch on? 

High Tech Bells 

Sophisticated technological tools at the 
service of the low tech bicycles have made all 
the difference. Computerized kiosks track 
users by an access code and credit-card infor- 
mation, which members place on file, along 
with a deposit of about $200 - lost if a rental 
bike is out more than 24 hours. (Membership 
fees are about $40 a year in Paris but less 
than $1.50 for a day.) Also protecting against 
theft and damage is a specially designed stur- 
dy, less-vandal-prone bike. Try to steal a bike, 
and the rack sets off an alarm; a built-in lock 
secures bikes at stops during rentals. (In 
Lyon, about 10% of the bikes reportedly are 
stolen each year, but many are recovered.) 

The system sends in electronic data show- 
ing the locations of each bike. This allows 
bikes to be redistributed with trucks as need- 
ed to correspond to use patterns. (One com- 
plaint is that racks on places like university 
campuses can be full.) As reported on Wired 
magazine’s website (www.wired.com), “A micro- 
chip exchanges information with electronic 
bike racks, identifying the bike, the subscriber, 
and when it was rented and returned.” The 
bikes are also equipped with sensors that 
check basic maintenance and safety functions 
when the bikes are returned to their racks. If 
a malfunction is detected, the bike is tempo- 
rarily taken out of circulation for repair and 
replaced by another. 

City officials in Lyon report that vehicle traf- 
fic is down 4% since the program started, and 
bicycle use has tripled. Interestingly, the pro- 
gram has stimulated a boom in cycling and 
boosted private bicycle sales. In the first 10 
months, users cycled 2.5 million miles. Within 
the first two years, they logged 10 million 
miles, preventing an estimated 3,000 tons of 
carbon dioxide from entering the atmosphere. 

Of course, as my friend in Lyon cynically 
pointed out, there’s a certain irony in fighting 
global warming with a bicycle program paid for 
by increased advertising - which fans the 
flames of American-style consumerism, the 
real source of all our climate problems. C’est 
la vie.

Charter School Stirs 
'Revitalization' Politics 

Former Johnston High School principal Sal Cavazos is known 
for big goals, and his latest goal is the biggest one of all: to 
build a community center and charter school in East Austin that 
will revitalize the Govalle/ Johnston Terrace community. 

Who could be opposed to such generosity? Here would be a 
place that East Austin residents could call their own, a place 
where the children of the Govalle/Johnston Terrace neighbor- 
hood would belong, instead of being bused far away to West 
Austin schools. Here, finally, would be a solution to rejuvenate a 
declining neighborhood and revitalize a flagging Johnston High 
School, which just posted its fourth year of failing test scores. 

At a city public hearing on the use of federal-housing funds 
last month, Cavazos and community members begged City 
Council to step up and fund the East Austin community proj- 
ect, which includes the Southwest Key charter school. To 
Cavazos, who will serve as the charter school’s principal, the 
problem at Johnston is obvious. His solution is one that the 
neighborhood has embraced. 

“They take all these kids from all these elementary 
schools that feed into Johnston and bus them west of the 
interstate to O. Henry and Murchison and Lamar middle 
schools,” Cavazos said. “Three years later, they don’t want 
to come back to Johnston. The kids from 0. Henry want to go 
with their friends to Austin High, and the kids from Murchison 
want to go to Anderson, and the kids from Lamar want to go 
to McCallum.” 

Cavazos wants to bring those children back to a new and 
stronger Johnston, and he’ll do it with the $6.1 million East 
Austin Community Development Project. The project, 
which has received federal funding in past years from council, 
also includes public space, meeting rooms, a technology cen- 
ter, and community cafe. 

The project already is under construction on 7 acres in the 
6000 block of Jain Lane. There’s just one little catch. 

Cavazos and his employer, the nonprofit Southwest Key 
Programs, came to council to ask for another $800,000 to 
complete construction. 

Such a grant doesn’t seem so impossible, given council’s 
impulsive forgivable loan of $750,000 for Las Manitas. And 
from the crowd of red Southwest Key shirts at last month’s 
council meeting, it was clear Cavazos had the street creden- 
tials to get the Govalle/Johnston Terrace neighborhood behind 
him, along with former Mayor Gus Garcia. To say no would 



record - he left Johnston midyear - and she says building new 
schools in East Austin is a waste of resources, given the fact 
that the Austin school district already has facilities that can be 
shared with Southwest Key. 

Cavazos brushed aside Castaneda’s criticism, saying he 
is committed to Southwest Key over the long haul, and even 
if he were not, the program is strong enough to continue 
without him. And after some pressing, Cavazos does admit 
that the co-sharing of an existing Austin school - possibly a 
wing of Johnston High School - is possible. The proposed 
charter facility at the East Austin campus can only hold 
sixth grade. 

Castaneda points out that Cavazos has whipped the com- 
munity into a frenzy of support, even though he does not know 
if his charter application will be approved. The charter school 
is clearly the key selling point to neighborhood parents. The 
State Board of Education will consider Southwest Key’s 
charter application in September. Cavazos is confident the 
application will be approved for fall 2008. 

At last month’s council meeting, Paul Hilgers of 
Neighborhood Housing and Community Development 
explained that the city no longer carries public-facility funding 
on the books for its federal-housing block-grant funds. The 
mayor promised Cavazos the city would look into possible 
alternative funding sources for the school, which, to Cavazos, 
signaled a commitment from council that the city would find a 
way to help Southwest Key complete the project.

mean looking into the eyes of people 
like Garcia and the Rev. Johnny 
Townsend of the Solid Rock 
Missionary Baptist Church, who 

begged council to continue its support 
of the East Austin project. 

“I would ask, council, that you and 
Mayor [Will] Wynn, please do what 
you’ve done in the past. I ask you now 
to just find a way to fund this program. 

Don’t delay it,” Townsend said. “We’re 
anxious to get in it. We need to utilize 
these facilities.” 

But Southwest Key has a set of chal- 
lenges that were abundantly clear during 
the hearing. First, Southwest Key may be a nonprofit corpora- 
tion, but it’s also in the business of housing children who 
enter the country illegally without parents or guardians and 
end up being detained by immigration officials. Southwest Key 
calls its facilities “shelters”; others, like Rita Gonzales- 
Garza of League of United Latin American Citizens, call 
them “detention centers.” 

And there’s a little business about income. According to the 
most recent reports to the Internal Revenue Service, 
Southwest Key had $48 million in federal contracts last year 
and a chief executive officer with a salary of $200,000. While 
Cavazos insists the vast majority of the nonprofit corporation’s 
dollars go directly into feeding, clothing, and sheltering clients 
while their cases go forward, it still raises the question as to 
whether council should draw up a policy to determine who is 
needy enough to qualify for assistance. 

Others question why Southwest Key is asking the city to pay 
for a building that includes its own corporate headquarters. 
Cavazos says the relocation of Southwest Key’s headquarters 
is at the request of neighborhood residents - who want a 
long-term community commitment from Southwest Key - and 
that the company’s employees already have committed up to 
$1 million toward the project’s construction. 

Former Austin Independent School District trustee 
Diana Castaneda, who spoke at last month’s hearing, is 
upset that Southwest Key is willing to suck support away from 
the community’s existing public-school system and do it on 
the public dime. Castaneda is skeptical of Cavazos’ track 


Johnston High School Gets Another Chance 


The state accountability results are out 

for last school year, and it looks like Austin 
Independent School District’s Johnston High 
School dodged a bullet. The school was 
rated “unacceptable,” as expected, for the 
fourth year in a row, which gave the state the 
right to shut it down. But acting Texas 
Education Commissioner Robert Scott gave 
word that AISD will be allowed to keep 
Johnston open another year. The decision 
gives the school another chance to meet 
state standards, but the school’s staff and 
students remain under the gun. Passing stan- 
dards will be even tougher next year; 

Johnston has to make up lost ground and 
then some. If the school fails again, it will 
almost certainly have to shut its doors. 

Johnston is part of a growing number of 
urban schools facing imminent closure. 
Last year, seven schools in the state had 
failed standards for at least three years in a 
row; 15 schools are at that point this year. 
The system is designed to hold schools 


accountable for all students, regardless of 
race or class. So scores are broken down into 
individual “cells,” such as white, Hispanic, 
African-American, and poor. That means 
diverse urban schools can be judged in 26 
cells, while more homogenous rural and sub- 
urban schools have far fewer ways to fail. 
“Austin schools have a total of 1,508 sepa- 
rate accountability measures to meet,” 
Superintendent Pat Forgione said. “Austin 
passed in 1,429 of those cells. That’s a 95% 
success rate. But whenever a school misses 
the standard on one or more cells, it gets a 
scarlet ‘U’ for unacceptable.” 

There are signs that Austin’s struggling 
schools can make the grade. Webb Middle 
School, which the AISD administration had 
proposed closing next year, surprised almost 
everyone by meeting the standards this year. 
Two other schools that had been rated unac- 
ceptable last year - Crockett High School 
and Dobie Middle School - were rated 
acceptable this year. And six elementary 


schools that receive Title I funds, meaning 
they have a high proportion of students from 
poor families, were rated as “recognized” this 
year. Still, Austin had 10 schools rated “unac- 
ceptable,” which is up from eight last year, 
and all but two of these schools are middle 
and high schools. 

Forgione promised to target aggressively 
these “unacceptable” schools with more 
staff, resources, and teacher training, includ- 
ing specialists in high-need areas, student 
summer camps, better-prepared bilingual 
teachers, and a host of other remedies. At 
the high schools, he promised to roll out a 
new program called First Things First. 
Forgione has announced a new, major initia- 
tive at Johnston three years in a row, but he 
says this is different. “Those programs were 
our own homegrown initiatives,” he said. 

“First Things First is a proven strategy that 
has worked across the country. It comes with 
a scientific way of evaluating teachers in the 
classroom. It’s the right model, and we will 
see dramatic changes at Johnston.” 

The phrase “dramatic changes” is likely to 
strike fear into parents and students at 


Johnston, which, until last year, went through 
principals like McDonald’s goes through 
cooks. The really good news, however, is not 
the new plan - we’ve heard that before - but 
the fact that the school will continue to see 
stability. Principal Celina Estrada-Thomas, her 
three top administrators, and more than 80% 
of the staff are returning to the school. 
“There’s something about this school and this 
community that grabs you,” Estrada-Thomas 
said. “I couldn’t see leaving.” 

Teachers and students report the environ- 
ment at the school is much better than it 
used to be. It could be that Johnston needs 
consistency more than a radical new plan. 

So it may be a good sign that many of the 
strategies in First Things First, such as 
small learning communities, are already in 
place at the school. Estrada-Thomas says 
the biggest difference will be that teachers 
will get immediate help from dedicated cur- 
riculum specialists. “It’s not a completely 
new strategy,” she says. “We already have 
the right concept, and I think we are hitting 
our stride.”

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Community-College 
Controversy Continues 


The hornet’s nest stirred up by Gov. Rick 
Perry’s veto of $154 million in communi- 
ty-college funding continues to buzz. As 
we’ve previously reported, the veto fight - 
which could be dubbed Rick Perry vs. the 
World if that name weren’t already taken by 
a political blog - stems from Perry’s line- 
item veto of state funds that he said com- 
munity colleges were improperly request- 
ing for certain employees’ health insur- 
ance. Perry says state law mandates those 
workers must be covered with local funds - 
and that the colleges have committed fraud 
by doing otherwise - which drew a flurry of 
furious op-eds from several legislators and 
community-college presidents, the latter of 
whom say they’ll have to slash their bud- 
gets, raise tuition, and raise local taxes to 
balance the books in fiscal year 2009. 

On July 27, Rep. Jim Dunnam, D-Waco, 
wrote to House Speaker Tom Craddick, 
who, as co-chair with Lt. Gov. David 
Dewhurst of the Legislative Budget 
Board, has the authority to put the cash 
back. On Aug. 1, Craddick replied by letter, 
saying he was already working with Perry, 
Dewhurst, and the House to find a solution. 
While noting he had supported the original 
appropriation, he said he realized Perry had 
some “legitimate concerns” when he 


removed the cash. A note of caution was 
struck when Craddick wrote that even 
though the sum was originally approved by 
both House and Senate, he could only trans- 
fer from the final budget money that is ear- 
marked for other projects. He said that it is 
his “intention to act quickly so that commu- 
nity colleges will be able to plan accordingly.” 

On July 25, Dewhurst told the Senate he 
would “convene a working group in the next 
few weeks that includes Senators [Steve] 
Ogden, [Florence] Shapiro, [Robert] Duncan, 
[Judith] Zaffirini, [Juan] Hinojosa, and other 
interested members, along with the gover- 
nor’s office, the community colleges, mem- 
bers of the House of Representatives, and 
the appropriate state agencies, so we can 
work together toward a solution by the end 
of this year.” 

Sen. Zaffirini, D-Laredo - who penned 
one of the angry editorials - isn’t waiting on 
Dewhurst. She announced earlier this 
month that she will convene a hearing of the 

Senate Higher Education Subcommittee 

to hear invited and public testimony on the 
issue. The subcommittee will meet at 
10am Tuesday, Aug. 14, in the Senate 
Finance Committee Room, E-1.036 in the 
Capitol Extension.

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Texas Activists Rattle 
Cages Over Shabby Jails 


With the Texas Youth Commission scandal 
and a damning U.S. Justice Department inqui- 
ry into the Texas Department of Aging and 
Disability Services, state prison and residen- 
tial facilities have come under heavy criticism. 
Now an Austin-based inmates’ rights group 
hopes to shine daylight on inhumane condi- 
tions and mismanagement in county jails. 

The Texas Jail Project, founded by activist 
Diane Wilson and journalist Diana Claitor, 
plans to document the conditions in the 
state’s 255 county jails. The Texas 
Commission on Jail Standards’ statistics 
show that roughly 48% of 72,966 inmates as 
of July 1 had yet to be convicted or charged. 
Instead, they were held on pretrial detention. 
“These aren’t all hardened criminals,” said 
Wilson. “They go in there; they haven’t seen a 
judge or a lawyer; they’re poor; nine times out 
of 10 they’re from a 
minority [group]. They 
haven’t even been con- 
victed of a crime, and 
they’re being treated like 
the scum of the earth.” 

The Jail Project began 
with a note that Wilson 
slipped to Claitor in 
December 2006. At the 
time, Claitor was visiting 
Wilson while she was 
incarcerated in the 
Victoria County sheriff’s 
detention jail. Wilson, a 
Gulf Coast shrimp-boat 
captain-turned-eco-activist 
and founding member of 
CodePink, a peace advocacy group, had been 
picked up on a 2002 warrant for criminal tres- 
pass. The charge stemmed from Wilson’s pro- 
test against pollution from a Dow Chemical 
Co. plant near her hometown of Seadrift on 
the Gulf Coast. 

A veteran activist with 19 arrests under her 
belt, Wilson was no stranger to the law. “I’m 
not a little naive kid,” she said, “but I was 
traumatized by what I saw and how brutal and 
uncompassionate it was.” 

When first arrested, Wilson was taken to 
the Harris County Jail and put in a 10-foot-by- 
20-foot holding cell with 50 other prisoners. 


“It was 55 degrees, but they take your 
shoes,” she said in a recent telephone inter- 
view. “Women were using trash to wrap 
around their bodies to keep them warm. They 
didn’t give you a blanket or a sheet or under- 
wear. All you had was your uniform.” 

Once in Victoria, she was left in a concrete 
cell with no daylight and only a thin mat for 
bedding. After three days, a departing inmate 
gave her a dirty old blanket. Three days after 
that, she was finally issued a rudimentary 
cleaning kit. Her situation was not unique: 
Inmates dealt with brutality, overflowing toi- 
lets, and spending months locked indoors 
without any exercise time or recreation, 

Wilson said. There was often no access to 
lawyers and no law library. Prisoners were 
afraid to complain or didn’t know how. 

Guards, dramatically overstretched at a state- 
recommended inmate- 
to-staff ratio of 48 to 
1, either ignored 
requests or lacked the 
training or knowledge 
to process them. 

Wilson managed to 
slip a note of these 
conditions to Claitor, 
who sent copies to 
Victoria Co. Sheriff T. 
Michael O’Connor, the 
county judges and 
commissioners, and 
even the White House. 
In the note, Wilson 
told not just her story 
but those of other 
inmates. That was the inspiration for the 
Texas Jail Project - to collect and retell these 
stories of abuse. “If you’re going to have any 
changes, you need a way for people to tell 
what happened to them,” Claitor said. 

“There’s nobody to tell that to but us.” 
According to Claitor, the Texas Commission 
on Jail Standards, the state oversight body, 
has failed to fulfill its responsibilities and 
does more to protect management than 
inmates. Unlike prisons, the state has very 
limited powers over locally staffed and funded 
county jails and may be claiming even less 
authority than allowed.

At the commission’s Aug. 2 public meeting, 
board chairman and Sheriff David Gutierrez of 
Lubbock told the assembled audience of 
county commissioners, sheriffs, and jail man- 
agers that “this agency is here to help you 
deal with liability issues. That’s our main pur- 
pose.” However, when Lance Hunter Voorhees, 
a chaplain with Taylor Co. Detention Ministries, 
asked Attorney General Greg Abbott to investi- 
gate claims of physical abuse, he was told 
that was the commission’s job. 

But according to Claitor, whenever she 
asked the commission members about their 
role in investigating inmate abuse, they either 
told her it was not their responsibility, or they 
simply stonewalled her. 

TCJS concentrates most of its energy 
on overcrowding, and while Claitor agrees 
that is a problem, it may not be the most 
important issue. “The preponderance of e- 
mails we get are about medical issues,” 
said Claitor, “where people say, ‘My sister’s 
not getting her high-blood-pressure medica- 


tion’ or, ‘My brother’s not getting treated for 
his seizures.’” 

A 2006 U.S. Justice Department report into 
Dallas County Jail conditions found that health 
care was so insufficient that several inmates 
had died of treatable diseases. Yet at its Aug. 

2 meeting, the commission addressed only one 
health-related issue: to loosen the requirement 
for jails to conduct mental-health checks on 
certain classes of prisoners. Overall, though, 
the commissioners talked mostly about capaci- 
ty and how to increase it. 

On Aug. 12, the Texas Jail Project will hold a 
fundraiser and awareness-raising night at Jovita’s, 
1617 S. First. It’s these types of events, not 
direct lobbying of legislators, that Wilson and 
Claitor hope will lead to substantive changes in 
jail conditions. “We have to make conditions 
humane,” Claitor said. “We have to educate peo- 
ple and law enforcement that it’s not coddling 
prisoners to give them clean water or a blanket 
when it’s cold or feed them after they’ve done a 
nine-hour shift in the fields.” - Richard Whittaker

The Rodney Dangerfields of Police Work 


At first blush, it seemed that all Williamson Co. 
constables would end up as empty-handed casualties 
in the annual county budget war. But as the meat- 
grinding process has played out over the past two 
weeks, only one constable, Precinct l’s Gary Griffin 
- long a political thorn in the side of the Commissioners 
Court - was left with the emptiest pockets. The com- 
missioners’ tightfisted fiscal strike against Griffin 
likely stems from his ongoing legal battle against 
the court for cutting his budget by 70% in mid- 
2005. The lawsuit is pending in Austin’s 3rd Court 
of Appeals. 

In the new 2008 budget, Griffin was denied his 
funding request for a court security officer, and he 
was given zero dollars for law enforcement and com- 
munications equipment. “I won’t even be able to buy 
a flashlight battery,” Griffin told the Chronicle. Nor will 
he be able to equip his cars with defibrillators as he 
had planned, he said. 

For a while it looked as though all the constables 
would end up in the same boat as Griffin. County 
Judge Dan Gattis’ initial recommendations, dis- 
cussed at a July 24 budget hearing, would have 
denied the constables any increases in personnel or 
operational funds. 

The constables each told the court they desperate- 
ly needed increases in resources because a “tsuna- 
mi” in their workload, as Precinct 3 Constable Bobby 
Gutierrez put it, will hit once a monetary cap on law- 
suits handled by justice courts doubles from $5,000 
to $10,000, effective next month. 

As in previous budget battles, each of the four con- 
stables again appeared before the court to define 
and defend their elected positions. “I’m proud to be 
a constable. If not for us ... victims would go without 
justice,” Precinct 2 Constable Dale Vannoy told the 
court. (Commissioners might also wish to consult the 
Texas Constitution, the Texas Statutes Code of 
Criminal Procedure, and their own website, www.wilco. 
org/constables, for further understanding of the office.) 

In justifying his proposed cuts in surveillance equip- 
ment, Gattis seemed to question the legal powers 
given constables, when sheriff’s deputies are 
equipped to handle law-enforcement matters. “The 
court needs to decide - do you want to equip the con- 


stables to do traffic?” But then he added, “I haven’t 
any argument you are a full-fledged police officer.” 
Constable Gutierrez testified next, saying: “It’s 
unreasonable to assume Sheriff James Wilson can 
handle everything in the entire county. ... If we can 
catch it, we need to be able to clean it.” 
Commissioner Lisa Birkman responded, “I’ve never, 
ever seen a constable write a ticket in my neighbor- 
hood.” But Griffin quickly corrected that assumption. 
“We do write tickets in Precinct 1,” he told Birkman. 
“In fact, I think your husband was stopped, Lisa, as 
was Judge [John] Doerfler, by a deputy constable.” 
Birkman brushed off his response, noting that the 
traffic stop was “only a warning.” 

Griffin continued, “I don’t come to your office and 
talk about the landfill ... or the dog pound,” he said 
of the county’s current trouble spots. “I don’t tell the 
judge how to judge. You’ve gotta give us some trust. 
The voters did,” Griffin said. “Why are constables 
perceived as second-class?” 

The court’s miserly stance shifted slightly on July 
30, when budget analyst Ashlie Koenig recom- 
mended giving two of the constables (in the less 
controversial Precincts 2 and 3) one deputy apiece 
and reclassifying some staff positions. But she 
said she would recommend denying personnel to 
Griffin and the Precinct 4 Constable Marty Ruble. 
Asked to explain her decision, Koenig said, “At this 
point in time, a large portion of Griffin’s work is 
done by Precinct 4.” Both Griffin and Ruble vehe- 
mently denied those assertions. Griffin’s warrant- 
clearance rate of 80% is “phenomenal,” Ruble 
said. County figures in the last year also show 
Griffin’s deputies generating an impressive amount 
of revenue for the county. 

To Griffin, the main focus should not be how much 
money a law-enforcement agency funnels to county 
coffers but how well they perform as public servants. 
Last weekend, for example, Griffin provided security, 
at no charge, for a national girl’s softball tourney in 
Round Rock. Without a WilCo EMS or sheriff’s pres- 
ence at the park that day, Griffin, as first responder, 
personally rushed an injured player to the hospital - 
just as any other “full-fledged” police officer would 
have done. - Patricia J. Ruland 


GRAVES' RETRIAL LOCALE UP IN AIR 

The second capital murder trial of Anthony Graves won’t take place in 
Burleson Co., state District Judge Reva Towslee-Corbett told attorneys 
last week during a phone conference - nonetheless, where the trial will 
take place (and when it will begin) remains unclear. Towslee-Corbett ruled 
July 31 that Graves’ retrial will be moved from the county, agreeing (albeit 
reluctantly, we’re told) with Graves’ defense team that pretrial publicity 
would make it all but impossible to seat an impartial jury there. Similarly, 
Towslee-Corbett told the attorneys - including special prosecutor Patrick 
Batchelor (who opposed the move) and Amarillo attorney David Mullin, 
one of three lawyers representing Graves - that she won’t send the case to 
Brazoria Co., where Graves was first tried for the brutal slaying of Bobbie 
Joyce Davis, her teenage daughter, and four grandchildren in 1992. But 
where - oh where - the trial will wind up is still a mystery. “It’s just up in 
the air,” Mullin said. “I would like to know at some point.” 

Graves was tried and sentenced to death for the Somerville murders and 
spent more than a decade on death row before the 5th U.S. Circuit Court 
of Appeals overturned his conviction, finding that prosecutors knowingly 
withheld exculpatory material from the defense - including evidence that 
another man, Robert Carter, who initially fingered Graves as his accomplice 
in the murders, had recanted that claim and that prosecutors were aware of 
the recantation before Graves’ trial. Nonetheless, prosecutors put Carter on 
the stand, eliciting possibly perjured testimony that Graves was in fact 
involved in the Davis family slaying. Carter long averred that Graves was inno- 
cent, a statement he reiterated from the Texas death chamber just before 
his 2000 execution. And although none of the physical evidence links Graves 
to the crime, Batchelor is adamant he will again seek death for Graves. 

Meanwhile, sources close to the case say either Bastrop or Williamson 
Co. is a likely spot for the much-anticipated retrial. Still, there are no geo- 
graphic limitations under state law, meaning Towslee-Corbett could seek to 
send the case to any jurisdiction in the state (that is, any district that would 
agree to accept the case) - but sources agree it is highly unlikely Towslee- 
Corbett would send the case to Travis Co., and that’s telling, Mullin said. “If 
this case were any good, if this guy were actually guilty, there would be no 
problem getting a conviction in Austin.” Indeed, with solid evidence, there 
would be no problem sending the case to Austin, Dallas, “or even Amarillo, 
for that matter,” he said. But that is unlikely, he said, and “shows that [the 
state’s] case is weak.” 

The retrial was slated to start this month but has been postponed, pend- 
ing the results of evidence testing by the Texas Department of Public 
Safety. The evidence was shipped off earlier this summer and has yet to 
be returned. Mullin said he was told it was unlikely the test results would 
be available until September. Once state testing is complete, the defense 
likely will request additional tests before they’ll be ready for trial. “My atti- 
tude is: Let’s test everything in the damned case,” Mullin said. “There’s 
nothing with my guy’s DNA on it.” - Jordan Smith

BUSH'S IRAQ OIL LAW 

It’s embarrassing that George W. keeps try- 
ing to deceive the American public about 
developments in Iraq, but it’s shameful that 
the media establishment blithely goes along, 
parroting Bush’s deceit. 

Take Bush’s high-pressure push to ram a 
new oil law through the Iraqi parliament. The 
official line is that this is a healing measure 
that would provide for a fair distribution of oil 
profits among Iraq’s Shiites, Sunnis, and 
Kurds. The oil law is touted by the Bushites as 
key to unifying these factions, and its passage 
is the No. 1 nonmilitary benchmark the White 
House has set to measure Iraqi “progress.” 

Major media outlets in our country have 
swallowed Bush’s line whole, frequently and 
unquestioningly reporting that, for some rea- 
son, those quarrelsome Iraqis can’t even agree 
on something as basic as sharing oil revenues. 
There have been several impatient editorials 
demanding that Baghdad get on with it. 

If our media barons were to have a sudden 
attack of journalistic curiosity, however, they 
might peer a bit deeper into the oil law. Then 
they’d learn the glitch is not about sharing 
profits but about a cynical power grab by mul- 
tinational oil giants. Eager to seize control of 
Iraq’s massive petroleum reserves, Big Oil 
got the Bushites to write a provision into the 
proposed law that would open two-thirds of 
that nation’s oil fields to ownership by foreign 
corporations. 

In short, the law would force Iraq to surren- 
der sovereignty over its most valuable economic 
resource - and that’s why it is not passing. 
The people there have enough trouble without 
losing control of their oil, and there is vehe- 
ment public opposition to Big Oil’s law. 

So when you see stories about Bush, 
Cheney, and others imploring Iraq’s parlia- 
ment to pass this law, remember, they’re not 
promoting national reconciliation; they’re pro- 
moting a shameful oil scam. 


PUSHING FOR SHARED PROSPERITY 

One of the most oxymoronic and obnoxious 
phrases in America today is “the working poor.” 

We live in the richest nation in the history 
of the world, and it’s morally abominable that 
anyone who works in this country is poor. Our 
economy is deliberately skewed by public pol- 
icy. As a result, the vast portion of America’s 
wealth, which is generated by all of us, flows 
to the few at the top, shortchanging the mid- 
dle class and leaving millions of hardworking 
Americans - many working two or three jobs 
- in poverty. 

For the first time in a decade, Congress 
finally has upped the minimum wage, increas- 
ing it by 70 cents an hour this summer, with 
two more 70-cent increases coming in the 
next two summers. If you’re one of the work- 
ing poor - trying to make the rent, put food 
on the table, and cover the basics of utilities, 
clothing, and gasoline - every penny matters, 
so a 70-cent raise helps. But Congress crit- 
ters should not injure their arms patting 
themselves on the back, for $5.85 an hour is 
a gross pay of only $12,000 a year - still a 
poverty wage for full-time work. Even with two 
more scheduled raises, the minimum wage 
will remain poverty pay. 

Oh, exclaim right-wing apologists for this 
injustice, raising workers’ pay hurts small 
business. But wait, I’m a small-business 
owner, and it doesn’t hurt me. In fact, a 
recent survey found that three out of four 
small- and medium-sized-business owners 
say raising the minimum wage doesn’t hurt 
them. Indeed, two-thirds of small businesses 
support a boost, because their workers gain 
more purchasing power and the companies 
have less turnover, higher productivity, 
improved customer satisfaction, and an 
enhanced reputation. 

Don’t let the wealthy elite pit small 
business against workers. We’re all in 
this together.

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The Death of Brad Will 

An American reporter films his own murder in Oaxaca, and Mexican and U.S. authorities look the other way

OAXACA, Mexico - Those of us who report 
from the front lines of the social justice move- 
ment in Latin America share an understanding 
that there’s always a bullet out there with our 
names on it. Brad Will traveled 2,500 miles, 
from New York to this violence- torn Mexican 
town, to find his. 

Throughout the summer and fall of 2006, 
the southern Mexican state of Oaxaca was 
on fire. Death squads, the pistoleros of a 
despised governor, rolled through the cobble- 
stone streets of this colonial state capital, pep- 
pering with automatic-weapon fire the flimsy 
barricades erected by masked rebels. Hundreds 
were killed, wounded, or imprisoned. 

Will, a New York Independent Media Center 
video journalist, believed he had to be there. 
When he arrived, xenophobia was rampant: 
Foreign journalists were attacked as terrorists 
by the governor’s sycophants in the press. “/Si 
ves a un gringo con camara, matalo!” the radio 
chattered: “If you see a gringo with a camera, 
kill him!” 

For much of the afternoon of Oct. 27, Will 
had been filming armed confrontations on the 
barricades just outside the city. He was trapped 
in the middle of a narrow street while gunshots 
boomed all around him, but he kept filming. 
On his final bits of tape, you see two killers 
perfectly framed, their guns firing; you hear 
the fatal shot and experience Will’s shudder of 
dismay as the camera tumbles from his hands 
and bounces along the sidewalk. Photos taken 
by El Universal - the Mexican newspaper - at 
the same time, show the same gunmen, and 
they’re perfectly identifiable. (See Will’s video 
with this story at austinchronicle.com.) 

By all visible evidence, Will filmed his own 
murder. But this is Mexico, where justice is 
spelled i-m-p-u-n-i-t-y - and Will’s apparent 
killers continue to ride the streets of Oaxaca, 
free and, it seems, untouchable. 

Curiously, this filmed and photographed 
murder of a U.S. reporter in Mexico has 
drawn minimal response from Ambassador 
Tony Garza, a former member of the Texas 
Railroad Commission and longtime George W 
Bush loyalist. Why this lack of interest? Can it 
be that Washington has another agenda that 
conflicts with justice for Will - the impending 
privatization of Mexican oil? 

Heading South 

Will was an early member of Indymedia, a 
Web-publishing experiment bom during the 
1999 World Trade Organization protests in 
Seattle. He was an independent journalist, one 
of the growing number of people who use the 
Internet and their own video cameras to track 
and report on social movements and injustice. 
He wore no credential from any major news 
organization but, as an independent reporter, 
represented part of the future of journalism. 

Will’s journey to the land where he would 
die began right after September 11. Dyan 


Neary, then a neophyte journalist, met Will 
in the elevator coming down from the WBAI 
community radio studios in the South Street 
skyscraper from which Democracy Now! co- 
host Amy Goodman jj 
broadcast soon after 
the terrorist attack. 

“We walked down 
the piles. They 
were still smoking,” 

Neary remembered 
in a phone call from 
Humboldt County, Calif. “We were both really 
scared. We thought this was not going to be 
resolved soon. Maybe never. So we thought we 
should go to Latin America, where people were 
still fighting.” 

Will and Neary spent most of 2002 and 
2003 roaming Latin America. In Fortaleza, 


Brazil, they confronted the director of the 
Inter-American Development Bank during riot- 
ous street protests. In Bolivia, they interviewed 
Evo Morales, not yet the president, and trav- 
eled in the Chapare 
with the coca grow- 
ers’ federation. 
They hung out in 
Cochabamba with 
Oscar Oliveira, the 
hero of the battle to 
keep Bechtel Corp. 
from taking over the city’s water system. 
Everywhere they went, they sought out pirate- 
radio projects and offered their support. 

In February 2005, Will was in Brazil, film- 
ing the resistance of 12,000 squatters at a 
camp near the city of Goiania when the 
military police swept in, killing two and jail- 


ing hundreds. On his videos, you can hear 
the live ammunition zinging all around him 
as he captures the carnage. Will was savagely 
beaten and held by the police; only his U.S. 
passport saved him. Undaunted by his close 
call, Will picked up his camera and soldiered 
back through Peru and Bolivia and, when the 
money ran out, flew back to New York to figure 
out how to raise enough scratch for the next 
trip south. He was hooked. 

In the spring of 2006, Will was back in 
New York as he tracked the incipient rebellion 
in Oaxaca on the Internet. He was poised to 
jump south again, friends say, but worried that 
he would just be one more white guy getting 
in the way. In the end, the lure of the action 
in Oaxaca pulled him in. He bought a 30-day 
ticket, caught the airport shuttle from Brooklyn 
to JFK, and flew south Sept. 29. His return was 
set for Oct. 28. He never made the plane. 

The Commune of Oaxaca 

A mountainous southern Mexican state tra- 
versed by seven serious sierras, Oaxaca is at the 
top of most of the nation’s poverty indicators: 
infant mortality, malnutrition, unemployment, 
and illiteracy. Human-rights violations are rife. 
It’s also Mexico’s most indigenous state, with 
17 distinct Indian cultures, each with a rich 
tradition of resistance to the dominant white 
and mestizo overclass. Oaxaca vibrates with 
class and race tensions that cyclically erupt 
into uprising and repression. 

The Party of the Institutional Revolution 
(PRI) ruled Mexico from 1928 through 2000, 
the longest-running political dynasty in the 
world, finally dethroned in 2000 by the right- 
wing National Action Party (PAN) and its 
presidential candidate, Vicente Fox, former 
president of Coca-Cola Mexico. But in Oaxaca, 
the PRI never lost power. In Oaxaca one PRI 
governor had followed another for 75 years, 
and the latest installment, Ulises Ruiz Ortiz 
(known as “URO”), a protege of party strong- 
man and future presidential candidate Roberto 
Madrazo, won a fraud-marred gubernatorial 
election over a right-left coalition in 2004. 

In the first 16 months of his regime, Ulises 
Ruiz had proven spectacularly unresponsive 
to the demands of the popular movements 
for social justice. On May 15, 2006, National 
Teacher Day, a maverick, militant local of the 
National Education Workers’ Union, known 
as Section 22, presented its contract demands, 
and Ruiz turned a deaf ear. On May 22, tens 
of thousands of teachers took the plaza and 
52 surrounding blocks and set up a ragtag 
tent city. Each morning, the maestros would 
march out and block highways and govern- 
ment buildings, which were soon smeared 
with anti-URO slogans. 

Before dawn on June 14, Ruiz retaliated, 
sending 1,000 heavily armed police into the 
plaza to evict the teachers. Low-flying helicop-

iSi ves a un gringo con camara , 
matalo!" the radio chattered: 
"If you see a gringo with a 
camera, kill him!" 
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ters sprayed pepper gas on the throng below. 
Police tossed concussion grenades from the bal- 
conies of the colonial hotels that surround the 
plaza. Radio Planton, the maestros’ pirate radio 
station, was demolished, and the tent city set 
afire. A pall of black smoke hung over the city. 

Four hours later, a counterattack by the 
striking teachers and allied Oaxacan activists, 
armed with clubs and Molotov cocktails, over- 
ran the plaza and sent URO’s cops packing. No 
uniformed police officers would be seen on the 
streets of Oaxaca for many months. On June 16, 
two days after the monumental battle, 200,000 
Oaxacans marched through the 
city to repudiate the governor’s 
“hard hand.” The march was said 
to extend 10 kilometers. 

John Gibler, who closely cov- 
ered the Oaxaca uprising as a 
human-rights fellow for Global 
Exchange, wrote that the surge 
of the rebels June 14 soon trans- 
formed itself into a popular 
assembly. The Oaxaca Peoples 
Popular Assembly (APPO) was 
formally constituted a week later, 

June 21. The APPO would have 
no leaders but many spokesper- 
sons, and all decisions had to be 
taken in popular assemblies. 


dreadlocked anarchists to the city. An uneasy 
lull in the action gripped Oaxaca when Brad 
Will arrived at the bus terminal on the first of 
October and found himself a cheap room for 
the night. 


On the Barricades 


Will had no Mexican press credentials and 
therefore was in the country illegally, working 
on a tourist visa and susceptible to deporta- 
tion. So that he would have some credential 
other than his Indymedia press card to hang 


carried narrowly amid charges of sellout and 
payoffs. If the teachers went back to work, 
the APPO would be alone on the barricades 
and even more vulnerable to Ulises’ gun- 
men. But backing down is not in the Popular 
Assembly’s dictionary, and the APPO voted 
to ratchet up the lucha, or struggle, and make 
Oaxaca really ungovernable. 

Mobile brigades were formed - young 
toughs armed with lead pipes and boards 
with nails driven through them, who hijacked 
any buses still running in the city, forced off 
the passengers and rode around looking for

A City Paralyzed 


For the next weeks, the APPO 
and Section 22 would paralyze 
Oaxaca. But the rest of Mexico 
took little notice. The nation was 
hypnotized by the fraud-marred 
July 2 presidential election 
which a right-wing PANista, Felipe 
Calderon, was awarded a narrow 
victory over leftist Andres Manuel 
Lopez Obrador, the candidate of 
a coalition headed by the Party 
of the Democratic Revolution (PRD). Lopez 
Obrador was quick to cry fraud, pulling mil- 
lions into the streets in the most massive politi- 
cal demonstrations in Mexican history. For the 
moment, Oaxaca seemed like small potatoes. 

But Oaxaca is an international tourist des- 
tination, and the APPO and Section 22 had 
closed down the tourist infrastructure, blocking 
the airport and forcing five-star hotels to shut- 
ter their doors. On July 17, Ruiz was forced to 
announce the cancellation of the Guelaguetza, 
an “indigenous” dance festival that has become 
Oaxaca’s premier tourist attraction, after roam- 
ing bands of rebels destroyed the scenery and 
blockaded access to the city. Ruiz began to 
fight back. By the first weeks in August, URO 
launched what came to be known as a “caravan 
of death” - a train of 30 or 40 private and gov- 
ernment vehicles - rolling nightly and firing on 
the protesters. The gunmen were drawn from 
the ranks of the city police force and the state 
ministerial cops. 

In response, the APPO and the maestros 
threw up hundreds of barricades. The rebels 
piled up dead trees, old tires, the carcasses of 
burnt- out cars and buses to create the barri- 
cades that soon took on their own life - murals 
were painted with the ashes of the bonfires that 
burned all night on the barriers. The barricades 
gave the Oaxaca struggle the romantic aura of 
the Paris Commune and attracted droves of 



ing “to bring peace to Oaxaca” and to celebrate 
the honor of “our macho, very macho gover- 
nor.” The announcers, who seemed to have 
Mexico City accents, let loose with a torrent 
of vitriolic shit - stuff like “we have to kill the 
mugrosos [dirty ones] on the barricades.” The 
extranjeros, the radio said, were stirring up all 
the trouble. “They pretend to be journalists, 
but they have come to teach terrorism classes.” 
More frightening was this admonition: “/Si ves 
un gringo con camara, matalo /” - literally, “If 
you see a gringo with a camera, kill him!” 

This poison spewed out of local radios all 
day Oct. 26 and 27, but whether 
Will heard the warnings - and if 
he did hear them, knew what they 
meant - is unclear. He didn’t speak 
much Spanish.

proved to be a ter- 
rible miscalculation. 
In Mexico City, the 
post-electoral turmoil 
had finally subsided, 
and the PAN was 
ready to deal with 
the PRI - the PRI’s 
price of admission 
would be bailing out 
the Oaxaca governor. 

It wasn’t a good 
time for inexperi- 
enced foreigners. 
URO’s people were 


the Day of the Dead, 

when he can sit with his loved ones again to 
share food and drink and song. . . . One more 
death. One more time to cry and hurt. One 
more time to know power and its ugly head. 
One more bullet cracks the night.” 

The dynamic in Oaxaca had gotten 
“sketchy,” Will wrote to Neary. Section 22 
leader Enrique Rueda Pacheco had cut a 
deal with the outgoing Fox government and 
forced a back-to-work vote on Oct. 21, which 


checking the guest 
lists at the hostels for “inconvenient” inter- 
nationals. Immigration authorities threatened 
extranjeros with deportation if they joined the 
protests. The local U.S. consul, Mark Leyes, 
warned Americans that he would not be able 
to help them if they got caught up in the mael- 
strom. To add to this malevolent ambience, 
on Oct. 26 a new pirate radio station popped 
up at 99 on the FM dial. Radio Ciudadana 
(Citizens Radio) announced it was broadcast- 


On Oct. 27, Will went out to 
do interviews on the barricade at 
Cal y Canto. That outpost, along 
with two others at Santa Maria 
Coyotepec and La Experimental, 
was crucial to closing down Oaxaca. 
The broad Railroad Avenue, where 
the barricade was stacked, was 
empty. Nothing was moving. Will 
walked onto the next barricade at 
La Experimental to check out the 
action. 

Shortly after he left, all hell 
broke loose at Cal y Canto. A mob 
of about 150 supporters of the 
governor stormed down Railroad 
Avenue, led by what witnesses 
thought was a Chevy Blazer, mov- 
ing very fast. “We thought it would 
try and crash through the bar- 
ricade,” Miguel Cruz, an activist 
with the Council of Indigenous 
People of Oaxaca (CIPO), recalls. 
But the sport utility vehicle stopped short, and 
several men jumped out with guns blazing. 
The APPO people hunkered down behind the 
makeshift barrier and moved the women and 
kids who were with them into a nearby house, 
then counterattacked with Molotov cocktails, 
homemade bazookas that fired bottle rockets, 
and slingshots. With the gunmen retreating, 
the rebels torched their car. 

Will heard about the gunfire and hurried 
back to Cal y Canto with a handful of other 
reporters. They arrived a little after 3pm. Will 
crawled under a parked trailer to film the shoot- 
ers, focusing on a man in a white shirt. When 
an APPO activist came running by (we never 
see who it is on Will’s last tape), Will indicated 
the shooter - u camisa blanca .” While all this 
was going on, his camera captured a bicyclist 
peddling dreamily through the intersection. 
Soon after, a large dump truck appeared on the 
scene, and the group on the barricade used it 
as a mobile shield as they chased the gunmen 
down the avenue. 

Suddenly, the pistoleros veered down a nar- 
row side street, Benito Juarez, and took refuge 
in a windowless, one-story building in the 
second block. The only access to the building 
was through a large metal garage door, and 
the reporters followed the APPO militants, 
many of them with their faces masked, as 
they tried to force their way in. Will actually 
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stood to one side of the door for a minute. 
Then the compas tried unsuccessfully to bust 
down the big door by ramming the dump 
truck into it. 

In the midst of this frenzy, five men in civil- 
ian dress - two in red shirts (the governor’s 
colors) and three others in white - appeared 
at the head of Benito Juarez, about 30 meters 
away, and began shooting at the rebels. Two of 
the gunmen were later identified by Mexican 
news media as Pedro Carmona, a local PRI 
political fixer and cop, and police Commander 
in Chief Orlando Manuel Aguilar Coello. One 
of the men crouched down behind Carmona 
was Abel Santiago Zarate, aka “El Chino.” 
Santiago Zarate and Aguilar Coello were 
reported to be the personal bodyguards of PRI 
Municipal President Manuel Martinez Feria. 
The other two men would be fingered as Juan 
Carlos Soriano and Juan Carlos Sumano, both 
Santa Lucia police officers. 

You can see the gunmen in the film Will 
shot just moments before the bullets hit him, 
and they are clearly framed in a picture taken 
at the same time that ran on the front page of 
El Universal. 

When the shooting erupted, Will took cover 
on the opposite side of the narrow street from 
the rest of the press. He was crouched against 
a lime-green wall when his bullet came for him. 
You can hear the shot on the soundtrack and 
listen to Will’s cries 
of dismay as it tears 
through his Indymedia 
T-shirt and smashes 
into his heart. A sec- 
ond shot caught him 
in the right side and 
destroyed his innards. 

There was little blood, 
the first slug having 
stopped his heart from pumping. On film that 
Gustavo Vilchis and others took, the entrance 
wound looks like a deep bruise. The second shot 
is not recorded on the soundtrack and may have 
been fired simultaneously with the first one. 

Others were hit in the pandemonium. 
Oswaldo Ramirez, filming for the daily Milenio, 
was grazed in the fusillade. Lucio David Cruz, 
described as a bystander, was shot in the neck 
and died four months later. As Will slid down 
the wall into a sitting position, Vilchis and 
activist Leonardo Ortiz ran to him. His Section 
22 credential had flown off, and no one really 
knew his name. With bullets whizzing by, the 
compas picked him up and dragged him out 
of the line of fire around the corner to Arboles 
Street about 35 paces away. Along the way, his 
pants fell off. 

“Ambulance! We need an ambulance! They’ve 
shot a journalist!” Vilchis shouted desperately. 
A man named Gualberto Francisco had parked 
his vochito (Volkswagen Bug) on Arboles and 
pulled up alongside where Will was laid out on 
the pavement in his black underwear. Leonardo 
and Gustavo loaded a dying Will into the back 
seat. They thought he was still breathing, and 
Vilchis applied mouth-to-mouth resuscitation. 
“You’re going to make it ... you’re all right,” 
they kept telling him - but Will’s eyes had 
already receded to the back of his head - per- 
dido (lost), as they say here. 

The vochito ran out of gas, and as the three 
frantic young men were stuck in the middle of 
the Cinco Senores crossroad, it began to rain, 


hard. They tried to stop a taxi to take them 
to the Red Cross, but the driver supported 
the government and wanted to argue. Finally, 
they flagged down a pickup truck and laid 
Will out in the bed. According to the autopsy 
performed by Dr. Luis Mendoza Canseco, Will 
was dead when he arrived at the hospital. 

Ending the Rebellion 

Oct. 27 was the bloodiest day of the Oaxaca 
uprising. Four others were killed aside from 
Will; their names were Emilio Alonso Fabian, 
Estevan Ruiz, Estevan Lopez Zurita, and 
Eudacia Olivera Diaz. Unlike their murders, 
Will’s death triggered international outrage. 
Because he was so connected - and much of 
the episode was recorded on film - the shot 
of the mortally wounded Indymedia reporter 
lying in the middle of a Oaxaca street went 
worldwide on the Web in a matter of minutes. 

There were instant vigils on both coasts. 
On Monday morning, Oct. 30, 11 of Will’s 
friends were busted at the Mexican Consulate 
off Manhattan’s Park Avenue, where graf- 
fiti still read “Avenge Brad!” in December. 
Anarchists splattered the San Francisco 
consulate with red paint. Subcomandante 
Marcos sent his condolences and called for 
international protests. Amy Goodman did an 
hourlong memorial. 

The official U.S. 
reaction to Will’s 
death was less ele- 
giac. “It is unfortu- 
nate when peaceful 
demonstrations get 
out of hand and 
result in violence,” 
a U.S. spokesperson 
told the press, seem- 
ing to blame the APPO for Will’s killing. 
After once again warning Americans that 
they traveled to Oaxaca “at their own risk,” 
Ambassador Tony Garza said the “senseless 
death of Brad Will . . . underscores the need 
for a return to the rule of law and order. For 
months,” Garza said, “violence and disorder 
in Oaxaca have worsened. Teachers, stu- 
dents, and other groups have been involved 
in increasingly violent demonstrations.” 
Garza’s statement sent President Fox the 
signal he had been waiting for. Now that a 
gringo had been killed, it was time to act. 
The next morning, Saturday, Oct. 28, 4,500 
members of the Federal Preventive Police, 
an elite force drawn from the military, were 
sent into Oaxaca - not to return the state 
to a place where human rights and people’s 
dignity and a free press are respected but to 
break the back of the rebellion and maintain 
Ulises Ruiz Ortiz in power. On Sunday, Oct. 
29, the troops pushed their way into the 
plaza despite massive, passive resistance 
by activists; tore down the barricades; and 
drove the Commune of Oaxaca back into 
the shadows. 

In Mexico, the dead are buried quickly. After 
Dr. Mendoza had performed the obligatory 
autopsy, Will’s body was crated up for ship- 
ment back to his parents, who now live south 
of Milwaukee. Following a private viewing, the 
family had Will cremated.

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The Official Investigation 

Killing a gringo reporter in plain view of the 
cameras (including his own) requires a little 
sham accountability. On Oct. 29, URO’s state 
prosecutor Lizbeth Cana Cadeza announced 
that arrest warrants were being 
sworn out for Abel Santiago Zarate 
and Orlando Manuel Aguilar 
Coello, two of the five cops caught 
on film firing shots at Will, and 
they were subsequently taken into 
custody. The scam lost currency 
two weeks later, when on Nov. 

15, Cana dropped a bombshell at 
an evening press conference: The 
cops hadn’t killed Will, she said; 
he was shot by the rebels. 

Will’s death, Cana insisted, had 
been “a deceitful confabulation to 
internationalize the conflict” and 
was, in fact, “the product of a con- 
certed premeditated action.” The 
mortal shot had been fired from 
less than 2Vi meters away, Cana 
said - although there is nothing in 
Dr. Mendoza’s report to indicate 
this. The real killers were “the 
same group [Will] was accompa- 
nying.” In the state prosecutor’s 
scenario, the order of the shots 
was reversed: first Will had been 
shot in the side in the street and 
then rematado (finished off) with a 
slug to the heart on the way to the 
hospital in Gualberto’s vochito. 

The prosecutor’s version was immediately 
challenged by the APPO. “The killers are those 
who are shown in the film,” Florentino Lopez, 
the APPO’s main spokesperson, asserted at a 
meeting that night. And in fact, my detailed 
investigation shows that there is very little 
evidence to support Cana’s theory. Photos 
from the scene, some published in the Mexican 
press, show Will’s body with a bloody hole in 
his chest on the street near where he fell - indi- 
cating that his fatal heart wound had occurred 
well before he was dragged into the car where 
he was supposedly shot. There’s another prob- 
lem with the prosecutor’s version: Nobody on 
the scene saw any of the APPO members - nor 
anyone other than the authorities - carrying 
guns. I have talked to numerous eyewitnesses, 
and all of them tell the same tale: The rebels 
at the Cal y Canto barricade that day had no 
firearms, no weapons with which to have shot 
Brad Will. 

Miguel Cruz, who spent much of Oct. 27 
with Will, first at the CIPO headquarters and 
then on the barricade at Cal y Canto and 
Juarez Street, is a soft-spoken young Zapotec 
Indian, but he pounded on the kitchen table 
vehemently when he addressed Lizbeth 
Cana’s allegations. “The companeros had no 
guns. What gun is she talking about? They 
had slingshots and Molotovs but no guns. 
The PRIistas and the cops had their .38s, and 
they were shooting at us. We were trying to 
save Brad Will’s life, not to kill him.” And 
if Cana had any proof of her allegations, she 
likely would have filed charges. But none of 
the protesters nor Will’s companions has ever 
been formally charged with the killing. Ulises’ 
prosecutors have never publicly presented the 
alleged murder weapon. 


By the time Cana told her story, the only way 
to determine certainly the order of the bullets 
and the distance from which they had been 
fired would be to exhume Will’s body. But 
there was no body - he had been cremated the 
week before. 


On Nov. 28, as expected, El Chino and 
Manuel Aguilar were released from custody 
because of “insufficient evidence” by Judge 
Vittoriano Barroso, with the stipulation that 
they could not be rearrested without the pre- 
sentation of new evidence. Cana, who is now 
running as a PRI candidate for the state legis- 


lature (with the strong support of the Oaxaca 
governor), collaborated closely on the case with 
Oaxaca Secretary of Citizen Protection Lino 
Celaya Luria. Both reported to Ulises’ Secretary 
of Government Heliodoro Diaz Escarraga, who 
in turn reported directly to URO. There seems 
little doubt that the prosecutor’s accusations 
of murder against Will’s comrades - and the 
determination of innocence for the apparent 
killers - came straight from the top. 

On the Evidence Trail 

Dr. Mendoza is otherwise occupied when 
I stop by the Oaxaca city morgue to ask him 
for a copy of the autopsy report upon which 
the state of Oaxaca has based its allegations. 
“Will died eight months ago,” Mendoza com- 
plains testily. “Do you know how many others 
have died since? How many autopsies I’ve 
performed?” He gestures to the morgue room 
where the cadavers are piled up. The coroner 


is scrunched over his desk, filling out the 
paperwork for one of the stiffs. He doesn’t 
have any time to look for the autopsy report. I 
am not the first reporter to ask him about the 
document. “What paper are you from any- 
way?” he asks suspiciously, and when I show 


him my press card, he tells me that it doesn’t 
sound like a real paper to him. “I know what 
I’m doing. I worked as a coroner in your 
country,” he snaps defensively and waves me 
out of the office. 

I walk into the police commissary under the 
first-floor stairs of the Santa Lucia del Camino 


Municipal Palace. The small room is crowded 
with cops and cigarette smoke. Three of the 
officers are in full battle gear, and the rest are 
all plainclothes. I have been warned not to ask 
for Pedro Carmona, the most prominent red 
shirt in Will’s photo. Carmona is described as 
“prepotente,” i.e., a thug with an attitude, who 
is always packing. 

Instead, I ask the desk clerk if I can get a few 
minutes with security supervisor Abel Santiago 
Zarate and police Commander Orlando Manuel 
Aguilar Coello. For all I know, the two are sit- 
ting in the same room behind me. The desk 
clerk studies my card. “/Que lastima! [What 
a shame!]” he exclaims - the supervisor has 
just left and won’t be back until after six. The 
comandante is off today. When I call back after 
6, El Chino is still not available. Nor would he 
or Aguilar ever be available, the dozen or so 
times I called back. This sort of stonewalling 
is nothing terribly unusual for Mexico, where 
killer cops often sell their service to local caci- 


ques (political bosses) and go back to work as if 
nothing happened. Those who direct this may- 
hem from their desks in the statehouses and 
municipal palaces - the “intellectual assassins” 
as they are called - are never held accountable 
for their crimes. 

A Visit From Home 

In March, Kathy and Howard 
Will and Brad’s older brother and 
sister paid a sad, inconclusive visit 
to Oaxaca. They had hired Miguel 
Angel de los Santos Cruz, a crack- 
erjack human rights lawyer who 
has often defended Zapatista com- 
munities in Chiapas. John Gibler 
would translate. The Wills, upper- 
middle-class Americans, had little 
experience with the kind of evil that 
lurks inside the Mexican justice 
system; the trip was a traumatic, 
eye-opening experience. The fed- 
eral attorney general’s office (PGR) 
had taken over the case from the 
state in December but rather than 
investigating police complicity and 
culpability was pursuing Lizbeth 
Cana’s dubious allegations against 
Will’s companions for the killing. 

Gustavo, Gualberto, Leonardo, 
and Miguel Cruz were summoned 
to give testimony with the Wills in 
attendance. Testifying was a risky 
venture, as they could be charged 
with the murder at any moment, 
but out of respect for the family, the compas 
agreed to tell their story to the federal inves- 
tigators. During the hearing, the witnesses 
were repeatedly questioned about and asked 
to identify not the cops who appear on Will’s 
films but their own companeros , some of whom 
were masked, who appeared on tape shot by 
Televisa, the Mexican TV giant. They refused. 

When de los Santos Cruz accompanied the 
Wills to a meeting with Cana, she touted her 
investigation and promised them a copy. But 
she refused to allow the family to view Brad’s 
Indymedia T-shirt and the two bullets taken 
from his body. They were under the control of 
Judge Barroso - the same judge who cut loose 
the cops - she explained. 

The Politics of Oil 

There are larger geopolitics at work here. 
The U.S. State Department has a certain con- 
flict of interest in trying to push freshman 
Mexican president Felipe Calderon to collar 
Will’s killers. The crackdown in Oaxaca was all 
about a political deal between Calderon’s PAN 
and Ulises’ PRI: Save URO’s ass, and the PRI 
would support the president’s legislative pack- 
age. Indeed, the PRI’s hundred votes in the 
lower house of Congress guarantees Calderon 
the two-thirds majority he needs to alter the 
Mexican constitution. 

And at the top of Calderon’s legislative 
agenda is opening up Petroleos Mexicanos, the 
nationalized petroleum corporation expropri- 
ated from Anglo and American owners in 1938 
and a symbol of Mexico’s national revolution 
to private investment, a gambit that requires 
a constitutional amendment. Since President 
Lazaro Cardenas expropriated and national-

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ized Mexico’s petroleum industry from Anglo- 
American owners in 1938, the U.S. has been 
trying to take it back. “Transnational pres- 
sure to reprivatize PEMEX has been brutal,” 
observes John Saxe-Femandez, a professor of 
strategic resource studies at Mexico’s autono- 
mous university (UNAM). 

During the campaign for the hotly con- 
tested July 2, 2006, presidential elections, the 
two candidates debated the privatization of 
Mexico’s national oil corporation before the 
American Chamber of Commerce in Mexico 
City; former U.S. Ambassador Jeffrey Davidow 
moderated the debate. When leftist Andres 
Manuel Lopez Obrador insisted he would never 
privatize what belonged to all Mexicans, the 
suits stared in stony silence. Calderon’s pledge 
to open PEMEX to private investment drew wild 
applause. Calderon was, of course, Washington’s 
horse in the fraud-marred election. Washington, 
whose interests in Mexico Ambassador Garza 
represents, is eager to see PEMEX privatized, 
an opportunity for Exxon and Halliburton (now 
PEMEX’ s largest subcontractor) to walk off with 
a big chunk of the world’s eighth largest oil 


company. Pushing President Calderon too hard 
to do justice for Brad Will could disaffect the 
PRI and screw the deal. 

In order to accommodate Washington, 
Calderon needs a two-thirds majority in the 
Mexican Congress - and the once-ruling PRI’s 
hundred votes in the lower house are cru- 
cial to guaranteeing a constitutional amend- 
ment. “Without the PRI’s votes, PEMEX will 
not be privatized. That is why Calderon has 
granted Ulises Ruiz impunity,” professor Saxe- 
Femandez concludes. 

It is not easy to imagine Will as being a 
pawn in anyone’s power game, but as the 
months tick by and the killing and the killers 
sink into the morass of memory, that is exactly 
what he is becoming. ■

Killing the Messengers 

Brad Will was the latest victim in a continuum of U.S. 
reporters who have traveled to Mexico to document the strug- 
gle for justice here - and perhaps assuage their personal * 

demons - and have wound up in a shallow grave or the receiv- 
ing end of an assassin’s bullet, under enigmatic circumstances. 

One of the first was Ambrose Bierce, author of The Devil’s 
Dictionary, who came to Mexico on assignment for the Hearst 
papers in 1913 to ride with Pancho Villa and cover his revo- 
lution. “The Old Gringo,” as Carlos Fuentes dubbed him in 
the novel of the same name, disappeared at the Battle of 
Ojinaga, and his bones long ago blew to dust out there in 
the northern desert. 

Will was also one of 26 souls to die on the barricades 
of Oaxaca from May 2006 to January 2007 and the ninth reporter working in Mexico to have been 
killed or disappeared during the last year, most under the guns of the narco gangs. Forty have 
been slain since 2000 and 63 in the past two decades, according to the Inter-American Press 
Association. 

Reporters Without Borders list 81 confirmed killings of journalists around the world during 
2006. That represents a 20% increase over 2005 (63) and is the highest since 1994, when 
revolutions were roaring in Sri Lanka and Algeria. Killing the messenger is becoming more and 
more popular. - J.R.

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'RAINBOW FAMILY OFTHE SERENDIPITOUS NOW': Working together 


In its highest incarnation, theatre brings 
people together in a communal way, 
embodying universal truth through the join- 
ing of story, actors, and audience. While the 
possibility exists that every local theatre 
company thinks about its art in exactly this 
way, St. Idiot Collective exists almost exclu- 
sively to emulate that ideal as a group prac- 
ticing the Suzuki and viewpoints tech- 
niques, two acting disciplines focused on 
telling stories through physical relationships 
among actors and the audiences for which 
they perform. Given their philosophical and 
practical leanings, and their designation as 
a collective, it’s most appropriate that SIC’s 
latest effort, Rainbow Family of the 
Serendipitous Now , or the Orpheus Project, 
centers on a retelling of the Orpheus-Eurydice myth, using characters 
and some of the events from the lives of a notorious American family. 

“We began working in January,” says Adrienne Dawes, SIC’s business 
manager and, in this case, the playwright. “We really wanted to work on 
a collaborative project as a company. We knew we wanted something 
from a classic story - that’s how the Orpheus and Eurydice myth came 
about. And the Manson family story also came about at that same 
time. It’s a contemporary story, music is a huge catalyst, there are a lot 
of different perspectives about what happened, and it keys on ensem- 
ble. We had a series of different rehearsals, called playdates, where we 
would come in and work in composition style. Sometimes I would have 
text that I would have them specifically work with. Other times we just 
got up and said, ‘Okay, what’s the simple story here?”’ 


Collective. Collaboration. Family. 
Ensemble. In SIC rehearsals, those con- 
cepts play out in a palpable way. The 
one I observed began with group warm- 
ups in which the company members 
seemed to move as one, with no one 
leading but everyone following. When 
they separated to create portraits of 
their characters tripping on acid, even 
the individual creations seemed connect- 
ed, despite being formed in different 
rooms by different actors. The members 
of SIC embody the best of collaborative 
live theatre, in both philosophy and prac- 
tice, and while fun and fellowship filled 
their rehearsal, they take the “collective” 
part of their name quite seriously. That 
isn’t surprising, since most of them studied theatre at St. Edward’s 
University and have been working together for close to eight years. 

“I’m so happy to be able to build work with these people,” says core 
company member and director Jeffery Mills. “I’ve never had a group of 
friends that’s so large and has so consistently been a part of my life. 
I’m just so proud of us, that we continue to either consciously or sub- 
consciously put energy toward being together and working together, that 
these projects just keep happening. It’s very rewarding when you look 
around the room and you see people that you really respect and care 
about. It’s a real gift. A real joy.” - Barry Pineo

LOOK COOKIE: 

Mutatis mutandis 

I almost wish I hadn’t been told that Look 
Cookie was such a new troupe, that they’d 
only recently graduated from the ColdTowne 
School for Gifted Improvisers. Because then 
I could be sure that what I was perceiving of 
Look Cookie’s recent gig in the Threefer 
show at the Hideout ... well, then I could 
fully trust my own judgment and feel replete 
with savvy and acumen as to what improv is 
and how it works or doesn’t work and how 
you can tell when a troupe is composed of 
people who haven’t played together, improvising, for long. 

But I had been preinformed. And so it made perfect sense that Bryan Roberts, Jerry Bilbo, 
Ryan Harrison, Cody Dearing, Leah Moss, and Michael Williams weren’t as smooth in their 
operations as you’d expect a more practiced group to be. They’ve yet to fully embrace, as a 
team, the give-and-take that allows improv gambits to burgeon into viable sketches and for 
those sketches to then braid into a coherent (more or less) narrative tapestry. At least, it 
seemed that way the night I experienced them gamely wrestling with suggestions of “Jell-0,” 
“axe murderer,” and “hat.” Still, it was worthwhile watching Look Cookie do their thing, 
because 1) they’re talented and enthusiastic performers individually, 2) they have a solid 
grasp of the possibilities of humor, and 3) they’ve been coached by improv veterans and thus 
are definitely on the way toward eventual mastery of the form. 

And that’s another reason why it’s a good idea to see what they have to offer: a glimpse at 
the beginnery part of the improv spectrum. Not of the spectrum of ultimate quality - where 
the depths of suckitude are represented by troupes that I, for one, won’t waste ink on men- 
tioning and the heights of sudden-theatre goodness are exemplified by, oh, the Available 
Cupholders, say, or Get Up or (in their quieter way) the Frank Mills - but of the evolutionary 
spectrum, where a troupe like Look Cookie can hone its natural abilities over time, ditching 
what doesn’t work, amplifying what does, and over time growing into an event that you might 
hock your copy of X-Men No. 167 for a ticket to. If you’d bought (and saved) that issue way 
back when, you’d be better off today; seeing Look Cookie while they’re still newbies is, we 
think, a similarly good idea. - Wayne Alan Brenner

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Spanking the Figurative 


A new Austin gallery captures dancers with paint

David Ohlerking’s stopping for a rest and 
a bite to eat, sitting on the low black couch 
in the Austin Figurative Gallery, his glori- 
fied hole-in-the-wall in the Super ! Alright !- 
anchored complex at the corner of Third and 
Chicon. Around him, the walls are covered 
with sketches, with new paintings and old 
from numerous artists, with hand-lettered 
posters for music shows and previous AFG 
events. A crude but effective set of stairs 
diagonally bisects one wall, leading to another, 
smaller exhibit space on the second floor. 

If the gallery’s meager confines are glorified 
at all - and they are, with a sort of glory like the 
glory of punk rock before it morphed, almost 
against its raggedy will, into New Wave - it’s 
because Ohlerking rarely stops to rest like this. 
He’s more often up and at it: drawing, paint- 
ing, building, hanging artwork, networking, 
even updating the AFG website to reflect the 
ridiculous amount of visual-arts events he’s 
organized for the next few months. 

“Getting to know David, I kept waiting for 
the red flag to go up, you know?” says choreog- 
rapher Ellen Bartel of Spank Dance Company. 
“Like, oh, here’s another artist that talks a lot 
of shit but doesn’t follow through. Or that, like 
some people, he’d be uptight and suddenly 
snap at you for reasons you don’t understand. 
But that hasn’t happened yet - he does follow 
through, even though he’s doing so much stuff, 
and he’s a real sweetheart.” 

Bartel, no slacker herself, is bringing her inno- 
vative company to the Austin Figurative Gallery 
for a brief, close-quarters performance among 
the artworks of the venue’s newest exhibit: 
paintings of those same Spank dancers. 

“It was because of Michael Schliefke,” 
explains Ohlerking. “He took me to a Dr. 
Sketchy after we’d been working on some 
mural all weekend. Dr. Sketchy is this thing 
that started in New York; it’s like a sexy drawing 
class: You’re at a bar; you’re drinking; you’re 


together a lot, doing figurative work on 2- 
foot-by-4-foot boards from Home Depot, and 
I ended up getting this place and having ses- 
sions here. And I realized I could do shows 
here, too, so every last Saturday of the month, 
we’d show a painter. But there were so many 
figurative painters that didn’t have shows 
anywhere that I figured, okay, let’s do a show 
every Saturday. 

“So every Saturday I’ll have something upstairs, 
something downstairs, kind of like doing it like 
Sub Pop or the punk labels did back in the old 
days. Just cheap, put a whole buncha stuff out 
there; let it happen. As long as the artists can 
keep it figurative, the few rules I have, it’s a fairly 
inclusive, wide range of styles. We’re creating our 
own little context for what we do here.” 

But why figurative art in particular? Why not 
landscapes, bowls of fruit? What about abstract 
art? Conceptual art? 

“I like dumbing things down,” says 
Ohlerking, the missionary’s son who dropped 
out of college to join bands, who spent years 
in Houston painting backdrops and design- 
ing gig flyers. “The human body is about as 
basic as it gets, because it’s always been in art, 
and if you understand it, everything else gets 
better. My landscapes are way better because 
of me painting people. And my teacher Alex 
Kanevsky made me paint people from life, so 
it was partly his deal. He’s a Lithuanian dude 
who moved to Philadelphia and got an art 
degree there. I met him on the Internet, and 
I send him a painting every year, and he tells 
me what’s right and wrong. I switched to oil 
paint about five years ago because of him. I’d 
avoided oil like the plague because it was so 
nasty. But it’s better; you can do a lot more 
with it. I can make it be like watercolor or egg 
tempura or casein or anything I was working 
with before, and there are all these other things 
you can do with it. And what I’m doing, I’m 
painting people.” 

At the Austin Figurative Gallery, they all are. ■

gonna perform with all the paintings of them- 
selves around them, and the painters will be 
here. It’ll be a great reception.” 

Of course, this isn’t the first time the gal- 
lery’s been filled with live models and painters. 
In fact, that’s the reason it’s here at all. 

Ohlerking nods, munching. “A little over a 
year ago, I was painting a model from four dif- 


on South Congress, hired eight models. And 
30 painters showed up, and we painted. 
We did that, like, three times and then had 
a show of that work around Thanksgiving 
of that year. And that worked real well, so 
I decided to try to make it a regular group, 
and we called it the Austin Figurative Project. 
And Chris Chappell and I started painting 


drawing. And it’s not academic models; they’re 
burlesque models; there’s a DJ, music going 
on. When we went, the models were Ellen and 
her girls, and I was thrilled. Schliefke was out- 
of-his-mind happy: They were wearing stripey 
socks, and that did it for him. 

“So I talked to Ellen about them maybe com- 
ing over here and performing and sitting for all 
the painters in our group. And they did, and it 
was spectacular. I remember Ellen gave me the 
CD they used for the dance, because I was run- 
ning the music for the show. And I looked over, 
and the room was filled with 17 painters all 
ready to go; the Spank girls were doing modem 
dance, a lot of regular people had come over to 
watch it from the side, and it was like: perfect 
moment. I didn’t want to move. I wanted every- 
thing to freeze, because - something about how 
Ellen approaches things. She’s like a sculptor 
with her dance troupe. The way they move is 
like adding a fourth dimension to sculpture, 
because they’re moving in specifically designed 
ways, ways that Ellen understands, like a 
painter with a bmshstroke.

Robert Bly and what's on the line

Mystical, political, irascible, brilliant, Robert Bly is one of 
those uniquely difficult American poets who rejects the expecta- 
tions of his audience and, in defying easy categorization, pushes 
and pulls the culture into a confrontation with its best and 
worst characteristics. 

First coming into the national spotlight in 1968 with his anti- 
war book of poems, The Light Around the Body , Bly caught the 
public eye again in Bill Moyers’ A Gathering of Men, filmed here in 
Austin, where the Chronicle first interviewed him. That PBS spe- 
cial sparked such interest in his Iron John, the controversial fairy 
tale on male initiation, that it became a bestseller and paved the 
way for a media backlash that put a premature end to the strongly 
vilified men’s movement. He next took on the mall mentality of 
consumerist entitlement in another controversial bestseller, The 
Sibling Society. In it, he declared television thalidomide. 

Television is still one of his favorite targets even as his inter- 
est has returned to the mystics Rumi and Hafez (with a bit of 
Kabir). He uses those poets to emphasize the cultural shallow- 
ness he sees as keeping America in a trance. 

Austin Chronicle: Last time we talked, you said that basically 
society was pretty much shot. 

Robert Bly: Yeah. I think it’s declined even more since that 
time. It’s horrifying - the drop in reading, the decline in the 
demand for good thinking books. I remember when I began 
doing things in the 1960s and 1970s, there was really an 
intense interest in new books and new kinds of thought, which 
has almost disappeared. One of the reasons that poets of our 
generation worked hard is that we felt a desire for it and that 
Americans, not a huge number but 5 percent, 10 percent, 
wanted this. We did a lot of our work translating, as a response 
to that longing for better poetry. But now, I don’t think young 
women and young men would embark on the long studying 
required to take on Rumi or Hafez because there isn’t a feeling 
in the universities. There isn’t a feeling in the book reviewers; 
there isn’t a feeling in the citizens at large that they want some- 


thing better. You know, when the average American spends six 
to seven hours on TY well, where is the time left for asking 
young people to do such work? 

AC: Yet, you and Barks do very well in your presentations of 
these poets. 

RB: I don’t know why that is. I did a few poems of Kabir, and I 
was amazed at how much people loved that. So I did more, and 
the Kabir book finally came out [Kabir: Ecstatic Poems, Beacon 
Press] and sold an amazing number of copies. He really speaks 
with tremendous wit and spiritual energy about things which 
we don’t take seriously. I mean, he’s sleeping, and he says, 
“Why do you go on sleeping?” So you can say that the last 15 
years Americans have been in a state of sleep. Does that make 
sense to you? Why do you go on sleeping? The night is over! Do 
you want to live the day the same way? Other women who man- 
aged to get up early, they had an elephant or a jewel; so much 
has been lost already while you slept. And that was so unneces- 
sary. And he said the one that loves you understood that you’ve 
got to make a place in the bed next to you. Instead, you spent 
your life playing in your 20s. You did not grow because you 
did not know who your lord was. Wake up! Wake up! There’s 
no one in your bed. He left you alone. Kabir says, “The only 
woman awake is the woman who has heard the flute.” Now, 
that’s just lovely. Now the issue is, there’s so much in your ears 
already that you can’t hear the flute. I suppose that’s one reason 
why the whole culture wants television every day. 

AC: We are terribly afraid of looking at the shadow of America. 

RB: Rumi and Hafez are geniuses who get to the underside of 
the mind. Which really isn’t exactly as Freud said. Somehow if 
you go to the underside of the mind, there are huge depressions 
down there, and maybe you need a therapist to get you out, and 
that’s a good warning, but with the Hafez people, there’s an 
ocean of cultural joy underneath all that one does and under- 
neath all language. And so, the joy is to stick a little straw down 
there and see if you can suck up some of that material, which 
apparently the soul of every living being needs. But sometimes, 
you know, many people feel it only in a funeral. You go to a 
funeral, and you hear these Christian words that the church 
has put together with the soul lying there. I’ve seen people 



weep again and again at a funeral, because they’re touching into 
something that the daily life doesn’t normally do. And maybe 
television provides a protection, so they don’t have to weep at a 
funeral anymore. I don’t know. 

AC: “ I don’t know” is a perfect way to start and end. 

RB: Hafez says, “Take this moment as a gift, for the distance 
between the lip and the mouth isn’t all that great.” ■

IN PERSON 

DOROTHY ALLISON AT JUMP- 
START PERFORMANCE COMPANY 

San Antonio, Aug. 5 

“Understand me,” writer Dorothy Allison 
says on her website. “What I am here for is 
to tell you stories you may not want to hear. 
What I am here for is to rescue my dead. 
And to scare the hell out of you now and 
then. I was raised Baptist, I know how to 
do that.” 

It was an admiring audience that wel- 
comed Allison to San Antonio’s Jump-Start 
Performance Company last Saturday night. 
And the stories she came to tell were not 
scary but overflowing with hope, compassion, 
and unbridled honesty. The author of critical- 
ly acclaimed works like Bastard out of 
Carolina, Skin, and Cavedweller, Allison was 
in San Antonio for Macondo, the annual gath- 
ering of writers launched by Sandra 
Cisneros. Allison’s appearance ended a week 
of workshops and seminars for Macondo 
participants (this writer among them). The 
Jump-Start performance was one of two pub- 
lic events featuring Macondo workshop lead- 
ers (poet and musician Joy Harjo was the 
featured writer/performer at a Friday night 



reading held at the Esperanza Peace & 
Justice Center). 

The Jump-Start Performance Company was 
named for Allison’s 1996 memoir, Two or 
Three Things I Know for Sure, about growing 
up poor and white in South Carolina, the hard- 
scrabble life she observed around her, and 
the wisdom and wry humor of those who 
most influenced her. 

“We don’t have a family Bible?” the young 
Allison asks her mother at one point. 

“Sometimes, we don’t even have a family.” 

Allison says she specifically wrote Two or 
Three Things I Know for Sure for a live audi- 
ence. This is clear upon hearing the work. 
Allison has an ear for talk, the rhythm and 
flow, the warm eloquence of those who have 
not learned how to use language from books 


but have depended on their good common 
sense and honest experience to tell their sto- 
ries. Jump-Start members Kim Corbin, Sandy 
Dunn, Monessa Esquivel, and Annele Spector 
ably brought the selected excerpt into full 
relief, performing against a backdrop of richly 
colored quilts. A paint-chipped picnic table 
served as a riser, a place to prepare laundry, 
a desk, and a table where Allison’s women 
gathered for talk. 

But the real treat was hearing Allison read. 
Besides an additional selection from Two or 
Three Things, Allison read an excerpt from her 
new novel, She Who. In this, she captured 
one of those rare, frank conversations. Two 
adult sisters revisit the events of their life 
over cans of beer with some regret and a 
whole lot of heart. These conversations usu- 
ally make no sense to anyone else; they’re 
steered clear of when you happen upon them 
in real life. But in Allison’s hands, listeners 
are drawn in, hearing two sisters who might 
not have understood each other as much as 
they thought they did, who were sorry for all 
they did and didn’t do, who came to realize 
that the people they most needed to forgive 
were themselves. 

In addition to Allison’s work, the Fire on 
the Mountain Cloggers revved up the crowd 
with their fancy footwork, and vocalist Lisa 


Suarez channeled Patsy Cline singing “I Fall 
to Pieces.” Farm Labor Organizing Committee 
President Baldemar Velasquez and San 
Antonio musicians Rudy Lopez and Chris 
Robles topped off the evening with a tender 
ballad for a fallen farmworker accompanied 
by a stunning film montage. But the other 
highlight of the evening was an excerpt from 
The New Orleans Monologues by Louisiana 
native C. Rosalind Bell. A production of The 
New Orleans Monologues will be mounted at 
the University of Puget Sound in November, 
where Bell will be an artist in residence for a 
semester. Her excerpt about Miss Elaine 
surviving first the hurricane and then the 
breaking of the levee was powerful, funny, 
tragic, and deeply moving. Though Bell pro- 
fesses that she is not an actress, it made 
no difference. Even a meager performance 
couldn’t have held back the lush words and 
images shared, once again, by a writer with 
an ear for language. By the time Bell 
reached the end of her piece, a glance 
around the theatre revealed audience mem- 
bers riveted in their seats, tears welled in 
their eyes, emotionally exhausted but hungry 
for more. 

“Remember them,” Bell said after the thunder 
of applause subsided. “Remember them.”

We had a very good time judging the Gumbo Contest at the FunkFest II benefit for Meals 
on Wheels and More at La Zona Rosa on July 28. Seven area Cajun/creole restaurants pre- 
sented samples of their distinctive gumbo recipes to the crowd and the judging panel, while 
authentic zydeco rocked the house. Here are the results: first place, Gene’s New Orleans 
Style Poboys & Deli (1209 E. 11th, 477-6600); second place, Hoover’s Cooking (2002 
Manor Rd., 479-5006; 13376 Research, 335-0300); third place, Louisiana Longhorn Cafe 
(200 E. Main in Round Rock, 512/248-2900); crowd favorite that didn’t place, Uncle 
Boudreaux’s (11007 Hwy.

For more than 20 years, La Reyna Restaurant 
and the adjoining La Reyna Bakery on South 
First delivered a one-two punch of fresh, home- 
made Mexican food and first-rate Mexican-style 
baked goods. La Reyna Bakery served as a hub 
of the neighborhood, with a stream of custom- 
ers stopping in for fresh flour tortillas, bread, 
pan dulce, cookies, and pastries. The constant 
bustle, piped-in Tejano accordion music, and 
festive aroma of baking always lent La Reyna 
an oddly pleasing, Christmas-in-July air, com- 
plete with red-and-green decor. 

Much to the dismay of longtime customers, 
proprietor Vicente Hernandez sold the bakery 
half of the business in the Nineties and retired. 
Or, rather, he tried to; when his daughter Linda 
Herrera bought a struggling Eastside Mexican 


restaurant in 2006, Hernandez came out of 
retirement and began baking his mouthwater- 
ing tortillas, breads, and treats again, to give 
his daughter’s new place a boost. Eventually, 
Herrera adopted the full La Reyna menu, creat- 
ing a new version of the winning restaurant/ 
bakery combination. 

Now both the Eastside La Reyna location 
and the South First original are carrying the 
full line of baked goods again. Topping sales 
are the bestselling Pan de Huevos, small round 
loaves of lightly sweet egg bread topped with 
broken swirls of yellow, white, or chocolate 
icing. My longtime favorites, the light-as-air, 
pineapple-jam filled Novias come a close sec- 
ond in popularity, followed by the pumpkin, 
apple, and pineapple-filled empanadas. Myriad 
other pastries, cookies, and flans fill the dis- 
play cases, and La Reyna’s distinctive “light 
and fluffy” home-style flour tortillas are avail- 
able, as well.

ARABESQUE: A TASTE OF MOROCCO, TURKEY, & LEBANON 


by Claudia Roden 
Knopf, 352 pp., $35 

Back in 1968, 

Claudia Roden intro- 
duced American read- 
ers to the wonders of 
Arab cuisine with her 
groundbreaking, Book 
of Middle Eastern Food 
(revised in 2000). 

With Arabesque, she 
concentrates on three 
regions: Morocco, Turkey, and Lebanon. Turkey 
is especially exciting, since it is a cuisine to 
which Americans have had little exposure. While 
Turkey is not technically Arabic, it is Muslim, 
and all three regions share ingredients from 
a relatively common palette while producing 
dishes that are unique and distinctive. 

Organized by region, Arabesque contains 
150 recipes, many of which are reworked ver- 
sions of the originals from her previous books, 
simplified for the Western kitchen. All recipes 
are made with precooked couscous and frozen 
phyllo, and tagines are cooked in braising pans. 
The introductions read much like a travelogue, 


transporting the reader into the medina (mar- 
ket) and souk (spice market) alongside Roden 
in Fez, Beirut, and Istanbul. History and culture 
are thoroughly addressed as major influences 
on the cuisines. There are 93 stunning color 
photographs to seduce the reader and visually 
reinforce the dishes. Recipes are clearly and 
logically constructed and produce clean and 
balanced flavors from simple technique. 

For Texas readers, there are many refreshing 
salads and mezes that are excellent in our sul- 
try weather: a grated cucumber-and-mint salad 
with orange-blossom water; chilled leeks with 
egg and lemon sauce; a roasted red pepper, 
tomato, and apple salad with onion and garlic. 
There are plenty of nonmeat dishes in this 
book to make vegans downright giddy. 

Lamb, poultry, and seafood are all well-repre- 
sented, as are sides and desserts. (The pista- 
chio cake with rosewater syrup and the lemon- 
yogurt cheesecake are both as good as they 
sound.) Roden has written a book that the home 
cook can attack by region or blend dishes from 
with ease. A masterful work, Roden’s Arabesque 
is a winner in every respect. - Mick Vann

Sipping From the Spigot 


The time has come for the great boxed-wine challenge 

BY WES MARSHALL 


A quick show of hands: How many of you open a $20-plus bottle of wine each night? How 
many carefully age their wines for measured maturity? When you pop the cork, do you finish the 
whole bottle? If not, do you notice how it just doesn’t taste right the next day? 

The truth is most people drink their wine on the same day they buy it. Most people prefer 
good-quality, inexpensive wines and stay loyal to the brands they like. And most people have 
variable rates of wine consumption: maybe a glass tonight, maybe three tomorrow. Plus, since a 
half-empty bottle of wine goes stale after just one day, they end up drinking subpar wine. 

The Australians and Europeans solved all of these problems years ago with one elegant solu- 
tion. They take a good-quality wine; put it in an inert, vacuum-sealed bag; drop the bag in a box; 
and place a spigot on the side. In Australia, for instance, 54% of wines sold are box wines. 

Imagine dining in a nice European trattoria or brasserie and ordering a carafe of the house 
wine. It would be a simple, unpretentious wine made for casual consumption. That’s what you’ll 
find in the best box wines. They are always priced popularly, with 3-liter boxes (equivalent to four 
bottles of wine) normally running $10-20. Best of all, you can take as much as you want and not 
worry about the wine oxidizing by the next day. It will keep in the box for months. 

Early on, box wines had a cheesy reputation in the U.S. As Evan Goldstein, a master sommelier 
and author of Perfect Pairings (University of California Press, $29.95), told me: “You’re lucky you 
weren’t doing the box-wine challenge 10 years ago. The wines tasted like plastic.” I’d go a step 
further and say they tasted like you were sucking them through a $2 garden hose. 

When fellow Food writer Mick Vann recently asked me which box wines I would recommend, it 
got me thinking. I’ve tasted a couple of box wines that really caught my attention. Both FishEye’s 
Pinot Grigio ($14) and the Target stores’ California Chardonnay taste like the grapes they are 
made from, unhampered by oak, and they are young, fruity, and crisp. But I wondered what other, 
if any, box wines a crew of knowledgeable wine tasters would pick. Are any box wines worthy of 
a place in America’s refrigerators? I decided to put it to the test. 


The Process 


We asked the biggest wine distributors to 
send us every box wine they carried. The 
complications started when we used the word 
“box.” Things have gotten more convoluted 
since Three Thieves came out with the Tetra 
Pak, which is like the juice cartons kids use. 
Adult juice, indeed. Anyway, the industry term 
for what I was looking for is “bag in a box. ” We 
ended up with (gulp!) 50 wines. 

Next up was picking the experts. I wanted 
some parity among disciplines, and I knew 
that I wanted to start with the three Austinites 
who had won the Texas Best Sommelier 
awards (see “Austinites Sweep Texas Sommelier 
Competition,” Sept. 8, 2006): Devon Broglie 



of Whole Foods, Craig Collins of Prestige Wine 
Cellars, and Scott Cameron of Avan te Beverages. 
I also wanted some experienced winemakers. 
Jim Johnson of Alamosa Wine Cellars not only 
makes great Texas wine; he has worked at some 
high-end California wineries like Heitz and St. 
Francis. Mark Penna is making stellar wine 
for Damian Mandola but also has the experi- 
ence of actually making this style of wine from 
when he was the winemaker at Ste. Genevieve. 
Two retailers from Twin Liquors: our budding 
TV star Ross Outon (soon to be seen on the 
PBS reality series The Winemakers ) and Martin 
Aechtemacht. I invited two consumers. Steve 
Tipton is on the board of the Wine & Food 
Foundation of Texas and owner of one of the 


top wine cellars in the city The other consumer 
was my brother-in-law, Stephen Aechtemacht 
(Martin’s father), because he actually regularly 
drinks boxed wines. The last two slots were 
chef spots: one for a current chef, Charles 
Mayes of Cafe Josie, and another for a retired 
chef, the Chronicle’s Vann. 

(Let me jump in here with an important 
oversight. When our Food editor makes a mis- 
take, she calls it the “off-with-my-head depart- 
ment.” Well, get your guillotines sharpened. 
I didn’t notice until we were posing for our 
picture that I had completely forgotten to give 
this group a gender option. I left out female 
wine professionals and consumers. So sorry. Be 
careful with that axe, Eugenia.) 

Broglie was kind enough to get us a place for 
the box-off at the Whole Foods Market Culinary 
Center. It was a first visit there for most of us, 
and we were all bowled over at how beautiful 
and functional the place is. Not only did they 
treat us kindly and let us dirty a hundred or so 
of their wine glasses, but they were considerate 
and helpful, even though they had a private 
cooking class going on at the same time! 

We tasted the wines in varietal groups: Pinot 
Grigios, Chardonnays, other whites, Merlots, 


Rub Elbows With Really 
Smart Wine People 


Last August, three Austin-area wine experts swept TexSom: the Texas 
Sommelier Conference Competition. Devon Broglie, Craig Collins, and 
Scott Cameron brought home the gold and apparently one other prize as 
well. This year, TexSom will be held in Austin, at the Four Seasons Hotel, 
on Sunday and Monday, Aug. 19 and 20. The exciting news is that most 
of the proceedings are open to the public. 

Now, lest you be timid about attending such an august conference, you 
should know that the Sunday classes are aimed at anyone interested in the 
specific area under discussion. There will be classes on Alsace, the Rhone, 
Western Australia, dessert wines, and wines from U.S. states that don’t 
touch the Pacific Ocean. Each class costs $35, or you can go to all five for 
$100. Not only will you get some education, but they’ll be pouring samples 
of the wines. And master sommeliers get some pretty good samples. 

On Monday, TexSom is inviting the public to a grand tasting ($75). 

This is a terrific opportunity to taste wines alongside some of the smart- 
est wine people on earth. Imagine being able to ask a master sommelier 
for recommendations on wines or trips or restaurants. These are people 


who make the pleasures of the table their life’s work, and the depth of 
their knowledge will amaze you. 

In fact, achieving even the first levels of the master sommelier is 
daunting; finishing the process is nearly impossible. Only six candidates 
in the U.S. have passed on the first go-round. The last was Paul Roberts, 
at the time a UT grad living in Houston but now the wine manager for the 
French Laundry in California and Per Se in New York. He’ll be among the 
teachers passing on his knowledge and experience. As will the hilarious 
Guy Stout, currently Texas’ only master sommelier. Besides our native 
sons, 20 other master sommeliers and masters of wine from around the 
country will be attending, so this is a great chance for wine lovers who 
want to expand their knowledge. 

The event is sponsored by the Wine & Food Foundation of Texas, one 
of the most active nonprofits in the country when it comes to educating 
the public about the delights of wine. Their board of directors obviously 
understands that one way to educate the public is to have more educa- 
tors. Hence the opportunity for oenophiles to demonstrate their knowl- 
edge by having a master sommelier certification. 

If wine fascinates you and you love to learn, you won’t find a better 
opportunity. Tickets are available now at www.texsom.com/registration.htm.

Cabernets, Shirazes, and other reds. Instead of 
using a 100-point scale, we decided to use the 
system that most wine competitions would use. 
A wine could receive any of four rankings. We 
defined gold as a wine that we would happily 
buy and keep around the house for personal con- 
sumption. Silver meant we’d buy it for parties, 
cooking, and infrequent drinking. Bronze meant 
we would happily drink it for free at someone 
else’s party. No medal meant we wouldn’t even 
swallow the stuff; we’d spit it out. 

The competition was conducted double 
blind. Here’s how that works: Four volunteers 
poured the wines in another room and brought 
them in pitchers so no one, myself included, 
knew which wines we were drinking. Then, to 
keep us all honest, for each varietal, we slipped 
in real glass-bottle wines in the $15-20 range to 
see if the experts could tell the difference. 

The good news is that out of 50 wines, only 
eight averaged “no medal.” The vast major- 
ity rated bronze, which is a definite step up 
from the original box wines. The bad news is 
that, with the exception of three categories, 
our judges picked the bottle wines as the top 
in their varietal. Remember, none of us knew 
what he was tasting, which just goes to show 
that you still mostly get what you pay for. 
However, there are some exceptions. 


And the Winners Are 


Our goal was to find any box wine that 
could stand up against its glass brethren, and 
we found three that were absolute knockouts. 
They were the winning Cabernet, Merlot, and 
other white. 

Our final step was to bring the Top 3 wines 
in for a face-off. Still, none of us knew what he 
was tasting, other than a Cab, a Merlot, and 
an other white. We were aiming for Best Red, 
Best White, and Best of Show. For the red, all 
but one judge chose the Cabernet, so all that 
remained was to choose between the Cabernet 
and other white for the Best of Show. 

This was the crowning moment of our run 
through 50 wines, so excitement was in the air. 
Our first three judges voted Cab, signaling a 
trend. But then the next three picked the other

white. Things teeter-tottered through the rest of the judges, and 
the final vote was ... a tie. We decided to award a Best of Show 
to both wines. 

That’s when we finally got to see what we had picked. 

1) Seeberger Riesling ($16 for 3 liters) is made in 
Germany and full of crisp, appley Riesling flavors. The fact 
that it’s a low 10% alcohol makes it a perfect Texas summer 
wine. Ross Outon summed up his reasons for picking the 
Seeberger: “The only note I wrote down as I tried the win- 


ning white wine was, ‘Riesling ... best white.’ That says it 
all. It was varietally correct enough for me to pull out blind, 
and it was also balanced and well-structured ... and I’d 
drink another glass.” Devon Broglie was equally ecstatic: “I 
felt like it had a crisp, clean finish. This is a wonderful sum- 
mer white and the definition of summer quaffing wine! I am 
going to start keeping a box in the fridge just on principle!” 
Seeberger is available at most HEB stores, although based 
on Devon’s opinion, I bet we’ll be seeing it at Whole Foods 
in the near future. 

2) Powers 2003 Columbia Valley 
Cabernet Sauvignon ($20 for 3 liters) 
is made by Badger Mountain Vineyard 
in Kennewick, Wash. Their main opera- 
tion is organic, but for this less expensive 
wine, they must rely on nonorganic fruit. 

This wine easily could be mistaken for 
a $15-20-a-bottle Cabernet. It is 100% 

Cabernet that has seen time in real barrels, 
something you hardly ever find in wines 
less than $15 a bottle. That’s positively 
amazing for a wine that works out to the 
equivalent of $5 a bottle. Winemaker Jim 
Johnson commented that it is “the perfect 
box wine, appropriate color, nice nose. It 
finishes dry, and the fruit is bright, for- 
ward, and squeaky clean. Very well-made.” 

I agree. The Powers was my favorite wine of 
the entire contest. It is available at Grape 
Vine, Spec’s, Whole Foods, and Whip In. 

The other top wine was Hardys Stamp 
Merlot ($16 for 3 liters). Hardy Wine Co. is a huge Australian 
company with more than a dozen brands. For the Stamp line, 
winemaker Peter Dawson blends his wines using fruit from all 
over Australia, then puts the same wines in his bottles as in 
his boxes. The box wines come at a discount because making 
and shipping the wine costs so much less than using glass and 
corks. Their Merlot is velvety with just a touch of green-pepper 
aroma and quite rich for the price. Vann loved it. “This red is 
sippable or can go with just about any food,” he said. “For an 
out-of-a-box wine, this is just what the doctor ordered for that 
glass-a-night before bedtime or ideal for the feast for friends.” 
Hardys Stamp Merlot is only available at Spec’s. 

News You Can Use Next Time 
You Go to the Store 

Another trend that we noticed was that a few brands showed 
well in almost every varietal. This is convenient because once 
you get the image of the label fixed in your mind, you can rest 
assured that you have a good chance of finding decent wines no 
matter the grape. 

For instance, the highest ranked brand was Wine Cube, a 
brand sold only at Target stores. They placed in the top tier 
for their Pinot Grigio, Chardonnay, and Shiraz and in the third 


tier for their Cabernet. These wines are line priced at $16, 
making them the equivalent of $4 for a regular 750-milliliter 
bottle. 

I was surprised at the strong showing for Delicato, which 
placed in Pinot Grigio, Chardonnay, Merlot, and Cabernet. 
Delicato has been advertising all the awards they’ve been win- 
ning, but I’ve never been convinced. Well, they’ve obviously 
invested the time and money in really raising the quality of 
their wines. That goes to prove why critical tastings should 
always be double blind. 


Other labels showed well. Box Star is an Australian brand 
that placed in Chardonnay, Merlot, Cabernet, and Shiraz. 
Black Box wines also did well in the box-off, placing with their 
Chardonnay, Merlot, and Cabernet. And Rain Dance placed in 
the top tier for both their Chardonnay and Shiraz. 

So Should I Sell My Collection of 
First Growth Bordeaux and Buy Boxes? 

First and foremost, wine is food, and just like most of us can’t 
and don’t eat lobster and caviar every night, we’ll also never 
be in the $100-a-night wine club. Although the idea is appeal- 
ing, after a while you’d be lusting after $500 bottles. Instead, 
relax, and know that a good wine at a bargain price is a thing of 
beauty, one that we all should be excited to find. 

Does it matter if it’s in a box? Of course it does. On the 
plus side, you can pour as much as you want and know that 
the rest will stay nice and fresh, just awaiting your next pour. 
You’ll also save some money by avoiding the price penalty for 
bottles and corks. 

The minus side is that you might feel embarrassed in the check- 
out line. What will they think if they see me with a box wine? 

Just smile, take comfort in your intelligence, and tell them 
you read it here: Good wines do come in boxes. ■

KOTOWSKI SEEKS 
'FORGIVENESS' IN AUSTIN 

It wasn’t a good day for writer/director 
Mariusz "Mark” Kotowski. One of his lead 
actresses was home sick, and the Austin 
rains wouldn’t end. But the shooting went on. 
Kotowski is an interesting newish face in the 
Austin film scene, shooting his first fiction fea- 
ture, Forgiveness, around Austin. The story fol- 
lows two women, one Jewish and the other 
Christian, who discover their families’ histories 
are intertwined through events of World War II. 
Kotowski, a native of Poland, was a choreogra- 
pher in London before studying directing at 
New York University. Why the move to Austin? 
“New York is too busy, and I needed a 
change,” he says. “Austin is the same as 
Poland.” Kotowski’s first film, a documentary 
titled Life is a Dream in Cinema: Pola Negri, 
tells the story of Polish actress Pola Negri, 
who grew up in a small town and went on to a 
Hollywood career and torrid personal relation- 
ships with Charlie Chaplin and Rudolph 
Valentino. She spent her last days in San 
Antonio. Kotowski hopes Forgiveness will be 
the first of a slate of features shot in Austin. 

'MANDY LANE' WELCOMES 
RELEASE DELAY 

Facing a very limited release by the 
Weinstein Co. this month, the Bastrop-shot 
horror flick All the Boys Love Mandy Lane 
received instead a stay of execution and prom- 
ises of a wide release early next year by its 
new U.S. distributor, German-based Senator 
Entertainment. The company is also behind the 
star-studded independent film Fireflies in the 
Garden, which recently lensed in Austin with 
Julia Roberts among the leads. According to 
The Hollywood Reporter, the Weinsteins, who 
purchased the low-budget film right after its 
premiere at the Toronto International Film 
Festival, saw danger signs in a downturn in the 
teen-horror-film market. Chatting after the film’s 


showing to strong buzz at the South by 
Southwest Film Festival in March, director 
Jonathan Levine told this columnist that the 
filmmakers looked for inspiration from two very 
Texas efforts, the original The Texas Chain Saw 
Massacre and NBC’s series Friday Night Lights, 
as well as John Hughes’ teen films from the 
1980s. “We thought it was interesting to take 
that [teen film] model and graft a horror film 
onto it,” Levine said.

The budget is reportedly around $1.5 
million and marks the debut of writer/direc- 
tor/producer Travis Knapp... John Singleton 
has signed on to direct the true-life Tulia, star- 
ring Halle Berry and Billy Bob Thornton in 
the adaptation of Nate Blakeslee’s book 
Tulia: Race , Cocaine , and Corruption in a Small 
Texas Town about an incident in 1999 when 
10% of the Texas town’s black population was 
dubiously arrested. Look for it to likely shoot, 
ouch, in Louisiana in the late fall...

SXSWCLICK WINNERS 

“When we are in love, all is possible,” 
intones the mousy, Parisian narrator of Dan 
Brown’s irresistibly love-struck short film 
“Pierre.” “To make it to the moon ... is only 
halfway there.” 

Brown’s film, which flawlessly melds live 
action with CGI to create 8V2 minutes of 
romance that recalls Amelie by way of 
Ratatouille, took the Grand Jury Award at 
the fourth annual SXSWclick film festival, 
the year-round offspring of the South by 
Southwest Film Conference and Festival. 

Juried by actor Kal Penn (The Namesake ), 
Mr. Show's Bob Odenkirk, indie doc helmer 
A.J. Schnack ( Kurt Cobain: About a Son), 
and bloggers Agnes Varnum and Violet 
Blue, among others. SXSWclick pulled in 
more than 1,000 entries this year, paring 
them down to a final five films, which range 
in tone from Will Elliott’s coy meditation

THE SAGA OF THE U.S.S.

With August comes Discovery Channel’s 
Shark Week, and with Shark Week comes a 
great wave of shark-related titles by profit- 
minded video labels. But this isn’t just anoth- 
er August, since the current tsunami brings 
the long-awaited video debut of docsploita- 
tion legend Blue Water , White Death (1971), 

Peter Benchley’s bible for Jaws, the only 
work of intentional cinema verite ever to play 
Tarantino’s QT Fest, and the first 35mm film 
to capture great white sharks in their habitat, 
exhibiting their natural and justly celebrated 
cage-chewing behaviors. 

While its genuine scientific and historic value remains more secure than Shark Week faves 
like Air Jaws, Anatomy of a Shark Bite, or Robo Shark just by virtue of having documented 
these previously elusive predators for the first time, Blue Water's real importance lies in how 
it threw off the guise of “educational” filmmaking worn by the Jacques Cousteau and Walt 
Disney nature films to simply travel the globe in search of big fucking sharks. While no one 
on the mission appears to be an actual scientist, the crew does include a folksinger, and he 
rates significantly more time on the soundtrack than an authoritative narrator who pretty much 
disappears after an initial barrage of factoids about old Carcharodon carcharias. So aside 
from spotting details Wes Anderson lifted for The Life Aquatic, we learn very little to contextu- 
alize or augment what we see, and it’s entirely probable that the film’s difficult-to-watch whal- 
ing footage constitutes a much more important historical and scientific record than anything 
involving the sharks. But no matter: What we see kicks ass. 

As in all great pornography, the longer the sequences of “good stuff” stretch out in disre- 
gard of dramatic or rhetorical necessity, the nearer the work approaches a technical beatitude 
of pure abstraction. Any shred of scientific or even documentary pretension falls away in an 
ecstasy of whipping tails and swirling fins, as the lithe precision of editor John Maddox’s mon- 
tage loses itself in color, shape, and motion. All of which is to say, squalophiles and experi- 
mental-film nerds alike will want a full box of tissues close at hand. 

The same cannot be said for the utterly mistitled Mission of the Shark, which promisingly 
concerns the 1945 sinking of the U.S.S. Indianapolis, made notorious by a chilling Robert 
Shaw monologue in Jaws. Starring John Boy, Mike Hammer, and that dude who shouldn’t have 
quit NYPD Blue after one season, this lame cable original represents the opposite end of the 
Shark Week cash-in spectrum, with nearly as much time spent in a courtroom as in the water. 

The production’s sad prosthetic dorsal fin barely sees any action, and I count only three dis- 
tinct shots of a distinctly nonthreatening shark, only one of which also includes people in the 
frame, while the other two get plugged in repeatedly to represent different sharks. Of course 
there’s a proud history of this editorial technique in cheapster exploitation fare, but delivered 
here without particular elan or skill, the fish appears as a reluctant celebrity drawn in less by 
chum than contractual obligation. - Spencer Parsons

Revisiting Renaissance man Robert Thom's prolific and hellish Hollywood visions

The opening credits include the American International 
Pictures logo followed by “James H. Nicholson and Samuel Z. 
Arkoff Present.” Any longtime film fan instantly knows what 
this means. AIP was the Saks Fifth Avenue, the Wal-Mart, and 
the discount dollar store of exploitation drive-in productions all 
at once. It released the best and the worst of these movies, nur- 
tured Roger Corman, and had the longest tenure among similar 
independent studios. 

Just before the film begins, while these titles are still running, 
we hear the sound of jungle music. The first shot is a close-up 
of a gold statue; then, the camera pulls back to reveal a grand 
hallway of traditionally great art, including paintings, furniture, 
and statuary. The first shot is synchronized with the soundtrack 
of Johnny Weissmuller’s famous Tarzan call and the sound of 
drumming. 

Finally, the camera lurches around to a stairway as a 
voiceover begins. A sweet but strangely toned voice lilts: 
“What is your first memory? My first memory is that my par- 
ents were perfect.” 

The camera heads up the stairs, past artwork to shelves of 
clothes neatly laid out, mostly sweaters except for a row of rid- 
ing boots on the bottom. It continues across the room to display 
a case full of equestrian medals and statues and then along a 
wall of photographs of such notables as Eisenhower and LBJ. 
It tilts down to some bathrobes and bedclothes strewn on the 
floor leading into the bathroom. In the shower are a young man 
and an older one soaping themselves up. 

The voice says, “It’s not true that my father was a homo- 
sexual,” as the drums keep going. 

Now the film’s title appears. Depending on which print 
you’re watching, it’s either Angel, Angel, Down We Go or Cult of 
the Damned. Soon, the camera will plunge into a more modem 
art: rich crayon lines wrapped around a photo collage. 

Angel, Angel Down We Go (the title I prefer) is a masterpiece of 
fingemails-on-chalkboard cinema. Its layered contradictions are 
not only the ideal way to introduce the film but also its maker, 
Robert Thom, who wrote and directed. If it were all he had ever 
done, I’d honor his career. But there is much more. 

The eerie voice belongs to a young lady, the notably unat- 
tractive daughter of fabulous parents . . . except that Dad likes 
young men and Mom adores, well, Mom. A 20-year-old Holly 
Near plays the girl. Yes, that Holly Near, she of protest songs, 
political concerns, and women’s music. Near managed her 
own record label and was an early and very open champion of 
lesbian and feminist music. Over the years, she has recorded 
songs with Cris Williamson, Mercedes Sosa, Pete Seeger, Arlo 
Guthrie, Rhiannon, Brian Green, Inti-Illimani, and Ronnie 
Gilbert (of the Weavers). 

Now as active and engaged as ever, Near talks of how she began 
performing at the age of 8 and at the age of 21 was appearing in 
Hair on Broadway. Biographies of her mention appearances on All 
in the Family, The Partridge Family, and The Mod Squad. In 1969, 
she entered the theatre-arts department at UCLA. 

But Near never talks about how that same year she starred in 
Angel, Angel, Down We Go. None of the write-ups on her mention 
it, either. This not only comes as no surprise but also demon- 
strates common sense and good taste. 

In the film, she is deliberately made up to appear as outra- 
geous, ugly, and bizarre as possible; it is crucial to the charac- 
ter’s trajectory. Even if this weren’t the case, she would pale 
next to her mother, played by the beautiful Jennifer Jones (in 
one of her last roles). In every conceivable way, Near is framed 
and presented in the context of Jones, dooming her to looking 
even less attractive by contrast. 

The story is about a poor little rich girl who, as a child, is left 
with a waiter to take her to the airport for an international flight 


because her parents are busy. Dad is 
often seen with a naked young man 
whose lower half is hidden behind a 
pool table. Dad adores her, but not 
really. Mom loves to use her because 
she looks even more magnificent stand- 
ing next to her daughter. 

The plot involves first the daughter 
hooking up with the lead singer of a 
band of too-hip crazies 
who are drug-loving 
anarchist spirits.

Fellow band members include Lou Rawls 
and a hyperkinetic Roddy McDowall. 

There is sex, drugs, music, skydiving, 
dysfunction, disappointment, and ever 
more unsettling scenes as the film delib- 
erately spirals out of control. As with any 
masterpiece of nails-on-the-chalkboard 
cinema, about halfway through you find 
yourself thinking the same questions over 
and over: “Who the hell is the audience 
for this film? In making it, whom did they 
think would enjoy seeing it?” 


In cultural histories, there are people 
who pop up at different times in different 
places doing different things but always 
in a way that is influential and notable 
enough that they became legends. Oscar Wilde wrote plays, 
poetry, and novels as well as being a famed man-about-town. 
Robert Frank shot photos, was a cinematographer, and made 
his own films. Leonard Bernstein conducted, wrote plays, and 
composed music. 

Sometimes, however, the sporadic appearances are not 
drawn together. Although the creator makes any number of 
important cultural contributions - and though they might be 
noted separately - no fame or legend is attached; no mythol- 
ogy grows. Rather, time and history leave the name behind. If 
one of the most significant contributions of this artist was in 
popular media innovating street culture, the odds are against 
recognition. If the aesthetic is pulp and outrage, often they are 
deliberately ignored. 

Robert Thom pops up in a variety of places during the 
course of his unique career. He graduated from Yale, where 
he was regarded as a promising poet and playwright. He took 
over writing the play version of Compulsion after Meyer Levin, 
the book’s author, had a falling out with a producer. Two of 
the first mainstream Hollywood movies to acknowledge the 
beat generation were written by Thom. He co-authored epi- 
sodes of The Defenders and the television play The Legend of 
Lylah Clare, the latter directed by Robert Aldrich and adapted 
to the screen for one of his odder movies in 1968. The film

followed the director’s Hush ... Hush, Sweet Charlotte by a 
few years and was made right after The Dirty Dozen and right 
before The Killing of Sister George, so the term “odder” is not 
being used lightly here. 

The late Sixties through the mid-Seventies were a time 
when exploitation drive-in movies were America’s true ren- 
egade cinema. In many ways, speaking in cinematic language, 
they were almost as one with mainstream films. In many 
other ways, however, they were unique unto themselves, 
combining politics and sex, creating or reinventing genres 
(biker movies, women-in-prison films), and yielding, both in 
front of and behind the camera, at least two generations of 
filmmakers who would mature into some of the medium’s 
greatest talents. 

Thom wrote the scripts for four of the most significant 
and best of these movies: 1968’s Wild in the Streets (D: Barry 
Shear), 1970’s Bloody Mama (D: Roger Corman), 1975’s 
Death Race 2000 (D: Paul Bartel), and 1975’s Crazy Mama (D: 
Jonathan Demme). 

When I first wrote about Robert Thom for the Chronicle in 
October 1984, my lead went something like this: “Uptown 
Beatniks, Hollywood Bohemians, Classic French Literature,

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American Sub-cultures. Racine and Kerouac, art and Acid.

At Yale, his dissertation was a verse play published in 1956. 
The next year, Thom’s off-Broadway play, The Minotaur, star- 
ring Dean Stockwell and Janice Rule, opened at the Westport 
County Playhouse. Thom married Rule; they had a baby girl and 
soon divorced. (Rule would become a therapist and was later 
married to Ben Gazzara.) 

□ 

In 1956, Levin had published a novel titled Compulsion based 
on the Leopold and Loeb case in Chicago, where those two 
well-off young men murdered a 14-year-old distant cousin of 
Loeb’s more or less out of curiosity. In 1957, Levin began work- 
ing on adapting his novel for the stage. Levin was fired after 
conflicts with the producers, and Thom was brought in, largely 
rewriting the play. It ran for about five months. 

In 1959, 20th Century Fox released the film version, which 
did not credit Thom. (Hitchcock had already tackled the 
Leopold and Loeb case with Rope, released in 1948. Director 
Tom Kalin remade Compulsion as Swoon in 1992.) He still 
ended up in Hollywood. He received script credit on two signifi- 
cant releases in 1960. His script for The Subterraneans was the 
first film adaptation of a Jack Kerouac novel. The film starred 
Leslie Caron, George Peppard, Roddy McDowall, Jim Hutton, 
and Rule. The score was by Andre Previn, who also appears in 
the film along with Gerry Mulligan, Art Pepper, Carmen McRae, 
Shelly Manne, and Art Farmer. That same year, All the Fine 
Young Cannibals was released. Leonard Maltin’s TV Movies likes 


neither of these films, noting of the latter, “Cliches abound in 
this romantic soap opera that was actually inspired by the life of 
jazz trumpeter Chet Baker (whose role is played here, somewhat 
improbably, by [Robert] Wagner).” 

During the early Sixties, Thom mostly worked as a televi- 
sion writer, authoring scripts for The DuPont Show of the Week 
and Kraft Suspense Theatre. Thom wrote several scripts for The 
Defenders. In 1962-’63, he won an Emmy for co-writing the epi- 
sode “The Madman” with the show’s creator, Reginald Rose. 

Esquire published a story of Thom’s titled “The Day It All 
Happened” about a pop star becoming president. He was 
hired to transform the story 
into a film script. Wild in 
the Streets, released in 1968, 
earned some surprisingly 
good reviews. One in The New 
York Times, credited to Renata 
Adler and Vincent Canby, 
noted, u Wild in the Streets 
is a kind of instant classic, 
a revved up La Chinoise or 
Privilege for the drive-ins 
in summertime.” The film 
starred Christopher Jones, 

Shelley Winters, Diane Varsi, 

Hal Holbrook, Richard Pryor, and Millie Perkins. Perkins’ 
most famous role was also her first, that of Anne in The Diary 
of Anne Frank. Previously married to Stockwell, she would 
become Thom’s second wife. 

The next year, Thom wrote and directed Angel, Angel, Down We 
Go. After its failure, he went to work for Roger Corman, writing the 
script for Bloody Mama, which Corman directed. When Corman 
transitioned to producer, Thom ended up writing two scripts for 
him. Death Race 2000 is regarded as one of the great American 
exploitation films. Although not as well-known, Crazy Mama is an 


even better movie. Bartel and Demme told me that Thom’s scripts 
were grotesque and fantastic but also completely unfilmable. 
Although rewritten, much of their greatness remains his. 

As I said about Angel, if Thom had only written these four 
films, my interest in his work would not suffer. Horror films 
are often about the nuclear family, exposing that underneath 
a facade of normalcy there is something terribly wrong with 
it. The true horror in Thom’s world - when contrasted with 
the insane and usually bloodthirsty shadow family ( The Hills 
Have Eyes, Texas Chainsaw Massacre) - is that the nuclear 
family has no facade and there is no normalcy. In and of 

itself, it is as terrifyingly inhu- 
man as any band of canni- 
bals. Only instead of carving 
up bodies, the family destroys 
souls. (Only Crazy Mama 
transcends this, because in 
director Demme’s hands, it 
becomes a compassionate, 
feminist black comedy.) 

The line between entertain- 
ment, politics, and violence 
is gone. There are moments 
when the most common of 
popular culture offers observa- 
tions (often through exaggeration) not readily available else- 
where. Thom is holding up a truly twisted fun-house mirror, but 
one that reflects reality. ■ 

Author's note: Robert Thom, who died in 1979, wrote only a couple more 
films. The Witch Who Came From the Sea, starring Millie Perkins and 
directed by Matt Cimber, is supposed to be the most interesting of these and 
among his best scripts. I haven’t seen it. 

This is the first of several articles on Thom that will appear sporadically and 
on no set schedule.

Rebels, Rogues, and Rascals

First there was Holly Hunter coming to the 
small screen as a tortured woman sought by 
an angel to save her sorry soul in Saving Grace 
(TNT). Then there was Glenn Close, whose 
bloodcurdling turn as Patty Hewes in the new 
FX series Damages is as ruthless and scary as 
they come. Now there’s David Duchovny in 
the new Showtime series Calif ornication. Three 
extraordinarily flawed characters you just can’t 
take your eyes off of. All on TY all in new sum- 
mer series, and all on cable. 

Close’s Hewes is the truly evil of this trio, 
while Hunter’s Grace is at least struggling with 
what’s right and wrong. As for Duchovny’ s 
Hank Moody - well, this is where it gets inter- 
esting. There is something about an actor who 
can play a type-A ass, still appear vulner- 
able, and, more astonishingly, likable. (You 
might want to throw in James Woods as 
Sebastian Stark in Shark, but honestly, 
Sebastian Stark as “likable”? Intriguing, 
annoying, brilliant, and devilish, maybe. 
Likable, not so much.) 

Hank Moody is a New York writer 
transplanted to California when his suc- 
cessful novel is turned into a film. 

This would appear to be a dream 
come true, except Moody’s book, God 
Hates Us All, is transformed 
into a film titled A Crazy 
Thing Called Love, a 
lame movie that bears 
little resemblance to 
his original work. 

The film is a disap- 
pointment to Moody. 

So, naturally, it’s a 
huge box-office suc- 
cess. This allows 
him a comfortable 
lifestyle and all the 
women he could pos- 
sibly want. The prob- 
lem is he only really 
wants one woman, 

Karen (Natascha 
McElhone), his 
ex-wife and the mother of their 12-year-old 
daughter, Becca (Madeleine Martin). Karen 
says she’s through with Moody - she’s gotten 
herself engaged to another man just to prove 
it. But Moody finds it difficult to take no 
for an answer. In the meantime, he sleeps 
around, eats poorly, and when his agent, 
Charlie (Evan Handler), goes to the trouble 
of setting him up with a nice woman, he sets 
about cruelly dismantling her sunny disposi- 
tion, made worse by its striking accuracy. On 
top of all this, he can’t write. He’s starting 
the slow slide into oblivion, another low blow 
coming with an offer from his agent to write 
a blog for an L.A. glossy. Literary snob that 
he is, he sneers at the suggestion, but when 
he sits down late at night to try and tap out 
a few thoughts, the only word that comes to 
him is that one, all-purpose expletive ending 
in a hard “k.” 


Like Duchovny’s Fox Mulder, there is a sly 
wit present in Hank Moody, but that’s where 
the comparison ends. Though Moody knows 
he’s burning out, he is at a loss as to how to 
stop himself. A helping hand might come from 
his daughter, who appears to be the only per- 
son who gets him. But who knows? Only one 
episode of the series has been revealed, but it 
appears well worth following. That’s saying a lot, 
given the wealth of new programs out there.

Snake Eyes Vinyl, East Austin’s little g 
shop of hardcore, will close its doors Aug. < 

19. The essential DIY punk and metal out- | 
let, which opened at 1211 E. Seventh in 
2004, is looking to relocate on Burnet Road, South First, or somewhere in between. “I need more 
support from the surrounding businesses,” says owner Rebecca Hubinsky, who will continue to fill 
orders through the store’s website (www.snakeeyesvinyl.com) and possibly host shows around town dur- 
ing its transitional period. Snake Eyes Vinyl hosts the last of its renowned in-store performances 
Thursday, Aug. 30, with Bloody Phoenix, Pretty Little Flower, 50/50, Here Comes Trouble, and 
Saixxiabis. On the other side of town, Woody’s South, the nondescript South Austin venue and res- 
taurant run by Woody Wiedeman, formerly of Room 710, has shut down permanently. “Mondays 
were a good time for us there,” says Jeff Pinkus of his band’s infamous Honky Hour residency at 
the club. “I guess we’ll let Dale Watson keep Mondays at the Continental Club. That up-and-comer 
could use the practice.” 



EXPLODING, IMPACTING 


Belaire’s colorful debut LI? Exploding, Impacting, has undeni- 
able universal appeal. The quartet, led by the twee-pop of twin 
sisters Christa and Cari Palazzolo (pictured), is close to 
closing a deal with Quince Records for a Japan-only release 
coupled with a few additional tunes. Single “You Really Got Me 
Goin’,” meanwhile, will be featured on French compilation Tape 
That, due in the UK this fall on Third Side Records, which 
has also expressed interest in releasing the full album.

O Preserving and celebrating diverse musical and cultural traditions, Chicago’s Old Town School 
of Folk Music is celebrating its 50th anniversary with the release of the second and third volumes 
in its storied Songbook collection on Bloodshot Records. The 2-CD, 42-song set includes James 
Hand’s version of “Corrina Corrina,” the Western swing standard attributed to Boston’s Mississippi 
Sheiks and popularized by Bob Wills & His Texas Playboys in 1940. The Smithsonian 
Folkways Recordings commemorates the Playboys, along with Memphis Slim, John Sebastian, 
the New Lost City Ramblers, and more, on Down Home Saturday Night, a compilation chronicling 
the evolution of the house party through various forms of regional roots music typically performed 
at social gatherings. 

O After fronting Hot Club of Cowtown with Whit Smith and backing both Willie Nelson and 
Bob Dylan, violinist Elana James is finally flying solo - nationally. The soulful songstress’ epony- 
mous debut, where she trades a few fiddle lines with Texas Playboy Johnny Gimble, has been 
picked up by North Carolina’s Redeye Distribution. James will hit the Great Lakes Folk Festival 

in Michigan this weekend alongside Grupo Fantasma before returning home to the Continental 
Club for a series of happy-hour performances to close out the month. 

O Tish Hinojosa is adding another language to her catalog. The Tex-Mex singer-songwriter 
recently moved to Hamburg, Germany, with her new husband, whom she met during her European 
tour in 2004. 





LIKE A VIRGIN 

Transforming the Pimlico racetrack 

into an eco-friendly live-music venue, the 
second annual Virgin Festival attracted 
more than 70,000 people to Baltimore 
this past weekend. The two-day event was 
scant for originality and shade from the 
heat and rain but was loaded with big 
names, most shared with Lollapalooza 
in Chicago, and one of the best sound 
systems in recent memory. Tattooed and 
troubled UK siren Amy Winehouse actu- 
ally showed up Saturday, but her lethargic 
performance paled in comparison to 
Regina Spektor’s charming and comical 
solo set, highlighted by a gorgeous cover 
of John Lennon’s 
“Real Love.” Fellow 
Austin City Limits 
2007 act, Sweden’s 
Peter Bjorn & John 
bombed, while the 
Beastie Boys nearly 
stole the show, 
mashing up funky 
instrumentals 
(“Electric Worm,” “Off 
the Grid”) from their 
latest, The Mix-Up, 
with live staples 
(“Sabotage” and 
“Remote Control”), 
despite the III 
Communication dur- 
ing “Heart Attack 
Man.” “We fucked 
that one up,” Mike 
D laughed. “It’s on 
the third or fourth 
record. Go home, 
and listen to it. It’s 
a good one.” 

Headliners the 
Police, on the other 
hand, never missed 
a beat, tearing 
through “Message in 
a Bottle” and 
“Roxanne” with razor- 
sharp precision and 
revamping classics 
“Wrapped Around 
Your Finger” and 
“When the World Is 
Running Down.” 

Sunday’s exhila- 
rating dance party 
was an all-day affair, 
beginning with Dan 
Deacon’s Where’s 
Waldo? electronic 
routine, followed immediately by Girl 
Talk’s bastardized party blends, which 
paused only when Gregg Gillis fell on 
his laptop, and concluding with the 
Crystal Method and M.I.A. Spoon’s 
visceral indie pop overlapped with 
Explosions in the Sky’s ethereal, 50- 
minute suite, climaxing with 
“Catastrophe and the Cure.” Bad 
Brains were more dub than hardcore, 
while Yeah Yeah Yeahs’ sprawling art- 
punk anthems, led by Karen O’s spar- 
kling and relentless masquerade, 
proved a beautiful mess. Wu-Tang Clan 
still ain’t nothing to fuck with, and clos- 
ers, the Smashing Pumpkins, struck 
with a vengeance from the revolutionary 


march of “United States” to Billy 
Corgan’s rendition of “The Star- 
Spangled Banner.” 

Unlike this past weekend’s free 

Ozzfest at the Verizon Wireless 
Amphitheater or Ice Cream Man’s choc- 
olate-coated philanthropy (see “What’s So 
Funny About Peace, Love, and Ice 
Cream?” Sept. 15, 2006), the Virgin 
Festival’s corporate sponsorship did little 
to bolster the event’s appeal or lower the 
ticket and food prices. “Festivals need to 
have the personality of the location,” DFA 
labelhead James Murphy, whose LCD 
Soundsystem brought its Sound of Silver 
to both Lollapalooza and the Virgin 
Festival, pointed out backstage. 

Considering 
Saturday’s 100- 
degrees-plus temper- 
ature and the lack of 
local emphasis, the 
Virgin Festival might 
as well have taken 
place at Retama 
Park in Selma. 
Destination festivals 
need to offer some- 
thing unique, exclu- 
sive, or both. It’s a 
formula that the 
Austin City Limits 
Music Festival has 
mastered in recent 
years, while 
Transmission 
Entertainment’s 
Fun Fun Fun Fest - 
which is expanding to 
two days, Nov. 3-4 at 
Waterloo Park, and 
five stages, including 
the dance tent - will 
feature a one-time- 
only reunion of 
Murder City Devils, 
along with Neurosis, 
Against Me!, Youth 
Brigade, Sick of It 
All, Madball, 
Riverboat 
Gamblers, 

Complete Control, 
the Delgado’s Emma 
Pollock, Final 
Fantasy, White 
Denim, and Zykos, 
as well as all previ- 
ously announced 
acts (see “Off the 
Record,” July 6). 

The fact is that 
there are more music festivals in the U.S. 
than ever before. Ghostland Observatory 
will play three different events during ACL 
weekend, Sept. 14-16, alone, along with 
the Wall of Sound Festival the following 
Saturday in Fort Worth. C3 Presents, like 
California’s Goldenvoice Concerts, which 
books Coachella and the Stagecoach 
festivals during consecutive weekends in 
May, is branching out into the country cir- 
cuit this year with the inaugural Big 
State Festival in College Station, Oct. 
13-14, featuring Willie Nelson, Lyle 
Lovett, and 50 others. One thing’s cer- 
tain: When it comes to music festivals, 
the best destinations are already in our 
back yard.

Rosie Flores searched the world to find Texas again

Rosie Flores sits facing the audience at 
Patsy’s Cowgirl Cafe in South Austin, plump, 
red roses adorning her jet-black hair like a 
crown, rhinestone boots tapping to the beat. 
Her version of Patsy Cline’s “1 Fall to Pieces” 
fills the air. 

Because of severe tendonitis in her left hand, 
it’s been six months since Flores played guitar, 
but on this balmy, mosquito-swarmed Texas sum- 
mer night, she’s glowing as couples twirl in front 
of her and her twopiece band. It’s also Friday 
the 13th, and on this notoriously superstitious 
night, it’s only fitting that Flores has returned to 
the stage, and to Austin. Her life - and her career 
- has been one of luck, some of it tough. 

Flores is a storyteller and her past a country 
song: an endless round of gigs, late nights in 
rough bars, heartbreak, and miles of road in 
between. It’s not hard to envision her tapping 
those cowboy boots onstage at the Grand Ole 
Opry, alongside Johnny, Dolly, or Loretta. At 
the point in her career 
that Flores found herself 
in Nashville, signed to 
Warner Bros., she lived 
out that country dream, 
touted as the “female 
Dwight Yoakam.” Since 
the label couldn’t figure 
out how to market her, 
however, she was subse- 
quently dropped. 

That changed little in 
Flores, who’s remained 
an eclectic, punk- and 
rockabilly-loving coun- 
try fan who happens to 
be Mexican-American. 

Her voice is both elegant 
and rough, high and lonesome, predestined 
to waft out of honky-tonks around the world. 
Always one to go with the flow in order to 
survive, she’s never forgotten her musical foun- 
dation. Or the state she always finds herself 
returning to. 

Gilded Palace of Sin 

Flores was bom in San Antonio, 1950. 
When she was 7, her father began recording 
her singing, the youngster drawn to vocal- 
ists like Brenda Lee, Connie Francis, and, of 
course, Elvis. Five years later, her family moved 
to San Diego, and Flores picked up on the 
Beach Boys and the Beatles. Since her older 
brother was a musician and a blues-lover, she 
looked to him to teach her guitar. 

“I would knock on his door and say, ‘Can 
you teach me three more chords?”’ she remem- 


bers as we sit in the living room of her South 
Austin home. She runs a hand, nails painted 
turquoise, through her hair and smiles. 

At 16, she fronted her first band, an all-girl 
psych group called Penelope’s Children. Then 
she tried putting together a rockabilly band in 
the late Seventies, although, she notes, the guys 
she recmited still had beards and mustaches 
and were “San Diego surfers.” The band became 
Rosie & the Screamers, in which Terry Danko, 
brother of the Band’s Rick Danko, played bass. 

A song she wrote at the time, “Here’s to the 
Barroom,” would prove prescient: 

“ Here’s to the barroom 
And here’s to your dreams 
You can bury all your woes 
In the honky-tonk scene” 

By the early Eighties, Flores was playing 
the Thursday night talent show at North 
Hollywood’s famed Palomino Club. 

“If you were trying to 
make it, you could get 
onstage there,” she says. 
“After about four years, 

I started winning. Then 
I won, like, eight times 
in a row, and it was like, 
‘OK, I think I know how 
to do this now.’” 

The Palomino is also 
where Flores got tagged 
“The Rockabilly Filly.” | 
California proved o 
fruitful for Flores. In > 
1983, still playing with § 
the Screamers, she 
joined the all-girl, cow- 
punk, thrash-a-billy 
group the Screamin’ Sirens on lead guitar, 
along with rock critic Pleasant Gehman. “I had 
found my people,” she grins. Looking through 
Flores’ scrapbooks of show fliers and photos, 
it’s easy to see why. The Sirens were all camp, 
indulging in over-the-top outfits and equally 
amusing hairdos, quick-drawing songs about 
rock & roll topics A, B, and C, much of the 
subject matter autobiographical. 

“I answered an ad in the LA. Weekly, brought 
this pink six-stringed bass, and they hired me,” 
she shrugs. “I couldn’t play it very well, so I 
think they hired me on the look of the bass.” 
Flores pages through her scrapbooks, flipping 
past her playing with a very young Will Sexton, 
a September 1985 Spin magazine that boasts an 
interview with the Sirens, and pictures of the 
gals playing the infamous Club Lingerie in L.A. 
(“Boy, if those walls could talk”). Notorious for 
their wild, panty-flashing live shows, they had a

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fairly predictable fan base, composed of mainly 
“older men or really young men.” 

“When we would play, there would be three 
rows of men,” she chuckles. “The best part was 
being part of this really amazing scene that was 
starting in L.A.” 

Los Lobos, Rank and File, Lone Justice, 
Jane’s Addiction. Flores says that when their 
record deal came a-callin’, the band was con- 
flicted about whether they were just a joke 
band or not. 

“I tried to get them to be better players,” 
she says. “They’d say, ‘People already like us,’ 
and I said, ‘Yeah, we’re good, but we could be 
really good.’” 

The Sirens lasted two albums and roughly as 
many years. In 1986, she signed to Warner Bros. 

“They called me a singles deal,” she explains. 
“That’s kind of how they did it in those days. If 
the single gets lots of radio play, then they go, 
‘Oh, let’s do an album!”’ 

"I'm either too edgy or not 
edgy enough/' she laughs, 
her eyes twinkling. "I don't 
know that I've ever been too 
edgy for rock & roll, but I've 
been too edgy for country/' 

She cut an album with Dwight Yoakam’s 
longtime producer, Pete Anderson, part of the 
deal being that she tone down her look. 

“The ripped fishnets, the fuchsia hair ... I did 
need a litde toning down. I came in there, and 
they were like, ‘How about one belt instead of 
three?’ I tried to be more of a glamorous biker 
cowgirl chick, and that’s when Manuel came in.” 

That’s Manuel Cuevas, who worked along- 
side Nudie Cohn. We look through her Cuevas 
originals, fringed, sequined, and heavily bejew- 
eled C&W suits that could probably knock 
someone unconscious if wielded properly. Like 
most ladies, she has a story for every outfit. 

“I got to wear the pants Gram Parsons wore 
on the cover of [the Flying Burrito Brothers’ 
Gilded Palace of Sin]. I could say I finally got 
into Gram Parsons’ pants.” 

Honky-Tonk Blues 



Robert Christgau wrote this review of Rosie 
Flores’ self-titled debut: 

“Her slighdy husky voice one-third promise 
and two-thirds self respect, she doesn’t even know 
how to put on airs about not putting on airs. All 
she does is deliver 10 songs that are worth her 
while, which from Reba McEntire or George Jones 
these days would qualify as a miracle.” 

The 1987 debut yielded the single “Crying 
Over You,” making her the first Latina to have 
a hit on the country charts and earning her a 
nomination for Best New Female Vocalist by 
the Academy of Country Music. LP standouts 
like “God May Forgive You (But I Won’t)” and 
“Midnight to Moonlight” lassoed her country 
roots, but album sales weren’t what the label 
expected, and a second single fizzled. Two 
years later, she was dropped.

Rosie on dating guys in bands: “I think musicians are dreamy. I 
won’t date guys in my own band - historically, it’s been a major 
disaster on both ends.” 

On Nashville: “A town with a soulful history of songwriters, record- 
ing studios, and record labels. I believe that George Jones is the 
last of the great country singers in that city, and I wonder along 
with him when he sings, ‘Who’s gonna fill their shoes?”’ 

On being a woman in a man’s world: “Businesswise, at times, I’ve 
found it difficult to communicate with the men in the suits without 
being judged for simply being a woman who knows what she wants 
and needs to get it. As a musician and artist, I’ve always been 
made to feel like one of the boys.” 

On Austin: “Home is where the heart is; we’re a perfect match.” 

On Rosie: “Perez or O’Donnell? Rosie Flores ... oh, well, she’s 
a different kind of animal. That chick rocks, but man is she 
goofy. But, seriously folks, I’ve been blessed and have lead a 
charmed life while enduring the everlasting struggle for suc- 
cess. Bring it on!” 


“I didn’t sound enough like Reba McEntire, which is never 
what I’ll sound like,” she relates. “I did Carl Perkins and Wanda 
Jackson songs because I wanted to show I had respect for the 
genre, k.d. lang came along, and they decided to go with her. 

“I was never really good at playing the game in Nashville. 
I think it’s a man’s world there. When I finally got my shot, I 
wanted it to be right. When they got in there and tried to make 
me someone I wasn’t, I never felt right about it. It’s like painting 
a picture, and someone says, ‘Can I hold the brush while you’re 
painting?’ 

“But I don’t have any regrets. They put me on the map in a lot 
of ways. You just move on.” 

So she moved: to Austin in 1988, then back to L.A., where her 
HighTone Records career started. 1992 brought After the Farm, 
and 1995 produced Rockabilly Filly, which is considered one of 
her best and features two of her idols, Janis Martin and Wanda 
Jackson, the latter of whom she brought out of retirement that 
year. More touring. A stint with a shady booking agent and the 
disappearing money act. More touring. She made a Christmas 
record. She moved back to Austin. She played around town and 
put together a local all-girl group with Cindy Cashdollar, Sarah 
Brown, Marcia Ball, and Lisa Pankratz called HenHouse. Her 
mother passed away. She started taking pain pills and sleeping 
pills to cope with the grief. More touring followed. 

“I would wake up every day and just think, ‘I feel like shit.’ 
Everything hurt. My eyelashes hurt. I had fallen in love with this 
guy in Nashville, and it was not working for me. ... I’d have to 
do a shot of tequila before a show just to get through a gig. I 
was just going, going, going. I had no energy except for getting 
laundry done and getting back in the van.”

Moving back to Austin last year, for the third time, was an act 
of replenishment for Flores, physically and mentally. 

“When I was living in Nashville, it was so easy to just get in 
the van and tour and tour. I felt like I could cleanse if I could 
just stop.” 

So she stopped. And as she did with Wanda Jackson, she’s 
now giving another one of her idols a chance at a comeback. 
Flores recently produced Janis Martin’s new album, recorded in 
Blanco with Cornell Hurd and Beau Sample, among others, and 
the singer’s story is a familiar one for Flores. When Martin was 
sweet 16, she was dubbed the “female Elvis Presley” by RCA 
and was headed for stardom. A year later, she became pregnant, 
and the label promptly dropped her. 

“She was such an incredible talent,” Flores remarks. “Even 
Colonel [Tom Parker, Elvis’ manager] wanted her. She was every 
bit as good as Brenda Lee. They were trying to sell her as this 
bouncy Goody Two-shoes.” 

When she was 35, Flores 
learned she was pregnant. 

Since Flores had just parted 
ways with the Sirens and was 
on the verge of a solo career, 
a first-time manager told her 
that having the baby was 
not wise. Years later, Flores 
happened to pass the clinic 
in California where she had 
gone, and she thought about 
the son or daughter who might have been sitting in the passen- 
ger’s seat. Tears overtook her for hours, until she had to play 
a show later that night. She stands in her kitchen; gig posters, 
guitars, and memorabilia surrounding her; unmarried and with 
no children; and she does not seem bitter. More like wistful. 

“I know I would have been a great mom,” she says. ‘At the same 
time, it’s like, ‘Why did I let this person tell me what I should 
do?’ Well, I think she believed she was doing the best thing. ... I 
wonder if that was the plan for me.” 

Whatever the plan, Flores’ career has been a slow dance, 
one of being close to fame for nearly 30 years but never quite 
attaining the wham-bam success that puts you on the cover of 


Rolling Stone for 15 minutes. Instead, she’s played music that 
feels right, on her own terms, and during the conversation, the 
word “edgy” keeps coming up. 

“I’m either too edgy or not edgy enough,” she laughs, her 
eyes twinkling. “I don’t know that I’ve ever been too edgy for 
rock & roll, but I’ve been too edgy for country. 

“I think of myself as a work in progress. I don’t know that I’ve 
written my best song or recorded my best album. I’m my own 
worst critic. Writing is my therapy, and a lot of my storytelling 
comes from a place of humor. I don’t know; maybe inside my 
head I’m a frustrated stand-up comic. 

“Still, I’ve felt driven from the age of 7 to stand in front of the 
mirror and sing. And I’ve kept going with the ups and downs. 
Sometimes I don’t know why, but I keep going.” 

Not for nothing, either. Aug. 31 was declared Rosie Flores day 
in Austin last year. This summer she taught at the first Girls Rock 
Camp (“The Girls of Summer,” June 29), mentoring a group of 
teenage girls that, in another lifetime or maybe even this one, 
could be the Screamin’ Sirens. Contributing to and narrating a 
National Public Radio documentary on the history of rockabilly, 
she also recently landed a song she wrote for Wanda Jackson on 
the HBO series Big Love. Currently writing her memoirs, as told 
through bizarre truck-stop candy she’s found on the road over 

the years, she plans to 
record three very distinct 
albums: one in Spanish, 
one jazz, and a straight- 
up rock album. 

As we sit in her kitchen 
downing glasses of red 
wine, she tells me about 
being punched out by a 
transsexual drug dealer in 
a New York City phone 
booth, about a drunken 
driver crashing through the front window of a San Diego club she 
was playing with the Screamers, and about falling and shattering 
her wrist in London so that she now has four screws in her arm. 
She shares these things on the eve of heading back out on the 
road, at age 57, to play more shows. 

She’s a survivor, and luck mostly has been on her side. And 
like all country songs that go walking after midnight down the 
path of heartache and broken dreams, there’s another chance at 
the end. 

“There’s always a chance for 10 more country songs,” she 
laughs. ■

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THE DERAILERS 

I/uder the Influence of Buck (Palo Duro) 

Since the departure of co-founder Tony 
Villanueva in 2004, the Derailers have 
foundered a bit. Searching for a way to 
keep their Beatles-meets-Bakersfield sound 
together, they’ve reached back to a primary 
influence with this collection of 13 songs 
associated with honky-tonk immortal Buck 
Owens. Simultaneously reinvigorating them- 
selves as well as fashioning an exception- 
ally listenable tribute to one of their biggest 
supporters, the Derailers prove they still can 
make music that touches the soul while 
setting dancing shoes to shuffle. There are 
some obvious choices - “Love’s Gonna Live 
Here,” “My Heart Skips a Beat,” “Together 
Again” - but also some surprises, like an 
almost psychedelic “Who’s Gonna Mow 
Your Grass” and the sweetly swinging 
“Down on the Corner of Love.” Villanueva’s

Hallowe'en Ball at the Oaks (API) 

The White Ghost Shivers hardly 
require a holiday to showcase 
spectacle, but never is the Austin 
troupe more in its element than 
at their annual Hallowe’en Ball. 

The event’s third incarnation, held 
last year at the Oaks in Manor 
and the first to be filmed, took 
the Little Rascals as its theme 
with the band outfitted as Our 
Gang, a sultry Celia Blue playing 
the role of Darla to her host of 
boys. Although the show doesn’t 
particularly deviate from the 
Shivers’ usual set of hot jazz and ribald string- 
band balladry, the cameras adequately capture 
the full antics of the band and fans, from the 
towering Shorty (cowlicked as Alfalfa) dancing 
through the crowd to the random underwear 
thrown onstage. Woodwinder Saturn steals the 


than going out in a blaze of strings, however, 
Coalinga sounds as if the band’s already 
resigned to its ruin. The album’s instrumental 
bookends constitute the 
only original numbers 
following the departure 
of principal songwriter 
Mario Matteoli, and 
the traditionals, though 
well-chosen, largely lack

VINCE BELL 

Recado (SteadyBoy) 

The listener- and 
radio-friendly “Labor of 
Love” is buried late in

Crafted with a sly ear for sage lyrics (“Ranch 
Land,” “Goodnight Lullabye”), Recado reverber- 
ates with lovely musicianship and gorgeous pro- 
duction by Explosives guitarist Cam King, but 
its subtlety makes it slow getting to the groove. 
Still, once “Labor of Love” tickles your ear, Van 
Zandt’s “Mr. Mudd and Mr. Gold” and “Even 
Cowboys Get the Blues” let you know you’ve 
been had by the best.

The fact that Austin honky-tonker Dale 
Watson is protesting Koch’s release of this 
album only attests to his workmanship. 

The Little Darlin' Sessions 1 sole problem 
lies in its antiseptic sound. According to 
Watson, these Sessions are a collection of 
unfinished roughs, but the truth is his voice 
never sounded better, and the musicianship 
is top-notch, particularly the pedal steel 
of legend Lloyd Green. Covering the Little 
Darlin’ recordings of label co-owners Johnny 
Paycheck and producer Aubrey Mayhew, 
who also produced this album, Watson 
commands the downtrodden opener 
“Touch My Heart,” the two-step “Jukebox 
Charlie,” and the classic “He Thought He’d 
Die Laughing,” as well as the remaining

SETH TIVEN 

Solitude (Rae Dell) 

Amazingly, it’s 
been six years since 
Dumptruck’s last 
disc, Lemmings Travel 
to the Sea.

he decided that the material was adventur- 
ous enough to be his first solo effort. Not that 
Dumptruck fans will be disappointed; there’s 
still more than enough of Tiven’s jangle and dis- 
heartened nature to satisfy everyone.

LEAD STORY 

A New Delhi glaciologist said in June that 
global warming in the Himalayas is at least 
partly responsible for the melting of the sta- 
lagmite in the Amarnath cave in Kashmir, 
which is one of Hindus’ holiest pilgrimage 
sites because the giant icicle is said to sym- 
bolize Lord Shiva (the god of destruction and 
regeneration), who is typically represented by 
phalluses. A caretaker of the site told Reuters 
that the stalagmite is melting rapidly, though 
it has varied in size from year to year, with the 
lean years thought to represent Lord Shiva’s 
displeasure about something. 

CAN'T POSSIBLY BE TRUE 

• Sweden’s English-language news outlet 
reported in June that the government’s employ- 
ment service had granted Roger Tullgren, 42, 
supplemental income benefits based on his 
illness of addiction to heavy-metal music. 
Tullgren (with long, black hair, tattoos, and 
skull-and-crossbones jewelry and who said he 
attended nearly 300 concerts last year) said 
he had been addicted for 10 years but finally 
got three psychologists to sign off on calling 
his condition a disability. His employer now 
permits Tullgren to play his music at his dish- 
washing job. 

• Ohio inmate Keith Bowles may spend the 
rest of his life in prison just because a fed- 
eral judge miscalculated Bowles’ deadline for 
appealing his case. Bowles was convicted of 
murder in 1999, and his federal petition for 
a writ of habeas corpus was denied in 2004. 
However, the federal judge wrote “Feb. 27” as 
the deadline for appealing (mistakenly, because 
federal rules gave Bowles only until Feb. 24). 
Bowles’ Feb. 26 appeal was dismissed as too 
late by the U.S. Court of Appeals and, in June 
2007, by the U.S. Supreme Court. 

• In June 1995, Gordon Wood, who would 
subsequently be charged with Caroline Byrne’s 
murder in Sydney, Australia, arrived at the 
morgue shortly after her body did, identified 
himself as her boyfriend, asked to see the body, 
and also asked, according to the attendant, “Do 
you mind if I look at her tits?” (The attendant, 
according to a police report reviewed by a judge 
during a June 2007 court proceeding, refused, 
and Wood was charged shortly afterward with 
having thrown the woman off a cliff.) 

INEXPLICABLE 

According to police, Derrick House and 
another man planned to kill four people in a 
1985 Chicago drug hit and needed a stranger 
to knock on the door so that House and his 
companion could gain entry. They paid teen- 
ager Charles Green $25 to do that, and House 
completed the mission. Green was convicted 
and imprisoned for “participating” in the mur- 
der. House got the death penalty but, as a 
result of legal challenges, was recently released. 
House’s companion was never convicted. Thus, 
the only one of the three still in prison 22 years 
later is the one who just knocked on the door. 
In August, a judge is scheduled to hear Green’s 
latest petition for a new trial. 

UNCLEAR ON THE CONCEPT 

According to U.S. government figures, 
Afghanistan’s opium crop produces more 
than 90% of the world’s heroin, but in July 
the country’s council of ministers began a 
crackdown on smoking tobacco in govern- 
ment buildings.

1) The registrar of Nigeria’s university 
entrance exams reported in May that almost 
2,000 of the students had been caught in 
cheating scams. 2) Arab researchers writing 
in the American Journal of Clinical Nutrition 
reported in June, not surprisingly, that Middle 
Eastern women who dress covering all or near- 
ly all their skin may have significant vitamin D 
deficiency due to lack of sunlight.

• 1) A star athlete at Brigham Young University 
was arrested in Provo, Utah, in June after 
police saw him angrily dueling with a street 
cleaner using the man’s mops. The cleaner had 
crossed a street slowly, provoking driver Kyle 
Perry to leap from his car, grab a mop, and 
swing it at the cleaner (who parried the attack 
with another mop). 2) The representative from 
Boulder, Colo., in the National Spelling Bee 
in Washington, D.C., in May was 14-year- old 
Miss “Maithreyi Gopalakrishnan” (that’s M-a-i- 
t-h-r-e-y-i G-o-p-a-l-a-k-r-i-s-h-n-a-n) .

Samuel Mirelez builds birdhouses like Michelangelo paints 
ceilings. Although most of the San Antonio resident’s cre- 
ations are replicas of famous buildings, each one is a master- 
piece in miniature. 

“If I had a favorite,” Mirelez says, “it would have to be the 
Kremlin in Moscow. I love making those onion-shaped roofs.” 

The Taj Mahal would be a close second. 

Born and raised in Kenedy, Texas, Mirelez was the son of a 
watchmaker and jeweler. All his life he has worked with his 
hands. "My parents wanted me to become an artist,” he says 
with a twinkle in his eye, “but I didn’t want to starve, so I got a 
real job.” 

After a stint in the Air Force during the Korean War, Mirelez 
went to work as an instrument mechanic on the airplanes at 
Kelly Field. Twenty years ago he retired from his job of 38 years 
to make birdhouses in his backyard shop. “I had to have some- 
thing to do,” he says. 

The birdhouses come in all sizes and shapes from the elab- 
orate to the simple. He has built the Eiffel Tower, the Chrysler 
Building, all of the San Antonio missions several times, the UT 
Tower, and Texas A&M’s administration building. He’ll even make 
a replica of your house if you bring him pictures. 

Of course, the more elaborate the structure, the longer it 
takes to build. The birdhouses range from a just a few inches 
tall with a single opening to 3- or 4-feet-tall purple-martin condo- 
miniums with 15 or more apartments. “The first Alamo I made I 
gave away because it was so ugly,” he says. 

The San Antonio missions are some of his biggest sellers, 
Mirelez says. He also specializes in castles that he copies from 
books or makes up from his imagination. Among his works are 
birdhouses made from coffeepots and plastic children’s toys. 
Hundreds of the birdhouses cover the yard of his home. 

Most of the buildings are made of prepainted, enamelized alu- 
minum paneling that he gets from friends who install siding on 
houses and aluminum carports. “I started making the birdhous- 
es out of wood,” Mirelez says, “but they rotted away after a cou- 
ple of years.” 

For a anniversary present to his wife, he used coffee cans to 
make a copy of the San Fernando Cathedral where they were mar- 
ried. “It rusted,” he says very matter-of-factly. “Aluminum won’t rust.” 

Mirelez says that his hobby started when he was a boy and 
carved toy airplanes out of wood. While he was working at Kelly 



Field, he made a few birdhouses for friends, and everyone liked 
them, so he kept experimenting. “It kind of got out of hand until 
I had to start selling them or giving them away,” he said with a 
big toothless smile. 

Mirelez caught the eye of Laura and George Bush while they 
were living in the Governor’s Mansion, and of the Bushes have 
been big fans ever since. A picture on his living-room wall shows 
a much younger Sam Mirelez proudly standing in front of the 
governor’s home in Austin. One year, the White House Christmas 
decorations included Mirelez’s birdhouses of the San Antonio 
missions. The Bushes also have a birdhouse of the White 
House at their home in Crawford. 

These days, Mirelez’s once-stout body has been reduced by 
the treatment for his liver cancer. He might have lost some of 
his strength but not his sense of humor. "For journalists I 
charge double; everybody else gets a discount for cash,” he 
says with a laugh. Watched over by his four children and his 
wife, Guadalupe, Mirelez is slowly getting his strength back. “I 
need to get back to work,” he says. “My most popular models 
are sold out.” 

Samuel Mirelez’s birdhouses are available in Austin at Yard 
Dog, 1510 S. Congress, and at Webb Gallery, 209 W. Franklin in 
Waxahachie. Because of his health issues, visitors to his house 
must be limited. To make arrangements for a visit, call

long as they buy a birdhouse,” as his daughter Yvonne smiles 
and rolls her eyes.

An Almost Holy Picture 

Zachary Scott Theatre's Whisenhunt Arena Stage, through Aug. 26 
Running time: About 2 hr. 

We all come to the idea of spirit in different ways. Samuel 
Gentle comes to spirit in three ways. The first occurs when 
one day while walking with his father both hear a voice from 
an unseen source say, “Follow me.” Second, he and many 
others experience an accidental loss of epic 
proportions. And finally, the devout Catholic 
and his wife, Miriam, suffer numerous miscar- 
riages before having a girl covered in downy- 
white, somewhat golden fur. Gentle loves 
his luminous daughter as life loves light. He 
and his wife shave her on Wednesday and 
Saturday mornings, but during the summer, 
for 10 weeks of vacation, they let her hair 
grow. They allow her to be who she is. 

The production values in this Equity presen- 
tation at Zachary Scott Theatre’s Whisenhunt Arena Stage 
are almost note-perfect. Designer Michael Raiford provides 
his usual simple yet striking set, this time composed of a 
large stone bench; a long, rectangular pit of dirt; nine jars; 
and a basin and cloth. Derek Whitener clothes the caretaker 
Gentle, played by actor Jamie Goodwin, in earth shades of 
brown and tan. Jason Amato could light a drama blindfolded 
while still hanging his always appropriate and atmospheric 
light. Director and Chronicle Arts Editor Robert Faires moves 
the play well around the Whisenhunt stage, never cheating 
any of the four sides. With the exception of some more often 
than not intrusive sounds, the technical production excels. 

But the production as a whole falls short. No question 
Heather McDonald’s got a good story, but her execution suffers. 




The script sounds like something written more as a novel than 
as a piece intended for live, direct-address audience perfor- 
mance. She telegraphs everything, so you can see everything 
coming, every plot point, every event, including the climax - and 
who among us wants to see a climax coming? The possibility 
exists that a director and an actor can overcome the deficits 
in such a script, and Faires and Goodwin surely try. Faires pos- 
sesses a keen sense of how and where a story turns, and he 
does everything about as well as it can be done in terms of 
having the staging reflect that. But good staging alone can’t 
overcome this material, and that leaves Goodwin. Goodwin is 
a professional actor - anyone who can hold a stage for close 


to two hours in a live theatrical performance is a professional 
actor - but here he seems to play the end way back at the 
beginning. And play it for a good part of the middle. And then, 
of course, he has to play it at the end, as well. 

The true difficulty lies in trusting material like this. 

Goodwin might be playing the end at the beginning because 
McDonald wrote it that way. He didn’t have any other choice: 
It’s all ending and no beginning! Either that or not enough 
beginning and way too much ending. Design, staging, an 
actor that can handle this much material - no one could ask 
for more. Well, you can ask for a good script. Which you most 
certainly won’t find in evidence here. - Barry Pineo

MuH lcTT uker Renta ih: 
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Disney's High School Musical 

R.L. Davis Auditorium at Texas School for the Deaf, through Aug. 12 

During the Zachary Scott Theatre Center’s production of Disney's High School Musical, 

I watched a 3-year-old escape from her mother’s arms into the aisle of the R.L. Davis 
Auditorium and start kickin’ and shakin’ it to the finale, “We’re All in This Together.” 

Bedecked in paraphernalia advertising the made-for-TV musical, the teenagers and ankle-bit- 
ers who made up the bulk of the audience sat next to their parents ready to sing along. 

Rather than “rama lama lama ka dinga da dinga dong,” this show’s song 
about togetherness has, well, actual words. But High School Musical is pretty 
much Grease with Disney having excised all the things that were rebellious 
in the earlier show - like gangs and sex - and repackaged the musical with 
sparkling-clean afterschool-special morals and Bop Magazine cover models. 
Zach’s production, however, explodes on the stage with cheerleaders and 
basketballs whizzing about as if the show were put in a blender with glitter, 
proving that the live version can beat out what’s in the box. 

The story begins with Troy Bolton and Gabriella Montez meeting at a kara- 
oke competition over winter break and harmonizing on a soft pop song about 
new beginnings. Hearing the graceful voices of Eric Ferguson as Troy and 
Sarah Becker as Gabriella is refreshing compared to the high-pitched and synthesized voices 
of celebutantes like, say, Hilary Duff. 

When Gabriella transfers to Troy’s school, she discovers he’s really a basketball jock, and 
he learns she’s really a math whiz. In an effort to shed their reputations, the two decide to 
audition for the winter musical, much to the dismay of their very own stock best friends and 
a hot-pink villainess named Sharpay. Well, no one ever said Disney characters were particu- 
larly original. (Or underprivileged, as can be seen in a new song based on cell-phone use 
that was not in the movie.) 

Troy’s father, who happens to be the basketball coach, has been browbeating him to win 
the next championship. The catchy number “Get’cha Head in the Game” hams up the idea 
with high school Globetrotters bouncing their basketballs to the beat and passing them 
between their legs or to one another in ways that aren’t being faked with special camera 
angles or cuts. These actors are quadruple threats: equally skilled at acting, singing, danc- 
ing, and dribbling. Sound designer Craig Brock’s screeching sneakers and gymnasium 
echoes here are reminiscent of Bjork’s “In the Musicals.” Choreographers Lisa Holmstrom 
and Robin Lewis intertwine cheerleading with dance in many of the songs, not just the obvi- 
ous cheerleading segments. 

Battle lines are drawn between theatre and sports, with the coach and drama teacher 
arguing over whether their students can spare time for such “nonsense.” Peer pressure from 
Gabriella’s and Troy’s respective social circles to maintain the status quo gets aggressive, 
but the couple’s desire to sing and dance turns out to be much greater. 

Ultimately, this Disney drama is about acceptance of individuality with the added notion 
that “in the theatre, anything is possible ... you can be anything you want to be.” This is 
especially true for director Dave Steakley’s “student body” here, which is brimming with 
eager virtuosos. Some of the young actors are still taking their first steps into high school 
while others are attending college in the fall. You would never be able to tell that this is 
the first production for a handful of them, which attests to the level of talent possessed by 
these young adults - more than many of their prefab Disney counterparts. And more than 
enough to get you dancing in the aisles. - Patti Hadad

AMOA: A CENTURY IN PICTURES AND 
24 SUMMERS AT BARTON SPRINGS POOL: 
PHOTOGRAPHS BY WILL VAN OVERBEEK 

Ninety important American images combined with 
Overbeek’s vibrant color prints survey a spectrum 
of genres including still lifes, landscapes, portraits, 
and street scenes. The 90 works will showcase art- 
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'New American Talent: 

The Twenty-Second Exhibition’ 

Arthouse at the Jones Center, through Aug. 19 

Where last year a colorful tape installation by Rebecca Ward invited passersby into Arthouse, 
this year hangs a colorful painting with familiar colorful lines. Walking through “New American 
Talent: The Twenty-Second Exhibition,” you notice a significant difference, as 
there are three general sections. Behind the reception desk, you see colorful 
works dealing mostly with landscape; in the front area, you can generally find 
drawings; and in the third room, photographs create the bulk of the work. So 
like the previous installments of “NAT,” there is a variety of media presented, 
as there is no one school of thought influencing young artists today. 

Even with the three separate sections, elements have a strong presence 
that refers to identifying a location. Color and paint are used heavily in 
describing landscapes. The drawings use line to delineate an identity. The 
photographs isolate locations and render an identity. Not completely segre- 
gated, some works shout out their allegiance to other work across the three sections. 

An Austin-centric grouping of landscape concerns, Rebecca Rothfus’ construction cranes 
on the horizon match Joseph Phillips’ slabs of property in both color and relation to develop- 
ment. Jenene Nagy’s and Candace Briceho’s pods flank Phillips’ plots of land. Together with 
Elizabeth Saveri, this group provides piecemeal landscape in the form of islands. 

One of the few extra-dimensional works acts like those most simplified. Wonjung Choi’s 
installation of phantom fish-creatures constellate in the back hallway, interconnected with 
lines of beads. A similar composition can be found in the dotting icons and marks of Elwyn 
Palmerton’s ink drawings. The linear elements also recruit John Hovig’s and Felice Grodin’s 
systematic diagrams. Coincidentally, all of these artists’ drawings are ink on mylar. 

As entertaining as Damian Gilley’s video is, the visual action of the dancer contrasts with the 
stoic character of the background. William Hundley achieves a similar effect with his floating fab- 
rics. The foreground elements outshine the rest of the image, but by doing so, they describe what 
would otherwise go unnoticed. The dual videos of Yanira Cartagena demonstrate a body displaced 
from what can be construed as hiding places. Again, defining what would otherwise be overlooked. 

Although juror Anne Ellegood may defer to the requisite language about the artist free-for- 
all used in large juried shows like “NAT” exhibits, the work suggests something otherwise. 
The mapping strategy of a lot of the work creates identity, as in the figurative work not men- 
tioned here, but it also begins to define structure. If you’re lost, more than likely you will try 
to orient yourself. Looking for markers, describing your surroundings, inspecting details, all in 
an attempt to figure out which way to go. 

If artists have been wandering without direction, forcing jurors to choose work based on 
their personal interest as evidenced in recent “NAT” shows, then perhaps this year reveals 
artists inching toward some cohesion. The exploration of urban development and redevelop- 
ment, as in the landscape works, acts as an admission that we are reaching capacity, even 
when there is still distance between neighbors. Drawing maps, using lines to describe paths 
and boundaries, recording where we have been, also defines where we have failed to ven- 
ture. Rediscovering or, if you must, recontextualizing those places that we experience every 
day can help remind us that we are where we need to be. It’s not a return to basics, but per- 
haps we are witnessing a return to structure. - Salvador Castillo

Long ago the ancestors of the 
Roma left northern India, and they 
have journeyed ever since. Ten 
million Roma - or gypsies, a term 
some reclaim and 
some reject - still 
share a language 
and culture but are 
settled all over the 
world. Billed as the 
“Gypsy Caravan,” 
five bands travel 
across America 
making music 
from across the 
Romani diaspora: the traditional 
music of Maharaja, from India; the 
powerhouse vocals of Macedonia’s 
Esma Redzepova, officially dubbed 
“Queen of the Gypsies” in India 
in 1976; the flamenco stylings of 
Spain’s Antonio El Pipa; the festive 
folk of Romanian ensemble Taraf 
de HaTdouks (seen in Tony Gatlif’s 
Latcho Drom and endorsed in the 

film by Johnny Depp); and boisterous brass band Fanfare Ciocarlia. 
Documentarian Dellal follows the tour intimately, interweaving footage 
(some of it shot by the indefatigable Albert Maysles) from the stage 
and from the road with backstories for each artist in his or her own 
homeland. We learn that several have brought electricity and rela- 
tive prosperity to their villages and that making gypsy music is an act 
of cultural, emotional, and economic survival. Periodically the film’s 
sound recordist, who is an American Rom, steps in as a foil for the 
travelers, who vex their tour manager by sneaking off to smoke and 
fish in the pond outside a coliseum in Ann Arbor, Mich. Backstage the 
groups have their differences, but over the course of the film, there is 
a coming-together, based on the shared soul of the music and dance. 
Whimsical and absorbing, the film offers vibrant performance scenes 
spliced with thoughtful consideration of the Romani identity. Dellal 


crafts the stories of key players: Redzepova and her husband fostered 
47 children; Taraf’s 79-year-old lead violinist supports a family of grand- 
children but is faced with ill health. This is not a concert documentary 
- it’s rightfully more expansive in scope but may frustrate audiences 
when Dellal cuts away from a number so that we hear but do not see 
it - yet there are moments of transcendence onstage, including a jam- 
session finale. Throughout, the ebullience and passion of the music 
gives viewers a point of entry into what it means to be Roma, part 
of an ancient culture in a modern world - including Austin, a stop on 
the tour. (The 7:50pm show on Friday will be introduced by Dr. Ian F. 
Hancock, director of the Romani Archives and Documentation Center 
at UT and ambassador for the world’s Roma to the United Nations 
Economic and Social Council and UNICEF.) - Marrit Ingman

BECOMING JANE

Jane Austen could spot a phony. Her 
novels (including Pride and Prejudice and 
Sense and Sensibility) frequently expose 
impostors and the trouble they cause. As 
a result, Austen would not have been a fan 
of Becoming Jane. To read Austen’s work is 
to experience the grandeur of pure fantasy, 
with your feet firmly planted in the reality of 
the human heart. To watch Becoming Jane 
is to experience the lure of romance, while 
clenching your fists at the lack of a qual- 
ity payoff. It’s like going on a date with a 
charming flirt only to be deprived of a good- 
night kiss. A sort of Shakespeare in Love 
without the wit or the daring, Becoming Jane 
takes historical liberties to portray the early 
days in the life of Austen. The filmmakers 
develop a known flirtation into a desper- 
ate love affair with distinctly Austen-esque 
machinations. In this world, young Jane 
is nearly indistinguishable from Elizabeth 
Ben net, the heroine of Pride and Prejudice. 
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Jane (Hathaway of The Devil Wears Prada) 
lives with her parents and siblings in a 
romantic house on the rolling English coun- 
tryside. Always writing, she’s unaffected 
by the attentions of men until she meets 
brash young lawyer McAvoy (The Last King 
of Scotland). Complications and chaos 
ensue. Embracing every Austen trope, the 
story includes a couple’s hatred for each 
other that turns into affection, a wealthy old 
woman who tries to control her heir’s mar- 
riage, class struggle, and the ongoing pres- 
sure to marry well. But watching Becoming 
Jane is the ultimate tease. All the elements 
are in place - the beautiful windswept 
countryside, the handsome rebel, the head- 
strong lady - but they don’t fit into place. 

It’s Austen without the Austen. The love 
story isn’t believable, the complications are 
forced, and worst of all, I barely cared about 
who Jane ended up with. I even started to 
sympathize with Mr. Wisley (Fox), the awk- 
ward suitor with a large bank account repre- 
senting all that Jane despises: marrying for 
money not love. I found myself wishing that 
Jane would choose him just so the movie 
would end. At a solid 120 minutes, the 
twists and turns begin to wear after the first 
hour. Taking liberties with someone’s life is 
risky business. In fictionalizing the story of 
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Austen, the filmmakers didn’t go far enough. 
Becoming Jane attempts to please the pur- 
ists and the dreamers, but only results in 
disappointing both. - Toddy Burton

DADDY DAY CAMP

There’s a certain irony in the fact that 
the formulaic kiddie pic Daddy Day Camp 
was filmed in Provo and Park City, Utah 
- the latter town being the gathering spot 
for the Sundance Film Festival, Robert 
Redford’s annual celebration of indepen- 
dent filmmaking. Though we see little of 
Park City aside from the mountain tops, 
Daddy Day Camp represents the kind of 


filmmaking that is regarded as a scourge 
by most Sundance attendees. A follow- 
up to 2003’s feeble Daddy Day Care, the 
sequel aims low and barely hits its self- 
chosen mark. Evidence of the filmmakers’ 
blase attention to detail arrives at the out- 
set as Daddy Day Care's leading combo of 
Eddie Murphy and Jeff Garlin are replaced 
by a different pair of an average-sized black 
guy and oversized white guy: Gooding and 
Rae. Same characters, different faces, no 
Pamela Ewing having a dreamland epipha- 
ny. Having established in the first film the 
success of their male-run day-care center, 
it’s now time to send the kids off to camp. 
However, the Camp Driftwood of Charlie 
(Gooding Jr.) and Phil’s (Rae) childhood has 
become a dump, and their kids long to go 
to upscale Camp Canola, run by the hammy 
villain Lance Warner (Munro), who trauma- 
tized Charlie at camp decades ago. So 
Charlie and Phil buy the dilapidated Camp 
Driftwood, try to spiff it up, ignore the 
inspector’s warning about a methane leak 
in the toilets (you can smell the forthcom- 
ing joke from a mile off), and attempt to 
retain campers who ditch for Camp Canola. 
Charlie even enlists his spit-and-shine mili- 
tary dad for help. But despite cute kids, 
tough dads, and problems controlling bed- 
wetting and farts, Daddy Day Camp should 
just limp off to the nurse’s tent and call it 
quits. If we were judging on a flatulence 
scale, Daddy Day Camp would earn at 
least three farts. But on the star scale, 
the wind kind of gets knocked out of its 
sales. - Marjorie Baumgarten

The work of the great Spanish painter 
and engraver Francisco Goya (1746-1828) 
stands forever as a marker between the 
worlds of the old masters and the new 
modernism. As a court painter to the roy- 
als, Goya managed, somehow, to imbue 
his portraits of the nobles with touches of 
subversive commentary. His royal connec- 
tions kept him afloat both monetarily and 
politically, as there were many who regard- 
ed much of his work - especially his hallu- 
cinatory engravings which depicted a wide 
range of horrors - as blasphemous. Goya 
was a witness to his turbulent times, which 
were colored by various European revolu- 
tions and warfare, as well as the waning 
decades of the Spanish Inquisition. In his 
voluble imagery we can glimpse the hypoc- 
risies of the clergy and the nobility, the defi- 
ciencies of the Enlightenment, and the fatal 
destiny of the citizenry to become defense- 
less pawns in the power struggles of their 
leaders. These are the ghosts referred to 
in the film’s title. Goya’s Ghosts is not a 
biopic of the artist, nor is it a study of the 
Inquisition or historical epic, aspects that 
many viewers have condemned the film for 
failing to achieve. The film instead uses 
Goya and historical events to paint a por- 
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trait of our collective barbarism, and how 
our methods may change over time but our 
impulses remain the same. The Spanish 
inquisitors may have used the rack, the 
CIA waterboarding: It’s something to which 
Forman, a refugee to the U.S. from com- 
munist Czechoslovakia, may be especially 
sensitive. Forman’s film (co-written with 
frequent Bunuel collaborator Jean-Claude 
Carriere) also demonstrates a strong anti- 
clerical stance that reveals the clergy to be 
hypocrites and fornicators (one might sus- 
pect that Bufiuel is somewhere smiling). 
Bardem plays Brother Lorenzo, a priest 
whose storyline is followed throughout the 
film. Fie bears the conflicting impulses 
to celebrate and despoil Goya’s artistry 
and the women who pose as his models. 
Skarsgard is solid as Goya, and his physi- 
cal resemblance to the artist is uncanny 
(and can be seen in the self-portrait that 
provides the film’s final image in a volumi- 
nous gallery of Goya’s artwork that accom- 
panies the closing credits and provides 
an art-history lesson in itself). Portman 
plays two roles: first, as the young woman 
imprisoned by the inquisitors (or maybe 
just Brother Lorenzo) for having refused 
pork in a restaurant (a sure sign of Jewish 
heritage) and then later in the film as her 
daughter. Portman’s presence comes with 
many melodramatic flourishes that par- 
ticularly hobble the film’s third act. Goya's 
Ghosts also suffers from way too many 
coincidences, historical and otherwise, that 
frequently interrupt the narrative flow with a 
momentous death or arrival of the military. 
Yet for all its flaws, Goya's Ghosts also pro- 
vides numerous moments of sumptuously 
cinematic storytelling (as in the sequence 
in which we witness the complete process 
of metal engraving). Though not nearly as 
perfect as Amadeus and The People vs. 
Larry Flynt (to cite two of Forman’s previous 
semibiographical efforts), Goya's Ghosts 
uses the lives of artists and historical fig- 
ures to show us the best and the worst of 
our human impulses. - Marjorie Baumgarten

full of delusion and paranoia. You may not, 
however, recall that paranoia being quite 
as drug-induced as it is in the new film 
by Australian filmmaker Wright ( Romper 
Stomper). But that’s one of those modern 
touches that not only puts a nice spin on an 
old tale but that updates the vocabulary of 
the original to make it more resonant with 
today’s less mystically minded audiences. 
Many of us have found ourselves on the 
wrong end of a bad drug experience, and 
who among us can honestly say we’ve never 
hallucinated three Sapphic schoolgirls pass- 
ing themselves off as witches, or worse? It’s 
just old William Shakespeare on a particu- 
larly ugly Saturday night. The result may not 
shed much light on the psychological intrica- 
cies of the bard’s play, but literary interpre- 
tation isn’t really the point with a film like 
this. In a world of hyperstylized gangsters 
where everyone’s leather jackets hang just 
so, where guns gleam perfectly in the moon- 
light, and where the latest Macintosh com- 
puter or Mercedes-Benz says as much about 
the life of a character as the battles he 
wages with his own inner demons, it’s prob- 
ably best not to look too deep for meaning. 
Best just to say Macbeth is coming down 
hard and leave it at that. - Josh Rosenblatt

It says something that the most inspired 
comedic performance in Rush Hour 3 
comes from d i recto r-cum-fugitive Roman 
Polanski, whose turn as the head of the 
Parisian police arrives midway through the 
film: He and his flunkies torture returning 
intercontinental buddy cops, Los Angeles 
Detective Carter (Tucker) and Hong Kong 
Inspector Lee (Chan), hanging them from 
the ceiling and bashing them about with 
phone books before going deep-down 
trauma hound on them with a latex-gloved 
index finger. It’s either the most inspired 
Chinatown gag ever or a sure sign the 
diminutive Oscar winner has gone ’round 
the bend. Either way, this third outing in 
the series (the last entry wobbled in six 
years ago) falls flat faster than most of 
Chan’s goofy line readings - he’s never 
quite mastered the idiomatic inflections 
of Yank slang, and as a result Chan’s 
Inspector Lee always seems half a beat 
off his patter, making the whole film feel 
like a Hope and Crosby road movie lodged 
in first gear. The story, which reunites 
Lee and Carter as they head to Paris to 
uncover the would-be assassin behind the 
shooting of Lee’s friend Ambassador Han 
(Tzi Ma), is a sterling example of how not 
to make a crisp, surprising action film. It’s 
The Bourne Ultimatum’s evil twin, relying, 
as it repeatedly does, on tired, cookie-cut- 
ter cliche action set-pieces (Chan no longer 
seems to have the sinewy grace of his 
younger Police Story-era self, nor is Tucker’s 
pop-eyed, horn-dog, cop schtick anywhere 
nearly as funny as he thinks it is) and a by- 
the-numbers script that feels as though it 
were concocted by writer Jeff Nathanson’s 
son. Even Lalo Schifrin’s pounding, percus- 
sion-heavy score seems retrofitted from 
some other, better movie. Ratner, a director 
not known for his subtlety, understands full 
well that audiences often enough expect 
more of the same when it comes to action- 
comedies of this stripe, but there’s a fine 
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line between the frenetic fun to be found 
in returning to a familiar roller-coaster ride 
and the dead-end slog of a dying franchise. 
If only someone had thought to replace the 
ever-more-annoying Tucker with the ever- 
more-elfin Polanski, Rush Hour 3 might’ve 
mustered some severely warped brilliance. 
As it is, it just signals a series that’s plain- 
ly out of gas. - Marc Savlov

STARDUST

“Fairies wear boots,” recalled a sage and 
seasoned wise man whose name eludes 
me at the moment, “I tell you no lies.” 
That’s as good a description as any for this 
uneven adaptation of Neil Gaiman’s best- 
selling, back-to-basics “fairy tale,” which 
in the reading felt more like an extended, 
prose-heavy issue of the author’s first 
and greatest success: the comics series 
Sandman (a landmark of the art form that 
breezed through history both real and imag- 
ined and wove a truly magical tapestry out 
of Gaiman’s seemingly unslakable thirst for 
the myriad mythologies that, then as now, 
act as civilization’s crystalline framework. 
Vaughn’s movie feels, on the other hand, 
clogged with perhaps too much fairy dust; 
it’s like double-dosing Tori Amos and Arthur 
Machen while setting The Princess Bride on 
stutter. Too much fantasy is never enough, 
however, for Vaughn and his actors, who 
appear to be having way too much fun with 
their roles to worry about the niceties of 
narrative overcrowding. Vaughn previously 
helmed the excellent London-set neo-noir 
Layer Cake, which seems a veritable font 
of cinematic restraint in comparison to 
Stardust. The plot eliminates much of 
Gaiman’s original novel, while keeping the 
resonant core and adding a flouncing De 
Niro to the mix. Cox plays Tristran, a nervy 
young man who sets out from his rural 
England town of Wall to retrieve a fallen 
star for his (he assumes) true love Victoria 
(Miller). His quest takes him into the fairy- 
tale land of Stormhold, where he discovers 
that the celestial fragment he seeks is 
actually Danes, which makes his promise 
to Victoria all the more interesting and his 
return all the more fraught. Specifically, 
fraught with Pfeiffer as Lamia, the grand 
dame of a triplet of witchy sisters, as 
well as seedy prince Septimus (Strong) 
and his pals Lords Primus and Secundus 
(Flemyng, Everett). Everyone except Tristran 
is searching for the fallen star for nefari- 
ous ends, and Cox, who barely registers as 
the heroic archetype in the film’s opening 
is by the end trading thrusts and parries 
with Pfeiffer and Strong like a lankier Errol 
Flynn minus the charm. Danes does space 
debris proud, though, and her performance, 
along with Pfeiffer’s insidiously wicked turn 
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Beauty and the Beast

as Lamia and the aforementioned left turn 
into Bizarro World by De Niro, keeps the 
whole shebang afloat.

UNDERDOG

My 5-year-old companion offers his 
assessment: “I like how they made the 
old cartoon into a giant new cartoon. I 
mean, movie.” Disney’s big-screen vehicle 
for Joe Harris’ kitschy 1964 series has 
real live dogs, but it’s pretty much a car- 
toon and not a very kitschy one. Let’s be 
clear about one thing first: To say that the 
technology used to make movie dogs talk 
has improved is not to endorse its use. 

In this way, talking-animal movies (director 
Du Chau previously helmed the zebra epic 
Racing Stripes) are much like nuclear weap- 
ons. Yet I never doubted that Lee’s voice 
was emanating from the rather charming 
beagle who has been green-screened with 
a swirling cape and stoic expression. The 
dog, Shoeshine, escapes the animal-test- 
ing experiments of mad dwarf Dr. Simon 
Barsinister (Dinklage) and meets Jack 
(Neuberger), Disney’s newest motherless 
child. As the two bond, Shoeshine real- 
izes he’s imbued with superpowers and 
compelled to help others - while busting 
cheesy rhymes, of course. Belushi orbits 
the film as Jack’s security-guard dad, as 
if sending signals of earnestness through 
space. Meanwhile, canine girlfriend Sweet 
Polly Purebred (voiced by Adams) lands in 
certain trouble. The elements of the film 
don’t quite mesh: The villains are cartoony, 
but Du Chau aims for soggy family drama 
in his father-son story. The mad-dwarf thing 
kind of stuck in my craw, as did usually 
watchable sidekick Warburton, who seems 
to have been chemically stripped of his 
personality. I was not impressed with jokes 
made at the expense of a Chinese hairless 
crested nor with the poop humor. And the 
movie’s pro-dog message (“There are no 
bad dogs, only bad owners”) is as close 
as it gets to depth, besides generic family 
messaging and some minor product place- 
ment. In many ways it’s as perfunctory as a 
live-action family movie can get. But some- 
how Lee sells it, with an amiable, game- 
for-whatever performance that is better 
than it has to be. You can also be certain 
that Underdog will be shown in a cold, dry 
room, which is pleasant in the dog days of 
August. - Marrit Ingman

“It’s more work,” the 29-year-old 
Alabamian asserts about his recent 
transition to a solo career, “but it’s 
obviously easier to get a creative vision 
across. It involves a lot more singing 
and a lot more getting up early. We 
would switch off responsibilities when 
I was in the Truckers, but I get to do 
them all myself now.” 


For the past six years, Isbell’s song- 
writing and guitar flash made up an 
important part of the Drive-by Truckers’ 
Southern rock. The release of his debut, 
Sirens of the Ditch (New West), led to a 
split with the band but also allowed 
the freedom to explore country, soul, 
and blues. 

“I don’t think these songs sound like 
Drive-by Trucker songs,” he says. "It was 
pretty much just the set of songs I had 
written at that point in time. From a play- 
ing aspect, from a production aspect, I 
was just trying to deliver the songs the 


best way I could, and they ended up 
being a lot of different types.” 

Isbell’s got a sense of humor in nam- 
ing the current band as well. 

“The 400 Unit is the mental ward of a 
rehabilitation hospital in North Alabama,” 
he explains. “They take everybody from 
the 400 Unit into town, and they give 
them all $15, and they pretty much just 
stand around and look at stuff and say 
crazy things to people that are pass- 
ing by. I thought it was a completely 
appropriate name for band of all Muscle 
Shoals guys.” - Jim Caligiuri

SELL YOUR HOME AND 
GET A TAX BREAK? 

The home I own has appreciated a lot, and I’m think- 
ing about selling it. I’ve heard that I don’t have to pay 
taxes on the money I make from the sale of the home. Is 
that right? 

It depends (as with many tax issues). There are 
lots of tax incentives intended to encourage people to 
own a home. One of the biggest tax breaks offered to 
home owners can occur at the sale of the home. This 
is because individuals who have gain from the sale or 
exchange of their main home may be able to exclude 
from income all or part of the gain. 

This exclusion is up to $250,000 for individu- 
als and $500,000 for married taxpayers filing joint 
returns. The exclusion may be allowed each time that 
a person sells his or her main home but generally no 
more frequently than once every two years. 

To qualify for the exclusion of gain for a main 
home, a person must meet the following ownership 
and use tests: 

Ownership test: Person must have owned the 
home for at least two years during the five-year period 
ending on the date of the sale. Use test: Person must 
have lived in the home as their main home at least 
two years during the five-year period ending on the 
date of the sale. 

However, if a person fails to meet the ownership 
and use requirements by reason of a change in place 
of employment, health, or other unforeseen circum- 
stances, he or she can still exclude the fraction of 
the $250,000 ($500,000 if married and filing a joint 
return) equal to the fraction of two years that these 
requirements are met. For example, someone who 
lives with his or her spouse in a main home for 18 
months and then relocates for job reasons may still 
be able to exclude up to $375,000 ($500,000 multi- 
plied by 0.75). 

In short, it pays to learn the rules and nuances about 
the potential tax breaks associated with selling your 
home (there are many not discussed in this column).

RAY: My guess is that, despite the story 
she’s sticking with, she used the air vent 
itself as a cell-phone holder. It’s the per- 
fect size for that. 

TOM: And then she either pushed it in 
too far or stopped short, and . . . down the 
drain it went. 

RAY: The good news is that it won’t 
harm the car at all. It’ll just sit there in 
the duct and stay cool. It’ll ring for a 
couple of days, but once the battery dies, 
you’ll never know it’s there. 

TOM: So option No. 1 is to forget 
about it and replace it.

Couldn’t all that mental 
detritus have been attractively assembled on a crisp piece of station- 
ary? Or maybe a creepy looking website with flashing candy-colored 
fonts, sparkly unicorns, fluffy kittens, and a MIDI file of Ludwig 
van’s “Ode to Joy” playing in the background? Shouldn’t there be 
some message inherent in the actual text, some universal truth that 
needs no further embellishment, or is 90% of all poetic communi- 
cation nonverbal? Why slam poetry anyway? Isn’t poetry enough? 
Can one just be a poet who reads his or her work in an overly 
animated fashion? Admittedly, “slam poetry” does sound cooler 
than simple, unadorned “poetry.” Maybe slam poets simply refuse 
to own up to the inherent dorkiness of poetry. There’s no shame in 
your game (poetry?) if you want to read what you’ve written (versed 
or un) to an audience, but it’s dorky. Dorky like playing the tuba, 
scrapbooking, or putting money down on a condo in Second Life. 
Own it. Just because you bust a sag, furrow your brow, flail around 
and read with the Tourette’s-like rhythm of William Shatner on 
PCP doesn’t make you any cooler than say, Robert Frost reading 
“Birches” in his deadpan New England drone. Adding “slam” to 
the word “poetry” is the type of spin-marketing mentality that gives 
us phrases like “extreme sports,” “green living,” and “power yoga.” 
which are basically flashy antecedents for simple-minded chumps 
- sort of like when a cop comes in to do an anti-drug rap perfor- 
mance for middle school students: Only the knuckle-draggers and 
nose-pickers get on board. Everybody else just wonders why the 
cop thinks they’re stupid. So it’s hard to decide which is dorkier: 
The Scrapbooker or the Extreme Scrapbooker, but the point is, who 
cares? If you want to play tuba, play tuba. You don’t need to play 
extreme tuba or power tuba or slam tuba. If you wanted to be cool 
you would have learned guitar, and all of the really great guitarists 
are dorks anyway. In fact, anyone who does anything even remotely 
interesting is probably a dork of some kind - someone who has 
committed to a pursuit without regard for what other people think. 
That kind of courage and focus is something to be celebrated. It 
doesn’t need to be spun. So, should you go see the 2007 National 
Poetry Slam Individual Finals this Friday at the Paramount? Hells 
fucking yes. It’s the National Finals, and these are some of the best 
poets in the country. You can assume they’ve perfected their craft 
both on paper and in performance. After all, in the words of the 
Bard (that’s old-timey talk for “slam poet”), “A rose by any other 
name would smell as sweet.”
